of this great world, tels vs that the Spirit of God moued Genef:x.2, 
vpon the water: which was an indigeſted Chaos or 
maſſe created before by God, with confuſed Earth in 
mixture: yet, by his Halchymicall Extraction, Sepera- 
tion, Sublimation, and Coniunction, fo ordered and 
conioyned againe, as they are manifeſtly ſeene a part 
and ſundered: in Earth, Fyer included, (which is a 
third Element) and Ayre, (a fourth) in Water,how- 
beit inuifibly. Of which foure Elements, two are fix ⸗ 
ed/as earth and fire: and two volatil, as water & ayre. 
That ſpiritual Motion of the firſt mouer, God, hath 
inſpired al the creatures of this vniuerſal world, with 
that ſpirit of Life (which may truely be called the ſpi- 
rit of the world) which naturally moueth,and ſecretly | 
acteth in all creatures, giuing them exiftence in three, Ercie. 3.19 
to wit, ſalt, ulphure, and Mercury, in one Hapofiafis, f 
Mercurie congealing Sulphur, & ſulphur Mercurie, 
neither of them being without their Salt, the chiefeſt 
meane by whofe helpe Nature bringeth forth al vege- 
tals, Minerals, & Animals.

Moreouet, as the omnipotẽt God, hath in the begin- 
ning, by his diuine wiſedom, created the things of the 
heués & earth, in weight, müber; & meaſure, depẽding 
vpõ moſt wonderfull proportion & harmony to ſeruè 
the time which he hath appointed? fo in the fulnefles 
& laſt period of time (which approacheth faſt on) the 
4 Elements (whereof al creatures conſiſt)hauing in e- 
very of thẽ 2. other Elements, the one putrifying and 
combuſtible; the other eternal & incombuſtible, as the 
heauen, ſhall by Gods Halchymie be metamorphoſed 
and changed. For the combuſtible hauing in them a 
corrupt ſtinłing feces, or droſſie matter which maketh’ 
thé ſubiect to corruption, ſhal in that great & gencrall.

Anaxagoras a noble gentleman, but more noble in 
wiſdome and vettue: Cates, Antiſihenes, witli man vo- 
thers, contemned the pleaſures of the world, and gaue 
thẽlelues to the ſtudie of naturall Philofophie. Pflilo. 
ſophers haue brought more profit to the world then 
did Ceres, who inuented the increaſe of corne & grain: 
then did Bacchus, that found out the vſe ot wines? then 
did Hercules, which ridde the world of monſters. Fot 
theſe things belong to the maintenance of bodily life 
and pleaſure: but Philofophy inſtructeth andnouriſn. 
the ſoule it ſelfe. 
This phyloſophy, together with the moſt rare, excel- 
lent & healthful Phyſicke linked to true grounds, and 
vpholden by daily experience, the verymatow of true 
medicine, & the quinteſſence of marow it ſelfe, l moſt 
humbly preſent vnto your honours hands, as a Iewel 
of prife, to procure and preſerue health: which Pro los 
meus the ſonne of Antiochus valued at fo high a rate, 
that he gaue to Eraſſſtratusa noble Phyſitian, on hun ·

Lbeit the profeſsion of Theologis, ftan- 
deth ypon the infallible, foundation of 
Gods Word, yet among Diwinesy there 
haue rifen diuers opinions and Seéts. As 
wong the Jewes(which were Gods pecu- 
bar people) were Phariſiet, Faduces, Eſſeis, 
and Geulvnifis : beſide the falſe worſhip

Among Chriftians, there are Papiſis and Protefiants, The Pa- 
pits, which call themſelues Cathaliques, haue diuided them- 
ſelues into Dominicans, Franciſcant, Ieſuits, Seminaries, Secur 
lars ;Scotifis, Toniiſin, Occamifts, & c. Among Proteſtants, 
haue ſprung vp, e Anabaptiſii, Familiſis and Brownifts. 

As in Diuine, ſo in Humane Scienees ſpeculatiue, grounded 
only vpon probable coniectures, there haue riſen alſo among 
the Profeſſors thereof, diuers and contrary opinions, & Sec- 
taries. Among the Phylefepbers, were Steicks y Peripaticks, 
Platoniſtt, ( innichs, and Epicures. Among Plyſitians, there are 
Empericks,Degmaticks, AA eihhodici, or Abbreuiators, and Para. 
celſiaut. i 

The more part of thefe,plungedin humane error, & miſ⸗ 
led by carnal reſpects, as fingularitie,enuie, pride and ambi- 
tion, hath diſſented from others offound and vpright iudge- 
ment. But ſome of theſe ay ming at perfection, and hauing 
the aduantage of fuccefsion and other helpes, haue by Zyme 
procreateda plaine and nalced truth. For this latter Age of 
the world, abounding in all maner of Learning, & with men 
of mature and pregnant wits, haue greatly inlarged, illuſtra- 
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ted, and refined all Artes and Sciences, 

If Therfore Endymsions diligence, which firſt found out the 
courſe of the Moone: If Amphions Muſical brayne, which 
firſt conceiued Harmonie: If Appolonins ( Nlemp but eu hoſe 
induſtrie firſt defertbed the Anatomie of mans body: If Chy- 
ron, which firſt diſcerned the vertue of Hearbes, and taught 
e /culapivs Phyſicke: If Hermes Triſinegiſtut, the fitſt that 
reached & attained the AÆArhercal and Onainteſſentiall Phyfick: 
df (/fay ) thefe , and many others, in their rare inuentions, 
haue deferued ſingular commendation } then Hypocrates, Ga- 
len, Difcorides, Oalerius Cordus, Paraceſſus, learned Querfita- 
nus, & others moe, which haue added any thing to the enlar- 
ging and perfecting of that noble Science of Phyficke 5 are 
to be imbraced and honoured, albeit they agree not together 
in opinion: for that they all by their labours haue fought the 
goodofmankinde. Honour therefore the Phy/fitian (faith Ieſus 
Syrach)for the Lordhath created him and iuen men knowledge, 
that he might be gtorified in his wonderous workes. 

Butfome Readers of their works, not carrying this mo- 
deration, like Midas preferre Pan before Appotlo, condem- 
ning Chymicall Phyficke Halchymie, and the Spagericke 
Art, as toc curious, dangerous, and defperate to bee dealt 
withall, Alleaging alſo (which is too true) that many Hal- 
chymſſtt are notable Sophyſticators and deceiuers. 

The meaning of ſome, by theſe and fuch like preten- 
ces, is nothing elſe, but like bad and vnskilfull Herborifts, 
to fowe ‘Rocket, and to weede Exdine, Yet let fuch care 
pers know, that the abuſe of Art doth not abrogate the right 
vie thereof. For as if the tree be blaſted that bloſſomes, the 
fault is in the winde, & not in the roote: ſo the fault is not to 
be aſcribed to Arte, which is not in Arte, but the Artificer 
which is vnworthy the name. And in very deed, it were to be 
wifhed, for common vtillities ſake, that all ſuch cozoners and 
deceiuers, might be baniſhed out of Cittie and Countrey, and 
from all ſocietie of honeſt men, which without law full allow- 
ance, take vpon them ſuch profeſsing and practiſe: or at the 
leaſt, that they might be reftray ned, that through their leaud - 
nes, that art be not diſgraced. which the ancients did not let 1 
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call Hoh. And for my part, I doubt not, but that one 4omus 
or other, Wil recompence me with Balme, and fay that 1 am 
out ofmy element, in that I being a proteſſed Divine, ſhould 
tale vpon me to meddle with Phyficke, & to publifh that in 
the vulgar tongue, which was more fit to be in the Latine, as 
Tfoupd it. 
Tothis Lanſwer, that a generalitie in humane learning, be- 
feemeth a Diuine: and of all Sciences none more ſutable to 
rofelsion than Phyſick, as I could eafily proue by many reas 
fons. And therfore the wiſedom of Chriſt appointed the mys 
racles, wrought by himſelf & his Apoſtles, to conſiſt chiefly 
in healing corporal infirmities. S. Lake was both a profeſſed 
Phyſitian, & an Euangeliſt. It cannot be but a commenda- 
ble labour, & a charitable worke in whomſoeuer, to feeke by 
good means to preſerue life, be it but of thy neighbors Oxe, Luke 14. 
or Aſſe: This my labor Tam ſure is wel intended, howfoeuer ve vſe 5. 
cõſtrued. But a wand thruſt neuer fo right into the water, ſee · 
meth crooked or broken: euen fo a bad heart miſconceiueth 
sod actions. As concerning the publifliing of this in Eng. 
lith, I haue theſe Inducements, Firſt, the common good ofall 
men. For even the ignorant ſhall learne hereby, to haue in 
high reputation (as is fitting) that which before they vncere 
ſtood not, & ſo wil the more readily in time of need haue re- 
courſe to the learned Phyſitian. Moreouer, if the knowledge 
of holy writbe conuenient for al forts of men, as the Phy ſick 
roper for the ſoule, why fhould not natural Pian, and 
Phy ſick ſpeculatiue, be common like wie to al for the health 
of the body? Therfore herein, I fay as Moſen laid: Ensief thot Va, 1 1 29. 
for meꝰ I would al the Lords people mere Prophets So I Ni, halt 55 * 
all which are capable, had the true ſpeculatiue knowledge of 
hyfick, Then ſhould Phyfick and Phylofophy,not only haue 
amore great and general elteeme,butalfo euery meane Apo- 
pecarie, the Phy ſitians left hand: hould wel vnderſtand how 
to Elixerate, which is greatly tobe wiſhed. 
As for the time which / haue fpent herein, it is my gaine: 
happily extracted from idle time, whereas otherwife for my 
recreation, I might vnhappily haue done nothing: and yet 
haue not neglected my paltorall function,

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If therefore (courteous Reader) by this my painfull plea- 
fure, thou mayeſt procure to thy ſelte, but one ſcruple of 
knowledge more than before thou haddeſt, and in time of 

neede, one dramme of health, itis that which I ſegke,

An Damos fingular knowledge of Ackronomg 
r Hand ck the celeſtiat courſes, together with 
the vmuertal Science of the Mathemalickes, and of ſuch like 
Stientes. Rut the moze generall knowledge of all Sciences, 
is by Strabo afcribed,befoze al others, to that admirable Her- 
mes Trimeg ſtus: ag doth alſo Diodorus Siculus, Who al- 
firmeth, that the Æ giptians were the fir inuentoꝛs ol Sci- 
ences, taking their oꝛiginall and infallible grounds from the 
fame Hermes, oꝛ Mercury: whoſe diuine monuments are to be 

ſeene at this day. ; . 

From this ancient Authoz Hermes, tobich liued in the fire 
woꝛldes, haue ſpꝛung bp all our Hermetical Pbilofophers and 
Pyylitions, whole traditions, haue bene rettiued and imbꝛa⸗ 
ted, not oneip of all ſoꝛts ot learned men in all countries, but 
allo by the moſt noble and famous Pꝛinces and Rings, both 
Grerkes, Arabians, and Latmes. 

Bet it mull be conkeſſed that the mot ancient learned Phi⸗ 
loſophers, neither haue noꝛ could deliuer (uch a general knew 
ledge, woherin there was not lomething wanting, and wherect 
themlelues were not ignozant. 8 
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Foz (to vſe the woꝛds ol learned Guido) tue axe ia⸗ 
fants carried vpon the ſhoulders of thofe great and loftp Sp: 
ante,fid whole eminente we do behold, not onely thole things 
which they law, but many other miſteries allo, which they ſaw 
net. Foꝛ no man is fo ſottiſh as to imugin that thole fick four- 


ders of Phyſicke had attained to the erate perled knowledge 


of editine, oꝛ of any olher tience: o hich Hypocrates him⸗ 
felfe acknowledged in his Epiſtle to Democritus, 

Che fame Hypocrates, hoboſoeuer other wiſe fingularly 
learned, and of all learned men fo) his monuments ol Medi- 


cine, to be had in great reputation and reuerenteʒ vet bath) be ⸗ 
wꝛaped his ignozance in mineralls, and metalline miſteries:as 


appeareth in his boke of Simp. where he intreating of Quick⸗ 
luer, atlirmeth that he neuer made tryall thereol, neitger in 
War dly taken, no outwardly applyed:bewzaying bis erroz in 
thinking that Hydrargyre,¢ Quick · ſiluer, were two ſeueral 
things: luppoling that it was a medicine ol iuer diſlolued 
into water, like Bato potable golde⸗ 

_ Bereby (J ſap) be bath bewꝛayed his ignoꝛante in metal 
line ſubſtance, in that he hnew not Hydrargyre, and uick- 
ſilaer ta be all one. N hereoł neuer any mau doubted ercepl he 
were lo addicted to his teacher, that he wold lay black is white, 
betauſe his maſter faith ſo, which none ol meane wit will do. 

Foz as wwe thinke them woꝛthy olblame, which with newe 
found phantafies ¢ topes, do go about to bur ne ¢ cover the er⸗ 
roꝛs of the teuerend fathers tancients, as do many Empiricks 


and deteiuers, vnder the name and pꝛofeſſion of Paracelſians: 


who allo, do to fliffelp a d falfely aſcribe to Paracelſus, as to 
the onely authoꝛ, the knowleoge ol hidden things ¢ caules,the 


finding aut of mpſteries, 3 the true preparation of al remediis 


and medicines: fo in like manner they are to be repꝛehended 
which holde it fufficient, fo as they talke of Galen without al 
realon and affirme that he was ignoꝛant ot nothing, and that 
he came to the full knowledge of Medicine. 

Itis therefor? well ſais of a learned t wel experienced lalo⸗ 
per, that it is a taken of great rachnes, fo2 wie men either at 


che fird ta lauſcribe to erroʒ, oʒ to ſubuert that which might 
pleaſe, 
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Chymicall Phyficke. 
plealr, moderated with a temperate reſolution. And pet tear- 
ned men againſt all truth, do oltentimes barke againſt aunti⸗ 
ent wꝛiters, thinking it great honour ans pꝛaile onto them, il 
ther be able in any fozt to contend with their greatnelle. 

Thoſe Phylsſophers which haue witten ol Chymiſtrie, 
haue to maintaine their Science, Mature, Arte, and Experi⸗ 
ence : by auncient pꝛadiſe deriued from the Hebrues, Chal- 
deis, Aegiptians, Per ſians, Greekes, Latines, and Arabians, 
Chis Science thereloꝛe is not grounded (as ſome ſuppole) vp⸗ 
on a vaine an imaginarie ſpeculation, but is found moſt cer. 
taine and infallible to the procuring of health, and length of 
dapes to manꝝ by the godneſſe of Almighty Cod. 

Neither doth this Science onelp affoꝛd, common ertractis 
ons ofoples and waters, by oꝛdinary Diſtillations, (as many 
Emperis doe imagine) but allo moſt precious Elipirs «Quins 
teſteuces, much laboured, circulated, and wꝛought, by vigeſti⸗ 
ous concoctions and fermentations, by the meanes tobereol 
all unpure and cozrupt matter is defeked and ſeparated, the 
euil quality coꝛretten ¢ amended,¢ that which is bitter is made 
Sweet, Without the which operations, our bꝛead, bœre, x wine, 
the oꝛdinary and molt principal meanes of our nouriſhmenk, 
become-hartfalg pernicious vnto vs. oz il we ſhould eat rato 
wheate oz bopled oncly in water: what e how many diſeales 
would grow in vs? Foꝛ this cauſe we ſeparate the pure from 
the impure, that they may be profitable forbs, as the meale 
lrom the bzan, the which meale oꝛ flower we mixe with water, 
we leauen and bake, whereot ariſeth a great magifery, names 
ty bzead fit (02 nouriſhment᷑:and by his artifice, apt to paſſe and 
turne into our fleſh:in the wozking toyereof, if there be but a 
little erroꝛ it wil not be lo pleaſing to the tal, noꝛ ſo fitting to 
nourichment, as is to be lerne in bꝛead, either ill ſealoned, oz 
not wel baked:the which we rete though thele defaults, 

The like pꝛactile ¢ woꝛke is to be vie in Wines, it we defire 
fo haue them fitte foz dur ble. Foz the pure mutt be ſeparated 
krom the impure, bp boplings, digeſtions, and firmentati⸗ 
ons, ſeparatiug from the kernells and ſhinnes, the liquoz of the 
grapes, that it may be bought into pure wine. This 
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This done, and being put into vellels, it woꝛkelh netwe le⸗ 
perations, fermentations, diſgeſtions, and purgations, ſepera- 
ting the dꝛegges and lers krom the pure lubſtance of the wine;

%f Hy pocrates 03 Galen himſelte, were now againe aliue, 
thep would excerdingly reiopce to {ez art fo inlarged € augmen⸗ 
ted by fo great and noble addition, and would patronize and 


vpholde with their owne hands, that which was hidden from 


the old fathers in fogmer ages: and reiecing many of thoſe 
things, which befeze pleaſed them, peelding to realon and ex 
perience, would gladiy imbꝛace the new. Foz it is euident by 
their wꝛilings, how vncertaine and de ubttul they be in Meany 
thinge,bp realon of the weakenelle of the foundation wheres 
on they haue builded. Whole buldings notwithſtanding, ve. 
terly fo overthꝛow, no wiſe and modeſt Pbblolopher wil coe 
about, but will rather endeuour to vphold them that pefferity 
map well and affuredlp knowe that we were not barren, but 
endued with the ſame wit that they had, and that dur mindes 
were ſealoned with that moꝛe noble lalt. The which hall ap⸗ 
peare, if not reiecting the wzitings of our cloers, we tall in. 
rich and adoꝛne them with newe inuentions. 

Foꝛ artes come by traditisn, and are deliuered as it were 
from hand to hand, and cuery one adoꝛneth his arte with new 
inuentions, accoꝛding as he excelleth others in derteritie of 
wit. And albeit, it may be laid, that it is an eafle matter to adde 
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fo that which is inuented, pet both the Inuentoꝛs, andatfa the 
augmentozs, are to be thankfullp imbꝛaced.

fing by himlelle, and taking the Oꝛzigi⸗ 
nall of his Eſſence from ns other, and is therloꝛe the lirſt and 
efficient cauſe sf all things. ee 
From bis firk beginning, procedefy Nature, as the fer 
‘cond beginning, made by GO D bimfelfe through the pos 
wer of bis woꝛde. This Nature, next vnder God, ought to 
be religioullp eſteemed, thought of, enquired, and ſearthed loz. 
The hnowledge hereol is verp neceflary , and wil be no lelle 
pꝛofitable: the ſearche and raunfacking thereof will be fete 
and pleaſing. The pꝛofite which tommeth hereby. appeareth 
in this, that the knowledge of all things Which conſiſt thereof, 
and wherok they boꝛrow their name and are called Naturall 
things, pꝛoceꝛdeth herehence whether they ber ſubie g to our 
fences , oꝛ aboue our ſences.ereupon great Philofophers, 
both Chꝛiſtians and Ethnicks, haue bene moned to make the 
ſignification of the name of Nature, fo fitte and ſerue almoſt 
all things. Inlomuch that Ariſtotle himſelfe, in that dinifion 
which he maketh of Nature, diuiding the fame into the fir 
and ſetond Mature, and {peaking of the firſt, he calleth it Na- 
turam naturantem. Sraturing nature, bp which he meaneth 
God. So in like manner Zeno, a Pꝛince of Stoikes, ov 
penlie taught, that Nature was no olher thing then God. 
Thereloꝛe the fire Naturing nature is God; but the ſeconde 
which properly is (aid to be Nature, i ſubdiuided into wii

10. of God, ditfufed thoughout the whole woꝛlde, where ol it is inn

Thogusliby others. Some athers take this bninerfal nature, fo) a certains unn 
ſuper. 2. hb. inlluente and bertue, whereby the Starres do wozke in the ſe f rn 
de clo. inkerioz things: 92 elle foz an acting vertue in an Drinerfall 10 f 
15 a caule, that is to ſap, in a bodie Celeſtiall. a 
N 8 Furthermoꝛe, that is buinerfall Nature, wherol Plato ſpea⸗ sy 
keth when he laith: Nature is a certaine fozcs and ſtrength in⸗ 0 th 
tuſed thzoughsut all things, the mobderato2 and nouricher ofall Bu 
things, and by it ſelte the beginning cf motion and ol ref in ot 


them. The which Nature Hermes Trimegiſtus, almofin by hi 
the ſame woꝛds faith , to be acertaine fozce vifen from the fire bein 


caute,biffated thꝛougbont all bodies by it elle, the beginning 4 
ol motion and reſt in them. ther 
Chis lozce the Pythagoreans called Dov. And thereſoze b 
Virgil, a great follawer of the Pythagorean diſcipine, wꝛete he 
thus, ſaying; I he {pit nouriſheth inwardly, &c. And the 1s 0 
ꝓlatonicks called the fame the Soule oftheworlde. wit 
But pet the Platonicks haue not defined ¢ chewed in what pad 
maner, by what means this Soule of the world, doth mode · {ety 
rate and oder all theſe tuterio2 things, and doth ſtirre vp in min 
the generation of things: neither tan they pet determine. f aller 
But the moze witty and learned ſozt of Philoſephers, holde bub 

t affirme, that this woꝛld tobich tompꝛehendeth in the cirtum · hc 
ference and compaſſe therol the lower Elements, x the fir bes Bc 
ginnings ol nature is a certaine great bodie, whole partes are Grn 
fo knitte together among themlelues, (euen as in one bodie hee 
gf alining Creatare, all the members doeagres ) that * histo 
{opal 

wath 
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ts no one part of the parties, ofthat great body, Which is nok 
inlpned, quickened, and ſuſteined, by the benefite of that vni⸗ 
uerlall ſoale, which they haue called the fonle of the wozlde: 
affirming alfo, that ifthe bodpes ol liuing creatures doe de · 

ine lile and beeing from the ſoule which is in them; the 
fame is much moe done and effected in the karre moze nobls 
and moze excellent body of the whole wozld, by the meanes 
of the moꝛe potent and farre moze excellent loule, with the 
which this body ef the vninerſall wozld is indued, and by 

which it (abateth: Foz il all the parts ol the world haue lile, 
(as manifeftlp appearing it bath) then muſt it nerdes follow, 
that wholelp it lineth, los that the parts dꝛawe and deriue 
their life from the whole, from the which they being fepara- 
ted, cannot but periſh and die. And herreupon they interre, - 
that the Heauen compalling all things, is that Soule, 
which nouriſheth and ſuſteineth all things. Allo, further they 
affirme that all the koꝛmes, vertues, and facultice of things, 
by which all things are nouriſhed, ſuſteined, and haus their 
deing doe tome from the woꝛlds Soule, 

And as the body and ſoule are gathered and iopned loge ⸗ 
ther in ont, thꝛough the bene ſite ofthe Spirits bond, fo2 that 
it is partaker of both atures: fo the ſoule and body of the 
won are knit together by the meanes of the Æthereall Spi- 
rits going betwerne, ioyning each part of the whole into ons 
ſubſiſtence. And pet hereol we mut not conclude as did A- 
phrodifzus and Philoponas, which were Platoniſts, that 
the moꝛlde is a mot huge lining creature, indued with fenfe 
and vnderſtanding, wile and happie : the which is a mos 
ablurde and falle opinion, But the Platoniſts by the foule of 
che wozld, gane vs rather to vnderſtand a certaine ſpirit, 
which cheriſheth, quickenelh, conſerueth, and luſteineth all 
Sings, as it were a certaine ſpirit of that Elohym, oz great Gen. 1, 
God, Which maued vpon the waters: which Pato might ree 
member, as ane not ignoꝛant ot Moſes, and therur on frame 
his ſoule ol the woꝛlde. Nherenpon allo it muſt nædes tome 
to patie, that all theſe inferioꝛ things otherwiſe lrar ſitoꝛie and 
anfirine; chould lone come to dellrugion, without ther were 

. Lai: 
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conferned and continued in theyꝛ being by that dinine polder, 


perpetuallꝑ maintaining and fufpecting them: the which be⸗ 


ing diſſeuered, a great confufion ¢ pertarbation of the whole 
woꝛlde ariſe therof, Mich ruins and deſtruction, God of his 


great godnes would pꝛeuent, creating that vniuerſall Na / 


ture, which ſhould delende all this great woꝛke, and kerpe it 
fafe and ſounde, by his vereue and moderation: and that by 
the pearely and continual rotation and reuolution of the right 
Heanen, and by the Influences and vertaes of the Siarres, 
lanets, and Celeſtiall powers, all thiugs might be well gos 
nerned, and might conſtantiꝑ remaine and abide in full faſt / 
nes of theyz eſtate, vntill the pꝛedeſtinated time of thep2 dil⸗ 
ſolution. : 

Tao this thereall ſpirit, o2 rather Diuine power, euerꝑ 
effeauail and Ommnipotent, Plato in his Timo giueth fe, 
Timonic , when be ſpeaketh thus: When the ſempiternall 
GOD had created this Vniuerſal, hee put into it certaine 
ſeedes of reafon, & brought in the beginning Life, that he 
might beget with the world the procreating torce. Mherin 
dur explication which J brought befoze concerning the Soule 
of the woꝛlde is confirmed. N ich allo agreeth with that 
which the Pꝛophet Mofes hath weitten, and which Ring Da- 
uid hath in his Plalme, in thele woꝛdes: By the worde of 
the Lorde were the Heauens made-, and all the vertue of 
them by the ſpirit of his mouth. Bg which vertue ol the 


quickning ſpirit, that great Trimegiſtus moze conuerſant 


and exerciſed in Moſes wWꝛitings, then all other {3pitofophers, 
vltered theſe diuine woꝛdes in bis ſecond bake, Which is called 


Aſsclepias: All ſpirit (faith he) in the world, is acted and go- 


uerned by the ſpirit. The ſpirit telleth all things : the 
worlde nouriſheth bodies, the ſpirit giueth them foule. By 
the ſpirit all things in the world are miniſtred & are made 
to growe and increaſe. And after that he faith againe: All 
things haue neede of this ſpirit For it carryethi all things, 
and it quickneth & nouriſheth all things, according to the 
lignitie of cache thing init ſelfe. Life and the ſpirite is 

broughit 


Loren 
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pꝛought forth. out of the-help fontaine. Wy which diuine 
woꝛds it appeareth plainele, that this eternal and quickening 
ſpirit is intuled and put into all things : fo that it is not obler⸗ 
ned fo deduce and Derive the actions, forces, and powers: alſd 
all natural things, from the ſpirits, as from the cauſes.

Foꝛ ol theſe two cauſes, and not oncly of the cauſes, 
but allo ol the parts ol the whole compound, all nature, hat is 
to lap, euerꝝ naturall body conſiſteth. Foꝛ the Peripateticks 
do thinke, that whatloeuer is the beginning of gencration, 
ought to be called nature by a certaine peculiar right, And A- 
riſtotle ſaith, that the lame, from whence any thing is made 
at the ſirſt, and whercof it bath the firſt me tion, mutation is 
the very beginning. J fay the beginning, from whente the ef- Metapk. 
fonceof all natural things arifeth, The which nature A iflo- 5 
tle in another place delineth to be the beginning ſubſtantiall Cap.. 
and the taule of motion, and of the reſt thereof, in the lohich 
it is at the firſt and not by Accidents: the explication of which 
definition he hath compzehended in eigot bwkes. And Au iſto⸗ 
tle doth rightly call Mature, the caufe and the beginning 
of internall motion. 307 thoſe things Which are made by 
Nature, and are therefore called naturall, haue a certaine 
beginning of motion, whereby they are moued of their owns 
accoꝛd, not by fozce. Wibereby plainly appeareth the bits 
ference betivggne thole things rg are natur all, and which 
ars 
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t endted with an effectual ſpirit and with power ts forks 
de it lelle: and thofe things which are made by Arts which 
vaue no fozce noʒ power ol doing, but are dead, and deudided 
fall ſenſe and motion. 

Bg thele things it appeare lh. that things natural are talled 
pꝛopetiꝑ natarall criffences oʒ beings and lach as haue na⸗ 
lare. And they are (aide to haue nature which pod: fz in then 
lelues the beginning of their motion, and ol their reſt: the 
Which beginning of motion of euerp thing is either the fozme 
dꝛ the matter, where we haue ſpoken. Forme, wich is whos 
ty pirttaual. gatʒ all her modion lid cwiſe ſpixitu il. n the ſouls 
is ol this ſame nature in a liuing creature, the motions any 
fences plainclp celeftiail, ſpirituall, and a light beginning. 
CG yereas the Matter is terreſttiall. ponderous, and cozpoꝛal, 
tbe other beginning of naturall molion. Bp woe waught 
nd groffenefie, the body tendeth dowonedard ſo as tis kind 
of motion pꝛocedeth not from the ſoule. oꝛ ſpiritu all forate bu 
krom the coꝛpoʒall matter, which is terreſtriall an heaup bp 
dis owne nature. Bereofit tommeth, chat the name of nature, 
is given as well latter s lo Forme: but moze aptly and 


tonuenientip to Forme: betauſe Forme Both mumkeſtig 
giue to a tying his being, aaually: whereas Matter ne can

A voꝛſe i in art; and in truth a hoꝛſe. when he neither mor 
tet, ſeapethj ne ranuetd : but thele momons which are ſpiri- 
ta x, are the iff qs ¢ operations o th Hale oꝛ forme, wheres 
Ss otherinife the body h wieg nothing but the itneauents, 
and dale fomne , whereby it fa nety a hoꝛſe is mare 
tetreſti ul, de ite and deade.

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Foz both being ioyned and coupled together make a hoꝛſe. 
nnowe therefore that the Forme is lar moze noble and 
excellent then the Matter: and that Nature as touching her 
effects and operations, is ol that power. that it generateth, 
and gineth being to all things, il putteth matter on the kozmes, 
it beautilletd, and {offereth nothing to bee coꝛrupted, but 
preferneth allthings-in their eſtate. Thele her vertues, la⸗ 
tulties and powers. ſhe very apparantly theweth, when as the 
woꝛketh and cauleth all ſoꝛts of beings cut of the iements, 
and ont ofthe ſedes and beginning of all thinzs, Salt,Sul- 
hur,, and Mercuries and infozmeth with great bariety of 
impꝛellions of the vitall ſpirits, colours and taſte, and wich 
the properties of ſuch kinde of powers and kaculties, that 
it gineth ia euern thing lo much as concerneth the vl. 
fice and ‘dignity thereok, in all ſufficiencie. The which 
building and frame of fhings, fo aptly and conuenientlp 
toꝛmed, in oder, in number, and meaſure; wer may well 
call diuine, not terreſtriall and cozpopall , albcit the fame be 
eee which God hath ginen onto 

ature. 

And pet wie mulk not thinke that God hach la fozfakeu 
the frame of this wozld, that he fitteth idle, as hauing giuen 
fuch abmirable and potent rffects to nature onely, atcozding 
to the opinion of Anaxagoras, Protagoras, and many d- 
ther Atheitticall Philofophers, which acknowledge no other 
God but Nature, as aifo did the Enicures. Mo it cher be to 
be accufed and condemned loꝛ ſo wicked an epinion, then do 

they deferue no {mall repꝛehenſion, which denie nature her 
partes and offices in woꝛking. 

$07 the offices peculiat, bolt ol ber fic and ſetond cauſe, 
are to be attributed to either, actoꝛding to Bods pꝛedeſlinatid. 
Meitver are thele places of Scripture any thing repugnant, 
itis God which worketh all in all. And againe: In him 
wee liue, moue, and haue our beeing. Foz albeit 
this is true, pet God bath appointed Nature as a meanes 
to falfill bis will, the which Nature hee having lariched 
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with the bettues ol woꝛking, he by the fame beginneth kur⸗ 
thereth, and perllteth all things. Thereloze the ſetond caule, is 
called Nature, betauſe by the lame, as by a vitab inſtrument, 
Dod, who is the firſt caule woꝛketh all things. Foz thus God 
feedeth men twith bꝛead, Che which he hat indued with a nas: 
tural faculip of nouriſhiag, (hat the nature of bead may be 
faid to fcede and nouriſh, whereto he hath pꝛedollinated the 
ſame, by the loʒme of natural bead. 

Thus therckoze thele things are to be reconciled, that we 
acknowledge God fo bee the fick taule of wozking in allo 
ther cauſes, berauſe hee hath made the caules, and hath gi- 
uen power of Wozking, and doth himſelle wonze together 
with them, and that we beliens that her ſtirreth vppe, prone: 
keth, directeh and moderateth Nature, by the pelwer;foste;. 
and vnitis which he bath giuen to ber} to doe all things by 
ber pꝛaper motions, Do that we mull ſeeke the cauſe and 
forme of all natural actions in Nature, Which God hath made 
potent with ſpiritual vertues, by which it acteth and woꝛketh 
in the matter: foꝛ that nothing can pꝛot tede from the matter it 
lelle being bead, which is Vital, oz indued with the kaculties of 
wozking. N

Let it not therelaꝛe ſceme ablurde to anꝑ, that we appoint 
lhꝛe beginnings of all things, Salt, Sulphur, and Mercurie, 
as it it were thereby intended to ouerthzowe, by gur conti 
tution, the beginnings ok the ancient Phploſophers, whereas 
tue ioyne and agrer with them. Foz it wer grant to Ariftotle, 
his beginnings „ What differente Will there be betivcene him 
and vs. Tex admit (ifpou pleaſe) the diſtinction, by which 
he diuideth his urginnings, namelp into the kirk matter, into 
the ſimple matter, and into that which is remote enduring all 
alterations ol toꝛmes, o wherein there is power fo bee made 
fubiect is all ſoʒmes. a: d in tio cuſtrarpes, ko Wil, Forme, 
and Hriuation:zthe Which babilitic of taking kozme, is in the 
ſubiect. 75 b 

lee graunt that theſe veginninge of all other ate fhe

Wibat things ſoeuer are compꝛehended in hele foure bes 
dyes; which are the Elements and recepfacies of all things. 
Ne lim ple things, oꝛ bodpes, mixed and compoundes 
ofthe, 

Then are fimple which ave Without mixture, eri ing ae 
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part and beueral by themlelues: ol the which all things are 
made, and into the which all things are relelued. They are 
compound oz coꝛpozeat, which both. are made of fmples,and 
into ſimples. 

And lümples may be diſlinguiched into thole things which 
are ſimple foꝛmes, and into thole iubich are ſimple matters: 
oꝛ into thols things which are fimply kozmals, and into thole 
which are ſimplx materials. So bodpet are dintded into ma- 
teriall bodpes, and into bodpes ſozmall. 

Tyhole things which are ſimply koꝛmall are altral aud 
ſpirituall: the Elements are foꝛmall: Serdes are foꝛmall: and 
the thꝛe beginnings are lozmall: that is to fay, fo ſpiritu⸗ 
All, that they come not wilhin the compaſle of our fences, 
But the ſoꝛmal Clements (whereot we ſpeake) are they 
in whole cloſet the attral ſeꝛdes of things, and the ſoꝛmal be. 
ginnings, are deluled and lavd vp. as in their pꝛoper retepta⸗ 
tles: in the lohich ümple and ſpiritual Elements ol fides, 
and ſpiritual beginnings, the kruitlul and quickening Scien⸗ 
ces, properties, and rates of propagating and increaſe 
of ät things, pe bid, wherein alſo all habites, diſpoſitious, 
and figures, qualities, guantities and dimentions, ſauours, 
adonrs and colours are included, which doe budds fozth and 
floꝛiſh out of their bolomie in their due time. by opoztune ma · 
turitie. And thelefimple Clements oz beginnings, doe im 
b3ace the ſpiritual (des, with ſo great fimpbhatby and friends 
hip, and doe render to the Clements and beginnings, mutu · 
al tecipꝛocation ot love, that being bꝛonght by the parents, in. 
to ſome particular kinde, 02 ſoꝛme, thep neuer make an ende, 
(by the recoꝛdation ol their vnion with the fimple Clements) 
tut that at tbe laſt againe, the pꝛedeſtination and lithurgie of 
the natural bodies being conſummated, they returne backe as 
gaine to their graunbdfatbers, and great graundfathers, and 
doe reff there: euen as the ods palling and illuing out of 
their Element of the fea, ¢ running in their courſe hither and 
thither, leaning at the length euerx Where behinde them their 
generation oz their Wembe exonerated) they returne to their 
beginning 
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beginning againe wherupon bp mutuall copulation they re⸗ 
ceiue new loꝛte and urength to increaſe their iſſue. 

And this is the perpetuall circulation, by which the heauen 
is marrped to the Carty, and tye inlerio: Clements doe con.

being carprd rom waters ines apzr, by the attraction of the 
Cœſeſtiall Starres: and alſo bythe tozce and appetite of the 
énieric?

The bꝛaine Hath the helpes lo purge 
by, the mouth, the noſtrils, and the eates. Tho purgers and re⸗ 
teiuers ol vacleanne ſfe from the heart, are, the Midꝛyfe, the 
Lungs, and the great Arteries, The purgergof the K puer, 
are the Milt. the bladder or the Gaule, and the Keines. Do 
there are thee pꝛincipall veſtels which doe ſerue the whale 
body namely, the Arteries, the Hinelves and the Ueines. 
Further tf we tonſder the head againe, it bath thaee fkinnes, 
The bꝛaine bath thre bellpes, two (oft -befoze „and one hard 
behinde. There are thee pꝛincipall inſtruments of vopce, 
the thꝛoate, the pallate, and the Kernels. To conclave this 
point, if all thefe Mould be dilleue red and feparated into 
their beginnings, they might be reſolned inte Mercurie, 
Sulphur, and Salt, tobereof they contig. 

Wherefore thele thace fogmail beginnings, which we haue 
deſcribed by their offices and pꝛopertions, albeit they are moꝛe 
ſpirituall than coꝛpozall, pet being iopned with ſimple Ele⸗ 
ments, they make a materiall body mixt and compound, (hey 
increale and naurich it, ans pꝛelerue it in his eſtafe vnto the 
pꝛedeſtinated ende, 
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And teeing the properties, Impꝛellions, and facuitiles are 
inſet and included in thole veginnings, und haue thale vital 
qualities of taſtes, odours, and cclours hidden in them, how 
material! ſoeuer thole leedes be: vet nottwlth@anting thepra- 
ther tontende to come nere to Forme, than to Matter: but 
the Elements doe mops tieaue and inclyne fo Matter than to 
Forme, And therefoꝛe the PWyplofophers tall them properly 
fiarple beginnings fozinall, becauſe they are moze pirtcipall, 
adoꝛned and inriched with the ürſt and chiele lacullies of 
aftral ſedes. But the Elements, they cali beginnings, mate⸗ 
riall ſimple, To the one, they attribute actual qualities, and 
to the other pallius. And fo ol them both, as it were ſeconda⸗ 
rily and lo nere as may be, all mixt bodyes are compounded 
and doe conſiſt. a 

Ikthereloze we Mall theoughly diſculle and ranfacke e⸗ 
nerp particular indinidiall in his kinde, and their generation, 
we (hall finde that which is laid to be true: namely, that 
ſome fimple beginnings are fozmail and ſpirituall: others 
materiali, cozpoꝛall, and viſible. And that the Inuiũtbles are 
the Elements fimple, lozmall, the affral ſeedes, and ſpirituall 
beginnings, Allo that the viſibles are all one and the ſame, 
but pet couered with a material body. The which two bo⸗ 
dpes,ſpiritual and material, inuiGible and viſible, are contate 
ned in euery Indiuiduall albeit, that which is (picitaal cannot 
be dilcerned, but by reaſon of motion of life, and ol functions, 
and pet is within it.

Mercurie is a Gyarpe ligitoꝛ, paſſable, and penetrable, and a 
moſi pure € A thereall ſubſtanttall body: a ſubſtance apꝛie, 


moſt ſubtill.quickning, and ful of Spirit, the (wde of life, and 


che Ellence, oꝛ leꝛme, the next inſirument. 


Sulphur is that mopſt wert, oylp,clammp, oꝛiginal, which 


Niueth ſubſlance to it ſelke: the nourichment ol fire, 02 of na. 
tural heat, endued with the fogce ol mollilꝑing, and of gining 


together. 


Salt, is that dy body, laltich, merely earththy, repꝛeſen ⸗ 


fing the nature ol Salt, endued with wonderfull vertues of 


difloluing congealing, clenfing, emptping, and with other in · 


finite faculties, wh ich it exercileth in the Indiuiduals, and ſe⸗ 
perated in other bodyes from their indiniduals. 
Thele three beginnings, were by Hermes the moſt anci⸗ 


ent Philoſopher, called Spirit, Soule, and Body. Mercurie : 


the Spirit, Sulphur the Soule, Salt h Body, às is already ſaid. 
The body is iopned with the ſpirit, by the bond of Sul- 


phur: the foule, foz that it bath effinitie with both the ep 


treames, as a meane coupling them together. Foꝛ Mercury 


is liguid, thinne, flexible. Sulphur is a ſoſt oyte paſſable; ſalt 
is dep, thicke, and Mable. The which netwithſtanding are {e-. 


pꝛopoꝛtionate togetter, oꝛ tempered equaily the one with the 
other, that a maufeſt ligne, and great analogie oꝛ conuenience 
is found in this contrarietie oł beginnings. Foz Sulphur, 63 
that opiy mepfure, is as baue faid) a meane, which with 
His humidit y, ſotneſſe, ond flu itp oꝛ pall wlenes opneth the 
two extreames, that is to fap, fired lalt, and flying Mercurie: 


that is to ſap, the dꝛyuee ot lalt and themopiines of Mercu- 


rie, With his viſcus and c'ammp humiditie: the thickneſſe 
or falt, and the ſuytiltie of Mercurie (btterip coutarp) witg 
his fluiditie: wich holdeth the meane betwene Hable, and 
dying Pozeoucr Sulphur, by reaſon ot his cpceeding ae 
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nelle doth contemper the ſharpnelſe 02 ſowernes ef Mercu- 
rie, and the bitternelſle of fale: and by his clammpnes, Voth 
coniopne the ſubtill fleing el Mercurie, with the lürmneſle 


and laſtnelle of ſalt.

“Concerning Salt. 
Fall other, the Philoſophicall ſalt is 
ok greateſt vertue and fozce fo purge, 
and is as it were the generall clenſer of 
whole nature, deliuering the lame from 
al impuritie; whether it bee the beilp, be 
, ſiegez the ſkomacke, by vomitz the reines, 
ry vine; 02 the body, by lweate; ope · 
Ring ¢clenfing obſtructions comming ol what caule focuer. 
This kinde of purging is very large: whofe partes albeit 
they tend to one end, pet they haue as it were diuers E contra⸗ 


ry tffcas proceeding ft one ſubiect, which cannot be len. And 


as the effcets are diuers, ſo are there diuers kindes of Daltes, 
tohich accopding to their diuerſitie, haue diners taſtes and furt- 
Dery pꝛoperties of euacuations and clenfings, and diuers o⸗ 
ther kaculties. ; 

But among Salts, that which is moze bitter and nerrelt 
to the tale ol Aloes 2 Gau'e heeth his pꝛaper woꝛking in 
purging the belly by fiege. Such Balls Cbymiſts call Dalt- 
‘Nirer,o2 Niterous falts, Saladine,aa ancient -¢ercat- pope 
tion ſpeaking of Salts faith thus: There are foure famous 
kinds of Salt, to wit, the ſalt of bread, that isto fay Com- 
mon, ſalt, ſalt- gem, ſalt-n iptic, and ſalt- ‘nei. And alter. 
ward he laith, that this Ia is ofall other the moſt bitter, 
charpe, and met violent, and khereſoze ol qriate fozce to 
porge. And he faith,that al Halt is as it were a ſpurre to o · 
ther medicines with the Which it is mingled : fo2 that it ma- 
keth them to wozke moze ſperdix. Laſtle, hee faith , that all 
Salt, bꝛingeth forth qrofle Pylegmaticke bumoze, 

Among Salts, ſomeare earthie, (ome watery, and ſome 
D 2 aierie, 
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aierie, o2fuch as haue in them pꝛedominant, epther the Ele ⸗ 
ment of that earth, of water, oꝛ ol ayꝛe: inſemuch ſome of 
them are fixed & are of tbe nature of earth: other ſome are be- 
twerne fixed z flying, and doe retaine a certasine middle wa; 
terp pꝛopertie But Sal Armoniac is of nature ſpiritual, (as is 
alfo the tommen Armoniac)¢ of all other moſt flying ¢ apꝛie. 

And al Salt, whether it be fying, oz fired, is no otherwile 
diſlolued and commired in waters, than with the water of 
Water, and il one be a dꝛy water, the other is mopſt. 

Theſe the kindes of Saltes, which lye hydden in the fee 
cret parts of things, whether they be metalline, vegitable, oꝛ as 
nimal and which are principally leated in that element, which 
pꝛoduteth bis generations out of the earth they do participat 
ofthe nature of the thee beginnings. Foz the commen falte,. 
and that which is of the fea; palling thꝛongh the pbilter of the 
earth, and boyled and digeſted with the heates of the bowels 
ol the ſame earth, doch participate of the nature of fired and 
firme falt, the father and oziginalof all others. But Niter,. 
being partly fixed, and in part volatile, doth participate of the 
fulpburus beginning of things: euen as Sal Amoniac Doth 
participate ofthe Mercuriall beginning ſpirituall and apꝛie: 
whole cxtreames, to wit, fired and volatile, of the ſulphurus 
ſalt, 02 the Niterus, partaker of the volatile nature in part, 
and partly fixed are coupled together by interteſſion. By this 
ſtraight and wonderful bond of the thꝛer beginnings the dis 
wets lubſtances of Salts, o? ſundzp properties, doe manifeſtiꝑ 
appeare, like in eſlence, but not in natures of qualities. Foʒ 
bepond all exp dation, à god wittie Salt- maker, wil ertrad: 
ont of a fat and fertile earth, (by wathings theſe thax kindes 
of Saltes: namelp, the marine and fied, which is diſſolued 
in ipe made of aches, the Niterus bp it lelfe, which E there 
coagulated oꝛ congealed: and the Armoniac volatile € apꝛie, 
flying in part out of the Lye, and partly contained in both the 
galtes ànd therefaze hyoden from the fences, This map ber 
done bp a (isilfall Salt maker, albeit he were viterlx ignoꝛant 
af all the myſtertes which here are hidden. 
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Mhich tha diſt inet differenees of Saltes, as they are to be 
found in euerp fat kind of earth, ſo out of both thefaltes names 
by the marine and fired, and ihe Niterus volatile, thep may be 
thenceloꝛih ſeparated. Foz thofe Saltes, being put into a retoꝛt 
together, oꝛ apart by themſelues, with a receiuer, firſt by the 
force of fire ſtilleth ſoꝛth a Molakile Salt, ſower, charpe and 
Mercurial then, with a greater heate, commeth forth a Salt 
Fulphurus ans Niterus, and lwerte: the third Salt, which is 
Salt bpon Salt fired, will not moue with any force of fler, but 
Femaineth conſtantlp in the bottome of the glaſſe. 

All taſtes are bought forth out of thele thace ſund zy Saltes, 
common to that triple beginning of things, fo as we (Hall not 
neede to haue recourle to hot and cold, moiſt and dzy. Foꝛ they 
are pꝛocreated out ol thole begiunings alone. Fixed Salt, conũ⸗ 
der as it is ſimple, and without commixtion, maketh limply a 
falt taſt. a Sulphurus Salt alfo fimply vnderſtode, perldeth 
dut of it a lwerte oylelp taſte. But Mercurial Salt, in like ſoꝛt 
concetued by it (cife and apart, repꝛeſenteth a ſower kalte. All 
which taſtes mixed together in cquall pꝛopoꝛtious, peelde a 
pleafant and delightful taſte, without any fenfe oz taſte of any 
of the particulars, 

hele thee beginnings cannot be ound ſimple in a mixt 
body, in ſuch wile, butt hat they haue ſome compolitton, and do 
in mixture communicate their qualities together: as map bes 
ſerne in lea ſalt, and ſalt. peter, out of the lohich may be lepa· 
rated notonely afalt and ſharpe taſte, but alſo a lwerte taſle. 
And it is certaine, that in things ſulphurus and oplelp, and al- 
fo in Mercurial liquogs, there is to be founda coniuncion of 
ſuch taſtes. 

Foꝛ this tauſe we affirme, that ali fired Salt of a mixl body, 
is very bꝛiniſh and tyceeding bitter: he iaiphurus ol a fat and: 
ſweete taſte:and the Mercurial, ſower, ſharpe and fiery. Do 
that open thele imple qualities, Cale, werte, and ſower, Which 
are to be laund in all bodies mineral, ve gitable and animal) all 
others taſtes do depend. 

And as touching the striae qualities paſſiue, which 
2 35 * 
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exe as oꝛganical and inffrumentall caules, thep little appers 
taine to this matter: whether it be the terreſtrial and die paf- 
fiue quality, t pafliue coldneſle, oꝛ whether it be theaicty moiſt 
vapoz, the wpich taſtes of this ſoꝛt, 02 potent qualities pꝛoceæ⸗ 
deth from thefe thꝛer beginnings , do either further to this oz 
that nature, oz elſe doe impaire and weaken them. To make 
this plaine by manileſt reafons, and to laꝝ it open befoze our 
epes, we will begin to intreat ol mixed bodies, the which note 
withſtanding accozding to the Elements, are moll ſumple. 


CH. A P. VE 


is already ſaid, that taſtes by a certaint 
5) |poiaate right are aſctibed to Salts, z to 
their ſpirits: which cuidently appeareth 
hereby that the differences of taſtes, are 
not produced but from the differences ol 
Saltes: oʒ tontratiwiſe, the differences of 


ol kaltes. 

In the bolome of nature, there are found almoſt fo many 
kinde of Saltes, as there are berietꝑ of taſtes. Digged oz mi⸗ 
nerall, and marint Salt, is endued with a ſalt qualitie. Ni- 
ter with a bitter quality: Allum, with a ſharpe: Vitriol, with 
a ſower: Armoniac, with a ſharpe and ſower quality. But 
(weete Baltes do manikeſily appcare, not onelp in Manna, 
and in Fugar, but alis in mat ine ſalt, and in ſalt ot Vitriol, out 
ol which they are to be fepcrated. And as we haue laid in e- 
ut ry of thefe ſalts, theſe thre fir beginnings, Salt, Sulphur, 
and Merucry, are tontained ioyntiy together:one aicry, mer. 
turial, oꝛ ſpiritual, the which is ſharpe and lower; the other 
earthlp, which is folmer and bitter:and the third oylelp z wert, 
which is a meane betwerne them both. In Vitriol alone, is 
manitkeſtlp ta be ſæne, egar, ſharpe, folwer, and altringent,foz 
Wat ofall other Salte, it is moſt cozpoꝛal. 

But thole taſtes oꝛ qualities, Which are mixed with palling 
and 
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and Elementatie qualities, haue not the full fedce of curry’ 
of theſe, but are made moꝛe weake by mixtion: fo2 the charpe 
(which is not extracted and ſeptrated but by the force of the 
fier with the aierx part) is mixed with a mercurial liqvoz: 
the ls wer is mired with a flegmet que, oꝛ waterp humenr: 
and the eger, with a terreſtrial dꝛinelle: the which, the moze 
thee haue ol the Elementary qualities, and the fame palſiue, 
fo much the moze weake they are and imp red. But if the 
actiue qualities be ſeparałed from the paſſiue, as by arte it is to 
be done, then the tarte and ſower da obtaine their fall fezce, 
and doe manifeftip and fully burne the longue with their fers: 
fos the ſharpe bath a moꝛetery and burning qualitte : and the 
ſower, a moze Watery pꝛopertie. Foz the ſharpe partaking of 
the nature of fire, dath duermuch vertue to attenuate, diſüpate, 
and fo fret:the lower, as, aierp, waterp, x ok thinne parts, hath 
vertue to cute, to open, to refrigerate, and alle to put awax 
putrifacions. The eger and moꝛe farte, Which remaineth in 
the Colchotar ( after the extraction of the ſharpe oplelp, and 
ſower water, with the aierp parts oftys elemental qualities) 
do poſſeſſe a nature and fozce to thicken and binde, by reaſon 
de the earthy and grofie pꝛopertie. . 

But it from that terreſtrial parte, the pure (whichis Salt) 
be extraded. it wil haue a ſalt taſte, by the vertue whereokit 
twil bee made, both deiectiue, and vomitlue. And in the [werte 
Sulphur of Gitriol, there is a man keſt ſwerknelſe, Which is 
plainely Gupefzetine. 

Finally, in all Dalts, almoſt, (diſkeuered by Chymicall fe- 
peration) theſe thꝛæ are to be diſcerned, Sower, Swerte, and 
Bitter, which haue force of actiue qualities, and pet not delti⸗ 
tute ofthe moiſt paſſiue terreſirial and groſſe, but with them, 
in fand2y toile fo ſeaſoned aud tempered that they bing to the 
1 eee ; 

d let this ſerne for demonſtration, by which it max 
teow appeare, that thoſe ſundꝛy differences of taſtes, are 
swnifekip contained in Outs, boty ioentię and ſeuerallp, 
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efpecially in their tpirits : And accuzding fo the opinlon et 
Hermes ſchollers, we denp that thoſe inlet and naturall qua · 
lities, bertues, and pꝛoperties, are to be arrogated to hotte, 
moiſt and dꝛie, but rather to the ellences ol a nature which is 
alt, bitter, eger, ſharpe, ober, tarte, ſwerte and oylelp. 

Foz there are fire hundꝛed frigidities oʒ coldes, fire hun. 
dꝛed heates, humidities, ſigities o2 dꝛineſſes, then the bohich 
nothing doth moze heate, cwle, moyſten, and dzy. But they 
haue neuer bꝛought any lauour oꝛ taſte to pure oꝛ ſimple wa⸗ 
ter, oz to other Auites oMiquozs, which haue bene dellitute 
of Salt, 

UMatfoener is without Salt, oz dellitute of a bꝛinich ſpi⸗ 
rif, can neuer betifcerned by tafe, but is bitterly vnlauozy. 


Pet notlwithſtanding, il limple water be powzed bpon alhes, 


with a little heate, that water wil daawe vnto it ſaltneſte, bit- 
terneſte, oꝛ ſharpnelle, moze oz leſſe accozding to the naturs ot 
the ſalt, moze oz lelle ſalt, oꝛ bitter, which is contained in the 
athes. 
And il any man obied, that Pony and Sugar by bopling, 
0; by the fogce of ſier, maꝝ be made ſharpe oꝛ bitter: we anſwer 
chat it commeth fo to palle, when the aiery lulphurus, and twas 
tery partes, which bꝛing and pꝛeſerue the ſwertneſſe do periſh 
and are ſeparated by decoction, But terreſtria / Salt, whoſe fa- 
culties are inward, haue this property, that ot their owne nas 
ture they polleſſe, this oz that ſharpe oz bitter taſte, hom crs 
treame ſoeuer i be. So il thou (halt vzatve ont of onions and 
garlicke a Wolatile and aiery harpe Spereurtal Salt, which a⸗ 
rileth in the ſuperlicies a vppermolt of their bodies thou ſhalt 
make them moze inet and pleating, and to put off their ſharp⸗ 
nelle, by which they bite the tongue: but pet they will retaine 
and repactent their bot qualitie, with the which they abound, 
by reaſon of their fired Saltes. As out of Saltes,fa out ol odours 
alſo, we may dꝛawe certaine faculties, without (be helpe ol 
botte qualities. Foz {cing they are referred to the diners pꝛo⸗ 
perties of Sulphur, ſundꝛy odours dos arife therłrom, and not 
fom the qualities. Mhich it they be lwirte and plealing the 
bzaine 
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bzaine receiueth them with pleafure and delight, whekeas 
vnpleaſant ſauour s oꝛ odours, are offenGue both to the nole 
and to the boaine , and are reiected. Such is the marcotical 
and fefactine odour ol Poppie, and Hemlock, ant ſuch like 
which do ſtinke, and aftonity the bꝛaine, by reafon (as Phr⸗ 
ſitions affirme)of their colde qualitie: Mherein they bzeake 
the Lawe of their axiomes, fo2 that they holde that their o⸗ 
dours are of a hotte qualilie, as mol true it is. Foz that 
which is kupelactiue in the Poppeis, and in Opium, is 
no other thing, but a certaine oplely and ſulphurus parte 
conceinina flame, (much like to that kinde of ople, which 
is exkracted aut of the ſcedes of Poppen) the Which albeit it 
do readilp burne, pet as it is commonly thought, it ſheweth 
moſt colde effeds. The common Phypſttians, to coꝛred 
ſuch coldneſle attributed ko Opium, ble helpes, as is to bee 
ſeene in their opiat and antidotarie medicines, wherin Opium 
is an Ingredient. Ol thele kind of cöpolitions Myreplus dee 
(cribeth aboue foure ſcoꝛe:where Euphorbium (Which is ol a 
flerx and burning facultic is no moze foꝛboꝛne then either of 
the Peppers, oꝛ ſuch other like tauſticke and burning fimples; 
ok extreame hotte qualitie: when as the true and proper 
cozresto2 of Opium (that 3 may fo ſpeake) wel knawne to 
Hermeticall Phyſitians, is Uineger; which putteth a- 
way ſlupelactiue vapours and lumes, that they alcende not 
to the bꝛaine, ſo ſuppꝛeſling them by the charpnelle thereof,that 
it retaineth them: whereas their hot cozrectoꝛs do moe Mure 
them vp and multiple them. Hereol come ſiniſter and deadly 
paſſions and paines, by realon wohereof men are conſtrained 
to ble the imperfect Laudanum of Empiricks, againſt the 
deadly daunger of ſuch medicines.

Fol the qualities of colours, are went ta

e certaine ſriuolous and light obleruati⸗ 
ons: as wen they fap, that in a white onien > oz in white 
dine, a man map iudge by the colour a great coldneſle, than 
in a read onion, oꝛ ia red wine. Mhereas white ſubnmate, 
and Arlnio albeit they are moſt white like vnto ChziGall pet 
neuertheleſle vader this whiteneſſe, they folter and hide a mot 
burning and Deadly fire. Vea Sugar it ſclſe, which is fo [wert, 
White, and plealant, doth hide in the innermolt parts thereol, a 
wenderkull blacknefle and charpneſle, from thence may ber 
txlracted mot ſharpe liquoꝛs and waters, which will dil. 
lolte and bꝛeane the moſt hard metall. Therelpze it is abe 
fur d, lo ſharpe and koꝛme colours from hotte and colde, which 
do pꝛoceæde from the ſpirits only, oꝛ eſſe from the moſt thinns 
and aiery vapours, which lye hid in the Salt: elgeciallꝑ in that 
Salt which by nature is ſu phurus, ſuch as is Niter, e Halt⸗ 
Peler, as men call it. Niter thzaughiy depured and clenſed, 
will be as White as now; from which whiteneſſe, mp bs 
dꝛawen taftnite foyts cf colours, moſt extellent to beholde. 
CRbich colours come from the onelp ſptrits of Salt. peter, 
which ate able to prarce the moſt hard ind of glatte, by the 
force of fire thꝛuſt foꝛth in the likeneſſe of volalſie meale and 
rleating in the ouerture of the glade Alembit. By which co 
lours a mũ map behold the body of the Alembis to be tained 8 
dred, as Well bolthin as without in the lupertcial part: Mhich 
. Colours are of no leſſe vartetie, then are the flowers ofthe 
earth inthe time of the Spring. Werebpit apyzareth plainelp, 
chat this diuerũttie of al colours is to be taken Com the Spirits, 
Se. 
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mo leſſe noꝛ ochertwile, then are an other pꝛoperlies and ver. 
tues ol all sther things to be relerred Onto them. 

It therefore the foundation of thele thꝛer ſhiugs be laid bp- 
con thre beginnings, ¢ bpon their ſpirits, it will be berp lime 
and ſtable, in ſuch wife, that in the ignoꝛance of any caule, it 

ſhal not be nerdlul to flye to hidden pꝛoperties. 

I this dodrine, according to the truth thereof, be reect- 
ntd, learned, ard ſtudied, being vpholden atſo with lhe authe⸗ 
ritics of that great Hypocrates, it ſhal eafity bine from vs 
the darkenelle of ignozance, and chal bing witz it the light of 
knowledge, which will remous all difficulties : Foz out of 
this (chavie ave learned moſt certain and infallible Thearemes 
and Ariomes againſt which, as againſt moſt aſſured grounds, 
there can be no oppofition oꝛ reſiſtance: but wil be allowed by 
the general confent of indifferent Judges. 

Het vs take an example from Nineger: wheresk many ka- 
mous Phyſttlans cannot tell what certainely to affirme. oz, 
betauſs it is ſharpe and therefoze cwleth, they wil bane it to 
pe colde. But contrariwiſe, when thep behold the kacultte 
fhereof, to be attenuating cutting, and diaoluing, allo their 
kernoz and boyling thereol, when it is put vpon earth oz elaie, 
they ace conſtrained to foꝛſake their opinion, vncertaine what 
to indge thereof. Mho, ik thep bad bene acquainted wil 
the Hermeticall dodrine, they Mould haue knowne, that the 
caule of ſuch tartnelle oz ſewerneſſe in vineger, comme by 
the ſeperation of the ſpirit, rem the wins · as is plainly ſeene by 
erperience. Foz the longer that wine ſandeth in the un, oz 
in a hotte place, the moze by little and little it wareth ſharpe; 
and what loeuer is alerp therein, and ol the quintellence ol the 
wine, by the force ol the heat vapoꝛeth away. Tyis eternal and 
celettialeffence being gone, twbich twas the cane of the wines 
ſwertnes (which fivdetnes bath alwaies iopned with it neuer⸗ 
thelecke, a certaine pricking very acceptable to the pallate, by 
reafon of a Singular temper of charpneute Mitriolsted bp 
ſwerte and Hulphurus ſpirits, put by the inſtigg of nature 
into wine) at the length it waxeth fower : the caule of 
Whale charpnelle is not fo sot te tas coide qualities, 
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but to thoſe hidden and lower fpirits of Salt, which by the 
bonde of the lulphurus ſubſtance, were contained and kept in 
their office and woꝛking in the wine the which bond being 
diſſolued, the ſpirits range at will, and doe make manileſt 
their nature, which was aloze hidden. Hereupon it commeth, 
that vnegers are (harper in one lozt, then in another, acco2- 
ding as they haue in them moze oz leſle of the nature of Salt 
Armoniac, and no whit of the ſuphurus ſubſtance. Foꝛ ſim. 
ple water denoide of all Salt, can neuer by reaſon ot the cold 
nelle therein ware ſower. But as from wine, fo krom meat, 
and from ale oꝛ beere, and from boyling new wine, map be fe- 
parated the proper water ok lile, and ethereal ſubſtante, the 
which being fo ſeparated, they become rager, becauſe they cons 
taine in themfelues a ſharpe ſalt of nature. 

Such is that ſharpe ſalt, which Phylofophers tall their 
NMlercuryz oz Salt Armoniac, Uolatile and ſpititual (berauſe 
ol al metalline ſalts, the common Armoniac is moſt Golatile, 
ſuch as in the fozme of moſt white and falé meale , map be 
carried vp Onto the cloudes by ſublimation, and vet bath a dex 
and ſpiritual nature, which the Phylofophers call their dex 
water: becauſe this Salt is fo farre fo9th Golatile and fiping, 
that it is litted vp together with the aierx 02 waterp vapour, 
of the which is made the mixture of the compound: and ſo 
great is the ſharpneſle of this ſalt, that one ſcruple oꝛ eigh · 
tæne oꝛ twenty graines of this (alt perfitly refined and made 
moſt ſimple, diſſelued in a pot ot commom water, doth make 
all the faine wonderfully ſower. 

And this is the Salt, (the lulphurus eſſence taken awap) 
which ſheweth it felfe euidentix to be ſerne by his ſharpneſle 
in bineger, with watery ſubſtance. But the more ſtrong the 
wine thal be, the moze ſharpe the ferment ofthe bineger, and 
the moze vehement the tartneſle thereof will ſhewe it felferont 
ofthe which the pearcing, attenuating, ¢diffoluing lpirits, are 
extracted by afkilfal woꝛkmã the which forces e facultics cans 
not proceed from any ofber thing, then from that ſpiritual and 
Goiatite (ale Armon iac, mixed with a watery humour. 
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And to make this moze plaine, and to prove i by effce, 
take the moll ſtrong Vinegar, white 02 red: diſtil the ſume in 
Balneo Mariæ, till it be dale, wilh a gentle fire, out of a pinte 
and a halle, pon chall extract thꝛer partes o2 moze, like mot 
rleare Water, but moſt ſharpe and ſower, the bolteme of the 
matter as the lele and pheles remaining in the bottome ofthe 
glaſſe with the moſt charpe and byting Halt, the which, be~ 
caule it is fired, and tleauing to the terreſtrial part of the Hts 
negar, cannot be exkratted but by the great violence ol the fire, 
By which meane a moſt ſharpe oyle, like in nature te Aqua 
Regia, moſt coꝛroding and fretting, is extracted, not by realon 
ol the heate ol fire, but by the fozce and power ofa bint fub- 
fance which is expelled in loꝛme of an oyle With the Sait 
from the reft ol the leces, by fire. . 

But leauing that fharpe fire of the Leele, let vs take in 
hand to explicate the ſowernes of the Mineagar diſtilled. By 
a ſolt and gentle dillillation, is fir of all extracted, a certaine 
{oatry elementary phleme, which is dꝛawne out ol the whole 
body almost without talte, leauing in the bottome of the glalle, 
‘another liquour, karre moje ſower and ſharpe, and therefore 
moze ſtrong to vilſolue, which otherwiſe before was nothing 
fo tharp, becauſe the S alt Armoniac was tempered and mir ⸗ 
ed with a watery Phleame. LUhereok if thou defire to know 
the quantitie, take fo much of the bef Sale Tartar, tobich is 
ol the lame nature, but fixed, by which if thou deawe by little 
and little ther pintes of this Minegar diſtilled, and diſphlea- 
med, to the waight of one ounte, thou (halt finde the volatile 
Salt Armoniac fo be contepned with the ſharpe fix: d Salt: 
and that which chall be diſtilled from the fame, will become al- 
together without kalte, oz a little [Wertiſh, the volatile Salt 
Armoniac being gone, thꝛough the pallage in the fixed Salt. 
Do that the fais ounce of Salt Tartar, is increaſed by one 
cruple oꝛ moꝛe of volatile Halt, increating the quantitie of 
the other tired. Thus that volatil Salt Armontac which vani⸗ 
cheth ont of che Uinegar with the watry and aierie lub⸗ 
ſtance is retained by paſſage, in the proper fixed Salt, and 
there abideth, and by bis ablence, dilpopling the diſtilled li⸗ 
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ano, ef all ſowerneſſe : the which ts therefose ol no bertue a 
ol leſſe efficacie,then pure and ſimple water Pereby it appea- 
reth, botw litle ferment is nerdlul to a great quantitie ef paſte, 
ko acuate and augment the lame, as Phyloſophers ſpeak: with. 
Out the lohich, the elementary water wil bane no ſcharpeneſſe. 
Foz il that Salt Avmoniac be wanting, as touching the force 
and vertus thereof, water bath neither tartneſſe, nop faite at 


Chereloꝛe a Hermetical Phyloſopher ¢ Whifitian, which 
is wel acguainted with the lively anatonie ef things, wil teach, 
that the ſharpe, lower, and attennating taſte ol bineger , and 
the dilloluing lacultie thereof, arifeth herehence » becanfe tart 
kings, whether they be waters, oz iulces, are mixed and iu 
kuled with falt Armontac: and that therefoze Gineger, not 


GHelp in regard of the tarneſle thereof, but allo that mol thin 


xiriluous ſolver eſſente of Malt, doe pierce into the moſ in⸗ 
ward parts euen of the hard bodyes. And il it chewe forth 
any coling effects, itcommeth thereof, becauſe the fulpha- 
rus, and ficrie qualitie of the wine, that is to fap, the . 
gua fue, is (operated : without the fepsration Whercok k 
can neuer ber made bineger, and can at no tune pielde ang 
tele ot Au Vite. And that ſharpeneſſe by which it burneth, 
is the chariot oꝛ carrier a wap, of the elementarie and colde 
water, by the Which it is carryed and plerceth into the 
moſt inward and ſecret portes, as tote haue learned by 
often experiente, chat in that water, the fame Garpnt lle 
is contained, and moſt nerrely cantopned therelwith. 
Howe, as we haue ſhewed that the lower and mercedes 
_ All haus of things, doth bozralw that tartneſſe, rom a certaine 
Armoniac ſalt, and volatile, which arileth krom the kred: 
tuen fo the luphurus and oplie liqus, doth reteine and 
kaketh bis bertue from no other thing, than from that 
ſwiete Hitetous folphurus falt, which bozrolrelh the lame 
from fires ſall: fo that, in the fixed fait, and out of that ſalt, 
that mercurial fowerncde, and lulphutus vertue dos fring, 
and 
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an doe keteins their frulls therelro, as from (he rate and 
fir opiginall. ö 

As alſo herre it ls to be noted, and to be wondzed at, that 
8 tryple ſubſtance is ſeuet ally to be extracted, out of ene aa 
the lame Ellence: from whence all things created, ds ſucke 
and dꝛabde their kaculties, vertues and pꝛoperties: and that 
the lame doe ſo lubũſt in one and the lame ſubiec, that two o⸗ 
chers are to be pꝛodated from one other. And the lame cher 
efferices, when they are leparated, and coupled kogether a- 
gains and vnited, are then inriched and inerealed twith won 
derſull vertues and katulties and haue gotten ercerding pers, 
fection, The which, the moze often that ther be leparated 
and vnited, the moze perfcct and bigh degrees of power and 
force they obtaine: in {uch wile, that it is to bee repu⸗ 

ted (hs vutuerſall and moſt excellent Pedicine of all others

T is manttelt in che WM zitings of Gar 
88 len, and ether ‘Greeke Phyfitians, 
Des alls in ſhe Traditions of che Ara- 
A bians and Latines, woilh one confent, 
20 that Salt is god and profitable, not 
„ onele to leaſon and lawoce meates, 
but allo log Medicine: Albrit in the 
icke perfons, they tommanded them to abſtaine from 
falt things: They defended the vie of Salt, to be necelarx 
toz the curing ok divers dileales, oz that it Hath vertue, le 
lente, to open, to eut, and to make lhinne, to mane (weates, 
to farther bine, and to pꝛouoke bomit, f

And in this manitold facultie and bertue, it is moze profir 
table than the molt of other remedies. Foꝛ the pꝛole wheres 
of we will boing certaine examples of (ome of the moſt aunci- 
ent and famous hyſttiaus. 

Firſt of all Egineta, concerning the lacultie of Salt, faith 
fous: All Salt, hath great facultie.to drye and to binde: 
Wherefore it confumeth all whatfoeuer is moyftin mens 
hodyes: and compatteth the reft by binding, Foz this 
caule it prelerneth from putrikaction. But burnt Salt hath 
greater loʒte to refolue and conſume. 

Oribaſius is of the fame opinion, Halles, (faith he) tobe- 
ther they be digged aut ofthe earth, oz whether they come out 
of the (ca, haue like katultie: and is mixed with two qualities, 
that is ta fay, of clenfing, and binding. In this notwithllan⸗ 
ding they differ, that Spaltes digged out of the earth, are ol a 


reloluing and conluming ellence, by reafon that they are of 
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in02e groſſe parts, and do moze binde. 

The fame Oribafius, faith alſo, {peaking of Aloes, digs 
ged and marine ſalt haue all one fozce, and are mixed ot two 
qualities, the ane of clenling, the other of binding. But it 
is plaine, that both kindes doe die, Foz the which cauſe it 
conſumeth all humoꝛ in the bodp, and thickeneth the lolpde 
parts by binding. Burnt fait path greater lozce to clenſe: 
but if doth not contrac and thicken fo much as the other. 

Che lawer of ſalt, hath thinner parts, than burnt ſalt, and 
is of a ſharpe qualitie and much digeſting. 

Aetius bath allo almoſt the fame woꝛdes; ſauing that her 
addeth this concerning the froth of lalt: The Gower of Salt 


faith her, is frothp,cleauing to the rockes that are nert adiops - 


ning, and it bath by nature moze thinne partes, than Salt it 
tite, thereſoze it can much moze attenuate and reſolue: but 
he rel of the ſubſtance, cannot thicken as Salt doth. 

Paulus Aegineta, in the lame Boke and chapter befoze 
quated, tuziteth that the lame kroth ol Salt, is the lower of 
Dalt, and is of moze thinne parts, and moze conſuming, then 
ts Halt it ſelke, but doth lefle compact, By whch it doth sn 
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sently apptare, that the ſcience of Calcination, of attenuation, am 
of cllences, was not vnknowen to them of olde time. Foz by the 
working and ſtyꝛring of the fea, they learned the Art of di ulation, 
by which they ſeperated the moze ſpirituous, from the moze groſle: 
euen as we fee the truth hereot to appeare in the experience of chat⸗ 
ming and woꝛking ũmple mike. So by that meanes, thꝛæ ſun· 
dite ſabſt antes, are d uided one from the other, namely Butter, 
Cordes, and Wihare. 

ius, (peaking of cruditie , and of thoſe things Which do helpe — an’ 
coNcodiow actoꝛding to the opinion ot᷑ Galen, and other Phiſiti- cap. 
aus, fetteth betoze vs Sales: In the deſcription whereof he put. 
teth in, one pound ot ſalt ol Cappadetea, the which ſurmounteth 
the dole of al other the Ingredients of that compoſttion: the which 
pouls ed, he pꝛeſctibeth to be taken in a reare egge, to the quanti- 
tic of halle a ſpœnetull, faſtitig in the mozning. The effed whereof 
he ſheweth in theſe woꝛds: No man can ſufficientip tommende the 
woꝛthines of this medicine, (03 the helping bertue which it hath in 
code diſtemperatures, coꝛrtding tate humoꝛs: fo2 the which cauſe 
it belpeth the collicke, and doth gently loſen the belly. 

Bz delcribeth alſo other ſaltes which leren the bellie, tohich 
bpatoe fleame trom the head, with ether beipes beſides. And into 
one tompaſition. hee appointeth to be put of clare Dred ſalt, 144. 
dꝛagmes. In the which compoſition her added of the flowers of 
Camamil of Coniza, of mountaine Calamynt, of the rate of the 
momitatae Cringtam, cf Oz gan ot Splpdiam, of Pepper of each 
a thirde parte. Whe which Ingredients put to the quantitiz of the 
(alt atoʒe ſaid, come nothing nere to the qaantity therof. 

Ge appointeth another compoſition of Salte: where ko thirtie 
sunces Of parched ſalt, bee appainteth a farre leſſe vole of Hpſope, 
of wilde Tame, t ol Cummine: the continuall vſe wherol he ap · 
pomteti in ſtæde of commo i faite, nof onel fo2 to make the meate 
aue. but alio for medicine, Fs ( faith be) wo fo vſett the fame 
tontinualiy ſhj all at no time be troubled with anp diſeale. 3 hel- 
peth headache, it quickencth the abt, it cleanſeth the bꝛeſt from 
fame, it maketh gad conccad on in the ſlomacke, and purgeth 
the kidners.

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T Here are ſome lohich contemne and deride our Artifice tõcer⸗ 
1 ning the ertracions of Salts. But no wife man will (peake 
againſt the thing which he knoweth not. Foz the auncient Pyyſiti⸗ 
ans, haue bled calcinations like vnto ours: as may appeare by the 
woꝛdes of Oribaſius, when he maketh mention of the Calcinati- 
on ol Iartar, and ofthe feces of vineger, put into an earthen potte, 
clofe paſted oꝛ luted. oꝛ he faith that the matter which is to be cal⸗ 
cined, being laſt luted in a potte, and (ct ouer the fire to bs baled, ſo 
long, vntill it ware white, Alchimically. 
Plinius Secundus, bſed the aches of beaſtes and faules, as mot 
ſingular and kamilar remedies. 
All the auncient wziters, ſpeake of a little bird like a Menne, 
which is called Regulus Troglodites, and haue taught that the 
lame being brought into aches, is lingular remedie fo2 the Stone. 
Alſo they lap, that glaſſe calcined and burnt into aſhes, hath the 
lame effect, And many of our later opitians,doe ble tgeaſhes ofa 
ſponge, dꝛunke in white wine, forthe cure of the Broncoceles, 
which is a diſeaſe arpfing from the thꝛoates kernells, of ſome cal- 
led the Hermia of ths thꝛoate. This they pꝛeſcribe to be dʒunke loʒ 
the {pace of one whole Mone: which is a moſt certaine experience. 
Aelius pꝛopsundeth many and ſundzy remedies, which they of 
olde time vled, which being caltined and diffolucd into aſhes accoꝛ/ Zer. t. 
ding to the cõmon falhion of Chymiſts, he moſt highly eſteemed as S. 2 
ſecretsol excecding peice. Bis woꝛdsare theſe. at is laid, that it harts 
home be burnt and walhed, it eureth the dilentery Flure, and the : 
{pitting of bind: and is giuen with great p2ofit to them that haue (. 156, 
the Jaundiſe: being given in the quantitie of two ſpwnefulls. And 


in another place he laith: Some burne the tlawes ot Swine, and 


gine the aſhes ta thole that are lozmented with the collicke, in C. 157. 
dzinke. Other ſome fay; that Aſſes hwues burnt, dꝛunke dai p ⁊ doe 
cure the falling ſücknes. Againe he laith All bornt bones haue pow⸗ 


er to deine away e to dʒy Bp:but moze eſpecially mens bones. Much Cp. 161. 0 


moꝛe might be bꝛought out of Aetius concerning thele things, to 


pʒoue that thep.of olde, did vie calcinations and aſhes, in diuers and 
fungdp maladies. Albeit all aches in general, lo favre forth as they 
containe in them their proper Salt, haue power in them to bap vp, 
¢to clenſe, pet neuertheleſle they retaine in them fome pꝛopetty of 
that matter out of tte which they are extracted. F 2 Ano 
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And this agreeth with that which Ad zineta teacheth , ſaying: 
Aches haue not exactly one temperature, but do differ attoꝛding to 
the ditterence of the matter which is bꝛent. Andtherfoze the athes 
of (harp things as of Dakes, oꝛ Holme, do binde very much, and 
do ſtoppe the eruption ef bloud without any other thing. But the 
aches of moze (harp things, as of the igge, and Tythimal oꝛ ſpurge, 
are moꝛe ſharpe and cleanſing. 

Oribafius wepteth in like manner, faving that he pꝛoceedeth 


further. Foz he platnelp teacheth the Chpmicall extraction ot falt 
out of (uch aſhes, {peaking thus: Aches (faith hee) haue in them, 


partly that which is Earthie, and partly that which is fumie , and 
theſe partes are thinne , and the aſhes ſterped oꝛ intuled in water, 
and ſtrapned, ds paſſe though together: that which remaineth bes 
ing earthie and weake, and without byting, is made hotte, hauing 
put of his foꝛce in the watering 02 intuſion. And thus Oribaſius 
calleth the ſeparation of the aaiue from the paſſiue ¢ earthie ( which 
he calleth infieme, oꝛ weake, but the Chemiſts, the deade and dam. 
ned earth) Seperation. 

All whatforuce our moꝛe ſkilfull Chymiſts of this age could 
adde bute the Caltinations and Incinerations of the moze ancient, 
is this one thing, that out ot {uch kinde ek Aſhes ( tobercof Ori. 
baſius maketh mention) they dzalwe ont the whole water, and deys 
it vp: and that which rem ineth in the bottome, being impure ſalt, 
thep dillolue againe with common water, oz with the proper water 
thereot, ( which is better) diſtilled from it, betoꝛe the Incineration of 
the matter, that they map make the fame cleane and pure, and as 
tleere as Chꝛiſtall. Foꝛ they dillolue manie times, thep fplter, and 
coagulate, not to the vttermoſt poynt of dʒzyneſſe: but dʒawing out 
onelx of that water two thirds partes and moze, bp the pipe of the 
Alem bick, they afterward remane the fame from the fire, thatthe 
fait therein contained, and ſet in a colde place, map growe into a 
chziſtalline Iſe, which is the moſt pure falt of the matter without 
all doubt. This (alt muſt be gathered together and ſeparated with 
a wodden ſpone. And il there remaine any parte of the water, let 
it bee vapoured againe, and then putte into a veſſell to ſtand in the 
colde ayze, where will bee coniealed a chꝛiſtalline reldence ane w, 
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which mull be ſeperated againe,ouer and ouer fo many times, vn⸗ 
til moze it can growe into a Jellie o Ale. Thele kinde ol Aſie re · 
eidences, are the true beginning of Salts, vital and qualified with 
admirable vertues. And this ſall hath in it Gill the other two ſub⸗· 
ſcantiall beginnings, Hulphur, and Mercur. Foz from the fame, 
the mercurial and ſulphurous beginning, the one werte and vnd. 
ous, the other ſharpe and Etheriall, map vet be dzawen by a ſkil- 
full wozkeman the moze fixed parte, namely that ol Salt, remai⸗ 
ning a” in the bottome, Saltes haue their cozpoꝛall Impurities, 
but the {pirituall Balſam Which lpeth hidde in them, is the Chymi⸗ 
call ſalte, knowen to a fee. Some of thele Salts are bylter as 
woꝛme mod, ſome ſwerte as ſugar, (ome ſharpe as vitriolls, ſower 
as Quinces oꝛ grapes, b whoſe bal lame they are nouriſhed, loſte⸗ 
red, and conlerued. Theſe ſalts haue diuera ſpirites, ſome reſel- 
uing, ſome coniealing: And as tbep banc diuers ſppꝛits, ſo do they 
e unden and ad mirable ellcas.

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was the fürſt Anuentoz therol. Another, J cecéined ird a mot ears 
ned ¢ lamous Polonian, a ſkilfull Phyſitian, aboue 26. peers fince, 

This man was ſo erceltentlp, and phvioſophically (eittall in 
the preparing ol the alhes out of al the parts of any maner of plant, 
with all tde Tindures and Impꝛellions of all the parts ef the 
plant, and would in ſuch wife canlerue all their Spitites, and 
the Authours of all their faculties, that her had aboue thirtie 
{uch plants prepared out of their aſhes ot diuers ſoꝛts, contep- 
ned in their ſeuerall glaſſes, ſealed vp with Hermes ſeale, with 
the ty tle ol each particular plant, and the pꝛopettie thereof, witten 
vpan the lame. Sd, as that it a man deres to ler a Kole oꝛ Mary 
gold, og any other flower, as à ced 02 white Poppep, oꝛ ſuch like: 
ehen would hee take the glatke wherein the ages’ ol ſuch a dower 
vas incloſed, whether it were or Mole, a Marie golde, a Pope 
pep a Gilly flower, oz ſuch like, actoming asthe wetting of the 
Glafic did demonſtrate. And putting the lame’ ol a Candell (othe 
boltome of the glaſle, by which it was made hote, yeu might ſer 
(bat moſt thinne and impalpable aſhes, op ſalt, fend ſoth from the 
boktome of the glaſſe, the manileſt forme of a Kole, begetating and 
growing by little and little, and putting on ſo fully ihe tame of 
falkes leaues and flowers, in ſuch perle a and naturall wiſe in aps 
parant ſhew, that a man would haue belened verily, the fame to 
be naturally coꝛpoꝛeat, whereas in truth it was the ſpirituall Idea, 
indued with a ſpirituall ellente: which lerued loꝛ no other purpoſe, 
but to de matched with his fitting earth, that ſo it might take vnto 
it a moꝛe ſolp bady. This chadowed Figure; fo fone as the veſlell 
was taken from the fire, turned to bis aſhes againe, and Danithing 
a wap, became a Chaos and conluſed matter. 

Alhen J has ſerne this ſecret, xendruouring with al ny might to 
attaine to the ſame, A (pent much time abont it,. but pet lo my las 
hour. Bat as touching the dem onſtration following: A afficme vp⸗ 
au my faith and credite, to be moſt certaine and haue offen pꝛoued 
and experimented it by my ſelle æ map eaſilꝑ be done by anp man, 

Wie L020 de Luynes Formentieres, à man of great ues 
count, both fo2 his learning and office, being noble and of al men 
fingularlp beloucd, long ſince departed this lile: with whom in 
bis life time, à conuerſed with great familiaritie. This noble man 
te berg great paines, to ſearch and finde out the moſt excellent 

ſecrets 
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letrels or nature, but (pecially thoſe which appertained, either for 
the pꝛeſeruatiõ, oʒ fo2 the rolloʒing ot health. And faking long to fins 
ſuch remedies, loz that he had languiched in a erazed bot y a great 
pile without any helpe, and was iudged by Whypfitians to be paſt 
ture, he Was at the laſt holpen, and wonderkullp reſtoꝛed to health by 
one any Lollenge of acertaine Chymical elecu arp of great vertue, 
which the Lady de la Hone, a moſt noble and wile matrone gaue 
vnto him. This Loſſenge, provoked him to eaſie vomit, by which 
he caſt vp from his fomacke all impuritp, tongh and difcous, like 
the whites ol egs, diuerllx caloured, in great quantitie : by which her 
was reſtozed to health againe te his great iop and comfort, 
PHereupon he greatlp deſireth to tznow this fecret, the which he 
not onelg obtained at the bands ef that noble L adꝑ, but ſome others 
allo n leſſe vertuous, vp his own endenour afterwards: the which 
he bled bath fo? his owne health, e alſo foꝛ the god of others as need 
required in the way ol Cyꝛiſtian charity: This man coming ont of 
France, in the time of the civil wars conuerũng with me applyed 
his mind to extract Salt out of mettals: that thereby he might pꝛe⸗ 
pare a temedꝝ agsinſt the ſtone, diſſoluing it with chꝛiſtail. This 
Salt being mixed with the lxe made with aches ol burntmettals y 
often powꝛing warme water vpon the ſame, e dzawing it thongs 
fo and again (as women are wont to make their tõmon lye) ſhew⸗ 
ad a pꝛole ol his eſſence, included in the ipe after this maner. 

Whe lyebeing ſtrainen tyꝛough a Filter, & oſtentimes very well 
tlenſed, was put into a veſſell of earth, hauing a narrow bottom and 
a wide mouth. which is called a Terime: And bohen the laid vellell 
had fod without the windo wes in the cold aire, by the ſpate ot one 
night, it grew into an Ble, thꝛough the told of the winter. The win 
dow being opened earely in the moꝛning, and the lpe clenled thire 
appeared a mere and firme Iſe, lohereinthere appeared e thru 
land loꝛmes of mettalls, with all the parts thereto brlenging as 
deaues, Kalke, and rotes, being very plaine and apparant ta the 
exe of the beboloers; in ſuch loꝛt as no man could bet acknowledge 
them ta be mettals. : 

hen the noble man beheld this, and gazed Oper it, as on a mi⸗ 
racle, he baikily ranne onto me, and ſpake to me in the woꝛds ol 
Archymides, crying, I haue found, come, and ſee. And when 


A came into his wozke⸗houſe, I toke the Ile, and bꝛake of a god 


c — — - 
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piece, which 1 handeled fo warily, that it might not melt with the 
Warmth of my hand, and carryed it to men ol great wsth, which 
dwelt with vs in that Citic: who beholding the Ile, atirmed mot 
conſtantlp that they were mettalls, and did no leſſe maruaile then 4 
m lelle did wondering what it ould intende. and fram whence, 
and how fo extellent a thing coulde proceede out of Mature : Wer all 
calling to minde this fentence of halie wit: Remember man, that 
thou art ether, and to Aſbet againe thou foal returne: tonſidering 
that the loꝛces of {uch things do lye hydde and abide in their aſhes, 
from whence the Neluxrecdion of our Bodies is moſt aflurediie to 
be expected. " 

This gallant erperiment being ekterwards oftentimes by mer 
wꝛought, x rightix perfogmed by Art, bꝛought allo to in minde that 
{Witkorp wherol J ſpake before , concerning a Polelanad Phpſitian: 
the which when J ſaw, Iſtrsue, and endeuazed all that J coulde, 
with meditation and pꝛadiice to bꝛing it to paſſe. And firſt J thought 
vpon the reaſans how fo excellent a wazke might be finiſhed: and 
what it was, that gaue foꝛme ſo perfectiy tu a Role. oꝛ to any other 
Plant, accoꝛding to the verie life, with all the sPaturall colours 
thereto belonging. in a moment, otcaſioned thꝛough a light heate. 1 
lay, J had diuers and lundꝛie cogitations with nip lelle how this 
thing might ber. And ampddeſt thefe thoughts, and as 3 was bus 
ſied in other woꝛkes, J perceived that the forme and figure ol a 
thing is included in his lalt, without ang colour: aud thot there are 
no other colours in water, then waterie, that is to fap while: And 
kurther, that the mettalls in that 3 (ez ſheuld be devoid of all colour, 
lauing waterie and white, vy realon that the Ethereal and Mercu⸗ 
riall ſpirites N apoꝛous and fulpharous do baaich away by their al- 
lation and calcination in the Sunne / ſhine, from the which ſpirits 
the colours doe arile, as is to be ſeene in Salt iter: which al beit 
whyte in ſhewe, pet put into a cloſe Lembic, and ſet ouer the fire in 
lande to be fired, it ſendeth forth bis fixing ſpirits, euen though 
Che harde bodie of the Alembic,of Gre hundꝛeth ſeuerall colours and 
tleauing to the vttermoſt part of the veſlell ike volatile meale. Sc - 
ing therefore there lye hid fo many ſumdzie colours in Salt peter, 
Which is a latte ſalt of the earth) there is no doubt but that oo 
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Chymicall Phyficke. 
Halles alto are contained in all other things, which containe in 
them their proper colours allo dzawen out of the power of the 
sarth, which chew lozth themlelues in theyꝛ due lealon by the ine 
duſtrie of Art. | 

Thus after long deliberation had with my ſelle, J fallic reſol⸗ 
ned to make trpall hereof, And fir 3 fake one whole ſimple 
being in this perfect vigoꝛ and ckrength in the lpꝛing time, hauing 
tulneſle of Juice, and impꝛellions of vital tinccures, which na- 
tures are included in the ſpirites of Baltes, This limple ( 
ſap) A determined to beate ina marble moꝛter, with his ſtalkes, 
leaues and flowers, together with the rotes, and fo to reduce it 
into a Chaos op confated male, & to put it into a befell of glaſle, 
clofen with Hermes ſeale, and ſo to remaine to be digeſted, ma- 
cerated. and fermented a conuenient lime, out of the which at the 
length à might extract thole thee pꝛincipies, Salt, Sulphur, and 
Mercurie, ¢ tofeparate them accoꝛding ko arte, pꝛeleruing wie 
all düligence the ſpirtes: e out of their mercurial and ſulphurous 
liquo3 actiue, leparating the Clementall water palline, whereby 
is ertracten out of the dꝛie Feces artificially caltined, a Salt, 
brought to the puritie of Chꝛiſtall, which is a moſt white alhes, 
and mol full of life. 

Chen alter this, J would put to this Salt bp little and little his 
Mercurtall liquoz, which J would diſtill fram it, that 3 might 
coniopne with the fired (alte, the volatile armontat, which is in. 
eluded in that liquoꝛ, and from whome the liquoꝛ boʒroweth his 
whole fozce , which J perceyued to be deteyned and ſwallowed 
vp by the fixed lalte: fo3 ſo nature imbzaceth nature, and like res 
iopteth with the like, as lalt with ſalte. 

Thele things thus finiched, that is thele laltes being bnifed 
together againe, then would 3 adde by little and little the ſul · 
pburous ellence, which J would being into earth foliate ; that is 
ko lap: the moſt fimple effence , kuli of all vital Tinctures and 
pꝛoperties. 

But wanting leylure to go foꝛward in this courle, J haue not 
as pet attapned the vndoubted experience of this fo noble a ſe⸗ 
crete: whereok J will make pꝛole and allape, if God permit, 
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When occafion thalke giuen. Foꝛ (éing itis a matter in nature, 
and hath bene alreadie dane, there is no donbt bat that it map 


be done againe , by other diligent wwkemen. Mepther doe 1 


thinke that there can be a moze ready wap of wozking pꝛepa⸗ 
red, than that which J haue already ſpoken ol. and which is ano · 
wan and la miar to true Philolophers, and Chymiſts. Kos this 
courſe oblerued, euer thing wel wꝛonght, hath his mot elfegual 
and actiue vertues, and vital qualities. But lome other better 
learned and moje exerciled in Cyvmital philofophy then my lelte, 


can moꝛe readily fee this thing, and loke further into the wozke⸗ 


manchip, who hauing better lepſure, may make trial of this woz⸗ 
king, and finde out in berg derde the truth and certaiaty ol the ars 
tifice. Wberunte il any man by his indaltry do attaine, let him 
not kepe the fecrete to himlelle alone, but let him beſtod the lame 
vppon men of god parts, koz the Which benefite they ſhal Hand 
bounde fo? euer. 

Foz albeit, it is a matter moꝛe plealant to beholde then pꝛofl · 
table , pet it openeth and awaketh the dꝛowüte eyes of the moꝛe 
witty and learned loꝛt or men, to beholde and take in hande foz 
grealter and moze profitable things foz mankinde: Who alter · 
Warde wil guide into the right way, the blinde, and ſuch as dos 


erre thꝛongh ignozance, and wil ſteppe the monthes of eulten⸗ 


gued and malicious men. 
C HAP. XI. 


Concerning the vifible bodies of 
the Elements. 
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Chymica | Phylicke. 
waching of Maters, and is called by the ( Hymiſti, Terra dam- 
Hata, 02 Damnes earth. Wecauſe it bath no other kozte, but thal 
Which is dꝛying. 

The mopſte Wich is tailed onfanszte Pbleame is peltered 
{with all Sulpbur and Mercurte, hauing no odour 02 taffe, oz 
other vital vertue, Which can onelp mopiten, without any other 
fozce at all. 

And as fhele are of ro force , fo doe they onely poſleſle 
paſſiue qualities and vnpꝛofitable. But Ayer, the tyyꝛd Ele⸗ 
ment, cannot be ſeparated by it ſelke, but doth epther vaniſh into 
apꝛe, oz elle remapneth mixed Dulphur and Percurp; and doth 
more chietelp cleaue onto Mercury, Which is fo ſpiritual that the 
moſt experte woꝛkeman cannot leparate the lame from it felfe 
alone, but noth alwapes pafte away ints aire, with the aire az 
vapour of that thing, whereof the leparatlon is made to which 
ater Perturp is fraitely combpned, that it tan neuer be fepatae 
ted from the fame , without it be done by the great indultre ofa 
ſkilkül werk em ant » who knoweth that Mercur 93 ſalte Armo⸗ 
niack volatil, is lo toniopned with aier, oz with the dier parte, 
that it doth alfo breathe away With the atcry parte, and with the 
ſame is reduted into ſpiritual Ul ater which is knowen to be the 
mercurial water; by the ſharpe⸗ lower, and vehement, which 
ſpꝛingeth from the Mercure 57 falt atmeniack, of nature ſpiri⸗ 
tual. The which the wozkeman faking to fepatate contoy- 
neth this {piritual liquoꝛ, with a Chꝛillalline falt, naturally fred, 
fromthe which , be ſeparateth that aler p liquoꝛ by Dickillation, 
which by that (eparation is btterly ſpopled ok all force 5 and re⸗ 
maineth an vnſauozy aierp lique , fo2 becaule tbat Mercurial 

ſpirite polleſling the nature of volatil Balk, remaineth fixed, 
with his proper Ball; with the which hee hath the moll chiele 
analo gie and pꝛopoꝛtion. And thus the Philolophers teſtilp, 
that nature is delighted wilh nature. f 
Thus we fe how the Elementarp aier is to be feparated 
from that Mercurial ſpirite, namely by bringing the Element 
of aier, into water deuopde of tale, and Ans entring the em 
| | 2 ria 
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riall ſpirit, into Che falt, of his pooper pꝛeheminente. 

Furthermoꝛe, hereby it appearcth, that Mercurp is a certaine 
gierp thing, 02 aier it ſelfe: and pet ſome what moze then the cles 
mentarie aier, which wanting the fpirit of Mercurie, is a {imple 
aiery liquoꝛ ot no vertue oʒ power, but im plie te mop@en and 
penetrate, And lo the actiue qualities doe belong to the begin⸗ 
nings, Salt, ſulphur, and Mercurie, aud the paſſiue to the Ele · 
ments. This thing wee haue made plaine beloze, by the exam 
ple of Mine, and Mater of life. Thele things are therefore 
fpoken , that all men may fe by the Anatomie and reſolution of 
things, that the element of ater, cannot be ſeparated by it felfe 
alone, neyther is it ſo to be {ene of any, but of the true Philolo⸗ 
phers, and by ſuch as are moſt conuerlant in this art. 

Thus certaine demonſtration is made of the bifible bodies ol 
things pꝛocreated, both out of the ſerdes and beginnings, and al⸗ 
ſe out of the elements; albeit in the refolution of the bodies thou 
bock not dilcerne the bifibie bodies of the fedes, put a parte bp 
themſelues. But it is an eaũie matter to diſcerne the ſeuered 
partes of thoſe the beginnings, and allo of the Clements, in the 
Which partes of the thzee beginnings the berlues and powers of 
actions (wherbwith the lerdes are indued are included and mixed 
kogether. TAhereby it commeth te paſſe that their bodies are fils 

led together with the vitall ſoꝛces and faculties of the Aſtrall and 
ſpiritual ſerdes, as the receptacle of thoſe bertues. 

But the Clementall bodies, haue only paſſiue qualities: the 
which elementall bodies, a weꝛzkeman cannot onelp ſeparate by 
themſelues, but can alfo bꝛing them to nothing, in luch forte that 
the paſſiue and material Clements being ſeparated, there ſhall 
onelp remaine thole thee Wppotkaticall, Foꝛmall, and Aaiue bee 
ginnings, lalt, ſulphur, and mercury, Which being dꝛalben into 
one body, do make a mixed body, which the Phitoſophers call a 

fifth oꝛ a fourth Eſſence, Which ts fre from all coꝛruption, aboun⸗ 

ding with quickening ſpirits: whereas contrariwiſe, the ſole ele⸗ 

ments feparated from thoſe thee beginnings, doe being nothing 
but imptrities, caꝛruptions, and moꝛtification. 

An this Chymeftry is to be extolled, that imitating nature it 
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rateth Elements, and their beginnings by which all the partes 

ol a compound body, are anatomized and made manifelt, And 

pet thole naturall ſubſtances, are not ſaid to be begotten, by ſuch 

ſeparations, as tf they were not befoze : neyther pet as being be- 

fo2e,are they coꝛtupted by the arte of ſeparation, but they were 

in compounde, and aller ſeparation, they ceaſed not to be, and 

to labſiſt. And as the thꝛer beginnings are coupled together, by 

the bene ſite of an oplelie liquoꝛ ioyning them in one : fo the thꝛee 

Elements, Aver, Mater, and Garth, are combyned together, be 

the comming in ol Mater as a meane. Foz water by her ana- 

logie and conuenience partaketh both of the nature of aier, and 

of earth: whereby it commeth to pale, that ene lohile it is ea. 
fily turned into aier, another while into earth: and fo it combys 
neih both the ertreames. In things that bane likence lle, an alte⸗ 
ration is ealilx made. Joꝛ, by reaſon of likenelle and confent,. 
aier made thicke with colde, palleth into water, and water made 

thinne, becommeth aier: and water allo made grofle and thick, 
betommeth earth: even as earth alfo made thinne, palleth inte: 
water, and is chaunged. ; 

Wiberefore, foꝛlemuch as aier and earth, tivo extreames, are 
Gitlie iopned together, by a thyꝛd, which is water, a meane be⸗ 
tweene them both: Ariſtotle did moze than was nédefuil to ape 
poynta quaternarie number of Clements, out of the quaternary 
number of the lower qualities, ote, Colde, Drie, Mopſt. How⸗ 
beit, it cannot be denied but that he had great probability hereof, 
as is to be fene in his ſetond bake of the generation of liuing 
creatures, where he goeth about bp many reaſons to prone, that 
it is moſt necellarp ko; the production of things, to appoynt a 
fourth element, naniely sper, hole and die. 

But foꝛſomuch as Mofes in the firſt Chapt. of his Genes 
(wherein he cheweth the creation of all things maketh no men· 
tion of Fier: it is moze convenient that we leaue it rather to the 
opinion of the diuine Pꝛophet⸗ then to the realons of an Erh 
nick Philoſopher. And therloze Wwe acknowledge no other Fier 
then Heeuen, e the fiery Region which is fo called of burning, 

Thereloze it ought to be called the fourth fozmall Peauen, 
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nd eſlential element, oꝛ rather the fourth ellence, extracted oul ol 
(he other elements: bicaule it is indues with far moe noble ver⸗ 
ines, then the moſt ſimple elements. Foz the Hermeticall Phs- 
‘sfophers deny that there is a quinteſlence becaufe there are not 
ister elements, from Whence there map be dꝛawen a fifth ef 
ſence, but thee onelp and no moze, out ol which a fourth may be 
extratted. Do qreatisibe power ofthis fourth ellence, that it mas 
ueth, ſharpeneth, and mightily animat eth the bodies of the th2e 
principles, and of the moze greſſe elements, to come into a perfedt 
mixture of one thing which neuer after can be diuided. Catheres 
Hyon the Andiuidualls, oz ſimples which cannot be diuided doe 
boꝛrow fram Heasen, & from no other, all thoſe fozecs, faculties, 
and properties , which they haue and ſhewe fazth. Merevpon it 
commeth that the proper qualitie of that ellente, is neither Bove 
noꝛ maiſte, noꝛ colde, no hote. Foꝛ it is a far moze ſimple thing, 
that is to fap, a moſt ſimple and pure effersce, ectracted out of the 
moꝛe fimpleand moze ſubtil beginnings and elements, which mas 
keth a meſt ſimple, moſt pure, moſt thinne, and moſt (wifte body, 
indued with the greateſt force of generating, nouriſhing, increas 
king, and perfecting, which com meth lo nere vnto the nature of 
fier, that in very derde the Heauen is no other thing, but a pure 
and ethereal fler, neither is the pure ſire, any thing els but Heu 
ven : Which the moꝛe it ouercometh the pꝛinciples and elements, 
the moꝛe it obtaineth, the moze potent, perfect, pure, and ſimple 
forces and vertues, by which it pearceth into all things, and lur⸗ 
nicheth euerp t bing with his fozmes and vertues. 
It appeareth thereloꝛe by Aeſes, that there is no other fiery 
Element, but Heawen, which bath the piace ol the fourth element, 
The Heanen oꝛ which is rather a fourth effence extracted out ofthe moze fubtil 
10 matter and forme of the three elements, which is no other thing, 
of Philoſo- yut a pure ethereal, and molt limple ficr, mol perkect, and molt 
phets, far different, krom the thꝛe elements, as imperfite: which fier, 
is the authoꝛ of all leꝛmes powers, and actions, in all the inkeriaꝛ 
things of nature, as the fil cauſe, and carrying it fife like the 
parent, toward his olſpꝛing: which fire, by his winde carrpeth x 
conucpeth his ſerdes into the belle of the earth. herby the genes 
ration 
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gation o2 frnite is nouriched, fofcred , growelh and is at foc lat 
thꝛult lwth, out of the lappe o2 bofeme of the elements. 

This Heaven, alveit init ſelle, it is no complcsion, that is fo 
fay, neither hote noz cold, noꝛ mopſt, no2d2ie : pet by bis knew · 
ledge and pedeltination,it reldcth to all things, heate and colde, 
mopftncile , and dꝛyneſle: foꝛſomuch as there are ſtarres which 
haue their mol colde and mopſt ſpirites, as the Satarnalii anD 
Lusaries : others, moſt hote and die, as ths Solarie, and (Mars 
balls: others hete and moyſt, as the /owtad/s, Who by their ver⸗ 
tues and complcxion (wherwith every starre and Planet is in⸗ 
dued do infoꝛme, kachion, a impzegnat alt thele interioz things, 
in uche wile, that ſome indiuidualls are of this condicion and 
complexion, which they haue boꝛrowed and taken from their in⸗ 
forming oꝛ laſhioning planet oꝛ ſtarre: other forme of that which 
they haue obtained fromother Plants and sptartes, Foz Cod 
bath giuen to Heauen moll linple and perkect ſeedes, luch as ats 
iche Sfarres and Planets, which hauing in them Tisfall faculties, 
and complerions, do powꝛe (hem forth into the lappe of the infee 
rio Elements and do animate and toꝛme them. Nepther doth 
the Heauen ceafle from his working no2 the ral lædes therok, 
becanfe their vertues are neuer txhauſted: nepther do they fuf- 
fer alteration 02 diminution of faculties, wherbe thep mae ceafie 
from pꝛocreating 03 forming , albeit that ſometime they do make 

moze 02 leſſe frute full then at other ſome. Herevpon commelh 

that perpetuall Circulation, be the benefite whercol the lerdes ol 
the Elements oꝛ heyꝛ matter , are couples with the feedes of the 
Starres, fetting and putting their contagncd inte the maternall 
lappe, that it may foꝛme and bꝛing forth a kindlyſpꝛont. F032 

as Heanen is lapde to wezke vppon the Earth, fo allo the in⸗ 
ferio? Elements , do reelde and be ſlowe their actions and moti⸗ 
ons, but not after one manner: lo that Heauen in acting {uffe- 
reth nothing, ſo farre ſoꝛth as it is equalled, being of a Vt moge · 
niall and moſt perfect nature: and therefoze is int oꝛruptible and 
Immutable onto the pꝛedeſtinated ende of things created. 


But thele inferioz things do (uffer in their action, betauls 


hep baue tpers lomall beginnings , mixed With their vem 
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rlalls, fabiect to chaunge and deftrucion : whereuppon alſo it 
cemmeth fo paſſe, that thoſe things which pꝛocæde from them, 
do in continuante of time decay and periſh. 

Thele things knowen toa true Philitian and Philoſopher, 
her lerketh to reſtoꝛe decayed health, and to pꝛeſerue the fame by 
the extraction ok celeſtiall Eſſences and Foꝛmes, and the elemen⸗ 
farie ſeparation of the beginnings and materialls, from lhoſe 
tbꝛæ loꝛmall anv (pitituall beginnings, the which he vleth alone, 
ſeparated from the others, Which are Beterogentall ,02 of ano - 
ther kinde, that he max woꝛke wonderful effects without any im- 
pediment.

And this is the vniuerlal Ballamick medecine, wherin all the 
partes are Homogeneal, oꝛ of one kinde maſt pure, moſt fimple, 
and mot ſpirituall, And being in ſach ſmplicitie, and moſt tho- 
roughly clenſed and purged lrem all grofle Feces and incoꝛrupt, 
it is called a Quintellence, but moze truly and pꝛoperly a Quar⸗ 
keſſence, and the celeſtial fone of the Philoſophers. 

But let no man thinke here, that when J name the Philoſo. 
phers ſlone, (that is to ſav, that vniuerſal medicine that meane 
the tranſmutation of metalls, as tf (uch iranſmutation, were the 
cheefe medicine of mans body: but knowe rather that in Pan. 
(which is a little woꝛld) there lye hide the mynes ol Imperlect 
metals from thence fo many diſeales do grobe, which by a god 
faithful and {kilful Phiſitian mul be brought to Golde and Sil 
ner, that is to fay, onto perfect purification, by the vertue of fo ex- 
cellent a medicine, if we wil haue god and pꝛoſperous health. 

The Phiſttian therefore, mull diligently confiver two things, 
that is to ſape, that Nature may be dilqrieted, both by an in. 
ward and alſo by an outward enemie. But this moze eſpeclally 
he muſt lozeſce, that Nature be not toꝛmented with the outward 
enemie, which then commeth to paſſe, when a medecins is mi · 
niſtred and giuen, which is crude, impure, and venimous, and 
therefoze contrary to our nature and ſpirites. Then on the other 
ſide, he mutt haue care that the domeficall. enemies which are 
within mans body. be dꝛyuen out wich conuenient and fitte wea · 
ports. Foy il a remedꝝ be applged which is vnũtte, then Mature 
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is affapled by two enemies, that is to ſap, by the externall me. 


dieine, and by the in warde impuritie, which remaining long in 
0 bode, tarneth into poyſon, tf lyerdy remcdp be not had.

Bibere~ 
bp it commelh fo pelle, that the vertues and powers of Hesuen, 
being inbolp ſpirituall, doe eafilp without impediment pearcing 
into the other Elements, powt foꝛth the inter; our Elements 
the ſpirikual foꝛmes: from whente ail moꝛtall bodies doe obkaine 
the intreaſe both ol their vertues, and allo of their faculties, 

Ff we will behold the puritie of the Peauen aboue olher E · 
lements and the perpetuall conſkancie thereat, ohe then bpon 
khoſe bꝛight and ſhining kyers, continuallp glitter ing and ligpt, 
ko whom the heauen bath giuen the moſt pure and cxtingmble 
lubſkance of Sulphur, whereor they could, Foz (uch as the bea- 
nen is in eſlence, ſuch and the like fruits hath it bꝛought ſcth in 
lubſtance: cut of whole vitall impꝛeſſions and influences, they 
pꝛotreat ⁊bzing forth lome likenes olihẽſelues, in the moze groſſe 
Clem is: but pet accoꝛding as the matter is moze grolſe oꝛ moꝛe 
thinne, moꝛe durable oꝛ more conſtant, oz moze tranſitozie.

But that vitriolated Halt, is that ſharpe fer- 
menk ot nature, whereby the generations of all naturall things 
axe pꝛopagated and intreaſed: whereupon the name of Vena is 
giuen to Copper :in whom there is a lecond quaternarie among 
the Planets, where are heaped Op, nouriſhed, and coagulated 

ſpirituallp all ccieſtial eſlences:whereloze this Planet by all the 
aͤuncient Pheloſophers is called Venus, the mother ol genetati- 
ons, and begotten of the males froth. 

Tinne hath in it much ethereall and aterp Mercurp, but of 
tombuſtble Sulphur, a ſmall quantitic, and the leaſt portion of 
Salt, And hereokit commeth that Philoſophers call the lame /s- 
piter betaule that Planet is altogether aiery and cthercall; and 
therefoze Poets appoint hum king of the aier, and the region of 
lightning. 

Gold and ſiluer, which of all other metalls are moſt noble and 
perfit do alſo conſiſt ofthe thꝛæ foꝛelaid beginnings but pet mix⸗ 
ed in egualitie, and ſo pere ai wilh great purity vnited, hat it 
map ſeme that there is one chiele and firſt ellence oncly in them.

But ſiluer fo? the force and pꝛopertis of Mercurial humidi⸗ 
tie which it hath with the Mone, a Planet fall ol radical mop- 
ſture and pꝛegnant, is called by the name ofthe one, 

Leade containeth much Salt and great plentie of indige ed 
and crude Mercure, but lelle fixing Sulppar: herenpon it com- 
meth, that lead is the eraminer of all other metals, which it dil 
perceth into lume, as is to be feeneby tryall, ercepting che two 
perfect metals, gold and fuer, which it cannot conſume. 

This vertue of conluming the bodies of imperkent metalls it 
hath from that qualitie of Crude and fiping Percurp, bith the 
tohich it voth abound: whereas olherwile by the nature of his 
Sulphur it is able to doe the contrarie:that is to lap to coagllate 
thole mekallick ſpirits, and to reduce them into bodies, euen ae 
guickülmer being altogether flying by nature, ethertal and truip 
Homogenyp and ſpirituall, toth after a fort congeale and fre. So 
that hereby it appeareth, that it hath in it by nature, che ſpirit or 
beat and ok cslo, and therefoze of metallick life and death: which 
maketh the ſentente ol Hermes god, When he laid, that which is 
aboue, is all one with that which ts beneath. Foz {ach as is Ba. 

kurne in the ſupertoꝛ Elements, luch allo is lead in the inkeriour: 
and ſo ol the ret. 

And out ofthat burning liequdz, moꝛe ready fo Carte, then the 
very Aquauitie, map be ſeperated a Mercurie, oʒ a moze ethere- 
all ſpirit by a Matrat with a long necke, vp a gentle fir. The 
which lo feperated ; the ret of the matter of meane ſubſkante, 
which is Sulphurus, Oplelp, and apt to burne, relideth in the 
bottome of the glaſte, with the Miterdus and Hulphurus ſpirit 
of Salt. 

Out of the blacke feces, which remaine in the boltome of the 
retoꝛt, being reduced accozding to the Phplolophicall maner in- 
to a calxe, is extracted a fixed Salt, which oftentimes dillolued 
and Coagulated with his proper fleame, will at the laſt become 
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Chymicall Phyſicke. 

To this, il there be aftertward powꝛed by little and little ue. 
coꝛding te Art. his ethereal ſpirit, that fren hence it may con-. 
trast and dꝛawe the double oꝛ triple waight of the volatile, and 
trulꝑ Mercurial falf, in inch wiſe that being cat vpon a red hote 
plate, it doe diſpearce into fume: thou Malt at the laſt, by the 
meane of ſublimation, attaine to the foliat earth of the Phylolo⸗ 
phers, which will haue a greater baightnefie and perlpicnitie, 
then can bs ſeꝛne in the mot rich and oꝛient pearle in the woꝛld. 
This earth the Pyvlolophers call their Merturie: the which a 

lone bath admirable pꝛoperties and faculties. 

Againe il to this be added the oplely liquoꝛ of his proper Sub 
pur allo exalted and kept a part by it ſelte, in a tut æ conuenient 
qualitie, and if the fame be dꝛawen foꝛth with (andy cobsbati- 
ons and ertillations,againe and againe, repeated and iterated, 

and be reaſfunded and diſtillod, vntil out of a Ternarie, there a- 
rile a vnitie: then out of the grole, terreſtrial: and material lead, 
chal ariſe and {pring vp a certainetcelettial and ernte diffolucr at 
nature, and a quinteſtence of admirable vertue and etficacie:the 

true, liuel and cleare ſhyning lountaine wherein (as Poets ate 
firme, hyding vnder a vaile their ſecrets) Vulban walhed Pheban, 
and which clenſcth away all impuritie, to make a moſt pure and 
perfect bonp,replenithed with vital ſpirits and full ol vegetation: 
and doth fo rid himſelle from his adamantine fetters with the 
which he was bound, and hindered from the vickoꝛie againſt the 
Serpent Pyrho, and doth in ſuch wile fake of all impedunents, 
that being free from all duſkie cloudes of darkeneſle, with the 
which he was coucred and ouerwhelmes he ſendeth forth now 
vnto vs his moſt bight ſhining light, with the which wee are 
thꝛoughly rekreched retexuing vonthlul ſtrength⸗ putting eff all 
imbetillitie, and like vnto that eon king of ¶ reta, thauugh the 
helpe ol Media, ate thꝛoughip reſtoꝛed againe to vaung age. So 
that the fame thing which aloꝛe was altogether told without 
imd and deudided oflife ſerming as dead, bring talked in thie 
fountaine.tt ariſeth and triumpheth in gioꝛp, in might, and fur 
niched with all vertues, and accompanied with an excdedtag ar⸗ 
mpol ſpirits, doth communicate vnto vs frely his glozp and 
E bꝛightneſle,

bzightnelle, and volh moſt mightily reſloꝛe and toꝛroboꝛate the 
rength of our radicall balſome, with his onely loke and touch, 
throughly wading and roting out all the caufes and fades of: 
ſicknelles lurking in vs, and lo conſuming them that without al 
trouble, it pꝛeſerueth our helth, vnto the appointedend ol our fife, 
He which hath eures to beare let him heare attentinelp, other 
wile let him neuer take his woke in hand. Foꝛ albeit J haue 
ſhewed the wap to perfectivozking moze platnely (as J thinke) 
then any. other hitherto haue done, yet (boumayed erre except 
thou be wholelp addicted and intent to thp twazke. 
Chus the way is prepared fo2 true Pbylofophers, lo atlaine

From this tree of Saturne ſpꝛingeth Antimony, as the ire 
bꝛanch ofthe ſtock, which the Phploſophers caltheir Pagnella,

all other Chymital yhploſophers, bath wonderfully ranfacked 
all the parts thereof, and examined the beginnings molti dili 
gently, whole fubttance he bath exalted and tommended, aboue 
al other metallick lub ſtances and eſpeciallꝑ the Mercury ihtroſ: 
out of Which, as aut ol the chieleſt (ubicet, and moze noble mat 
ter he wꝛought his chiefeſt and belt woꝛks. In the pꝛaiſe where 
of thefe are Paracelſus oun Wwo2ds: Antimony is the true baime 
of gold, which the Pheloſophers cal the examiner. And the Po- 
ots faine that Vulcan Walhed Phebus in the ſame lauer, and pur 
ged bim from al his (pots and imperfections, being deriued from 


moſt pure and perted Percurp and Dulphur, onder a kinde of 
Vitriel,

Mitriol inte a metallic fopme and bꝛightnelke. Wee tompareth 
the lame allo in an other place to the matter of gold, concerning 
whole vertues and effects he deliuereth wonders: as that it is 
the hig belt and moſt perlect purger of gold, and his Mertury, ol 
men His red Sulphur alfo doth plainly appear e, which hath his 
property, that it wiltake fier and burne like common Dulphur oz 
Wꝛunſtone:the which is eſpeciallx to be ſane in the night, e in a 
darke plat e, wilhout any fume, Which the common Sulphur is 
wont to (end forth. This Sulphur of Antimony is Solar y, and 
ſuch as is able to gild the ſuperficiat pact of finer. 

As touching the Salt of Antimony, it is to be feperated from 
the lame, Wholt property confifteth in pꝛocuring vomit. $07 his 
CErenath to procure vomit ipeth hid in the lalte flowers theres: 
from the which flowers, il the falt vetaken away t leperated by 
vertus ol a tertaine alt, as may be done, then out of the liowers 
chereol is made a mot ercellent purg ation without vomiting. 

But the property of the Perture thereof bꝛingeth no (meal 
wonder, Which in the liquation oz melting ef gold with other 
metals reitdeth them al, and chafeth the gold to it ſelle, with 
the which it is mingled and vnited into one body, in ſuch wile, 
that it walloweth vp gold, whereas all other metalls (except ſil⸗ 
uer) do lioate aloft, and wil nol ſinke inte the lame . Conſider 
therefore , ( faith Arnold,) that thing onely which eleaueth 
to Hercurꝑ and te the perfer bodies „and thou haft the full 
knoboledge. And when he bath thus dilcribed the denouring Lys 
an he addelh thele woꝛds: Wecanle our ſtone is like to the occi· 
dentall quickliluer, which tarrieth geld befoze it, and ouercem· 
meth it: and is the berg ſame which can kill and make aliue. An’ 
note further thal our coagulated guickſiluer, is the father ol all 
the minerals ol that our magiſterp. x is both body ¢ ſpirit. er. 

Che fame thre cbiefe beginnings , doe offer themſelues 
vnto bs in other lemi mincralls, as in Arfenick , ozpi- 
nent, and ſuch other likes which albeit in their whole (ubitance 
cher bee contrary fo aur nature and ſpirits, vet by nature 
hey haue that ſpiritual pzomptnes, and fiving lwiftnelle, 
that by their (nbtiltic „ ther sally conuce and mingle 

1 3 them⸗ 


aud mingle them ſelues with onc ſpirita, whether they be in⸗ 


Wardlp taken, oꝛ outwardly appiped, ard doe wozke bencmons - 


and mogtal effeds, and that bp realon of the Atſenical Mercury 
poinſon. ful, oʒ arſenical Sulphur, and arſenicall Salt. 

Oems allo and pꝛetious ones , haue in them the verkues 
and qualities of thoſe the beginnings: by reaſon of twhole fler 
and bꝛightneſle, the pure Merturp in them doth ſhine, cleaning 
firmly to bis fixed Salt, and alſo to the Sulphur of the fame na- 


ture, whereby the whole ſubſtance of a contrarꝝ kind being {e- 


ptrated, there ariſeth and is made a moſt pure fons ol contri- 
nance like Bute gold. 

Ok this loꝛt is the moſt firme and conſtant Diamond, fo 
whom that god old Saturns hath giuen the leaden colour ot his 
moꝛe pure Merturp, together with tte fired and conſtant ſpi⸗ 


rits ol his moze pure Soulpbur, and hath lo confirmed, coniea. 
led and compatted it in all ſtability, with his chziſtalline ſalt, that 
of all other ones it is the moſt ſolpd and hardeſt, by reaſon ol 


the moſt firme vnion ol the thꝛer pꝛincipal beginnings and their 
coherente: which by no art ot ſeparation can be diſiopned and 


lundered into the ſolution of his ſpiritualbeginnings. And this is 


the cauſe, that the ancient Phylitians gad noble thereof in me 


dicine, becauſe it could not be diſſolued into his firſt matter. 


And it is not to be thought, that thole suntient Phrütians 
‘refrained the vſe thereof, fo that the dermed it tobe venemous 


‘by nature, (as ſome fallely imagin ) which being homogenial and 
ok a moſt ſimple uature,it is wholely ccleftial and therefore moſt 


pure, and fo2 that cauſe nothing venemous: but the payſon ans 


dnunger commeth here hente, that being encly bꝛoken and bea. 
den, and in no ſozt apt fo pꝛeperation, taken fo into the ſtomack, 
and remaining there bp realon ol bis. ſolidttie and hardneſſe in- 


roncoſted by continuance olł time, and by little and little, it Doth 
ret and teare the laps af the ſlamatk, and ſo the intralls being 


txcoziated, death by a lingering touſumption enſueth. 


It belongeth to golde, with his Sulphur, to giue a red tint⸗ 
ure, lo Carbuncles, and Rubines, neither doth the difference al 
heir colours come of any other caule, then this, that their 

Percurias

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spercuries and Chapfalipne faite, are not dekeked and clenfed 
alike: the tobich clenũing, the moze perle oꝛ imperlectit is, the 
colour appeareth accozbdingly, eilher better,e2 woꝛſe. 

And albeit Hilucr be ontwardly white, yet within, it hath the 
colour of Azure and blewe, by which Mhe giuelh her tincturs 
to Saphy2s. 8 

Copper, having out wardly a ſhew ol rednes, bath agrene 
colour within, (as the Viriagreeſe that is made thereof oth tes 

flific, by which it giueth greennelle onto the Emerand, 
Aron, red within, as bis Saffron ¢ veallow colour soth plainly 
{hee (and pet, nothing like the colour which gold hath within 
it) giveth colour to the Lacint. 
DT.inne, albeit it is earthie, vet being partaker ol the celeſlial 
nature, it giueth onto Agates, diners, and ſundzy colours. 

From gold, and trom other metals, as allo from precious 
fiones, their colours may be taken away, by Cementation and 
Neuerberation, by their proper menſtrues, which things are 
well knoden to Chynafts and fire wozkmen. The which colours 
and lulphurs fo extratted, are verp fit fo the affects of the bꝛaine. 
Che colour of gold, ſerueth fos the affects of the heart. Che cov 
fonr of tinne, for the lunges. The colour of Percurp, The cov 
lour of lead, fo2 the fpienc. The colour of Aron, foꝛ the redneſſe. 
Che colour of Copper loꝛ the pꝛiuie parts. 

The heavenly menſtruceſe, to dilpople mettalls of their co⸗ 
ours and ſulphures naturall is this: namely the deaw which kal / 
leth in the mon eth of Map, and his ſugar Panna: out of the 
which two, mixed together, digeſted, and diſtilled accozding le 
Arte there wil come kaꝛth a general dilloluer, moſt fit to diſpople 
ones and mettals of their colours, ca, of onely Sugar, 03 of 
pony by it felfe,map be made a diſſoluer of mettals. 

Hou it thele three beginnings, Salt, dulphur, and Percu· 
tic, are to be found in ti eauen, in the Ayer, and in the Ma- 
ters. as is al ready chewed, tubo wil make any doubt, but that 
‘py aà karre greater reaſon they are to be found in the earth, and to 
be made no leſſe apparant, (cing the earth ot al other elements, 
As the molt fruitfull and plentiful. 
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The Wereurial ſpirlts Hewe themſelues in Che leaues and 
krultes; The Bulphurus, in the flowers, ſedes, and kirneis: 
The lalts, in the wd, varke and rotes: and pet ſo, that eache 
one ol thole ther partes of the tre o plant, ſeuerallꝑ by them: 
ſelues albeit to one is giuen the mercurial ſpirit, to another that 
of Salpbur, and to the third that of Salt, pet euerp one apart, 
map as pet be refelucd into thoſe th2ce beginnings: without the 
which they cannot conſiſt, how Gimple fo euer thep be. Foz 
whatſoener it be, that hath being, within the whole compatie 
and courſe of nature, doe conſiſt, and are profited vy thels the 
beginnings. 

And whereas (ome are faid to be mercurial, ſome Dulphu · 
tus, and ſome Salt, it is thereloꝛe, becanfe the Mertcurials doe 
conleine moze Percurie, the Sulpharus moze Sulphur, anv 
the d altiſh moꝛe Salt in them than the others. Foꝛ ſome whole 
trees are to be ſæne moze ſulphurus and roſenꝝ than other ſome, 
as the Pine and Jfirre-trées, which art alwaxes griene in the 
coldeſt mountaines, becaule they abound with their Dulphu · 
cus beginning being the pꝛincipal vital iuſtrumt᷑ t ol their groto· 
ing. Foz there are fome other plants, as the Lawzel, and the 
Trees of Ozanges, Citrons and Lemens, which continue long 
groꝛne, and pet are lubiect to colde: betauſe their Sulphure is 
not ſo eaũlp diſperſed, as is the Sulphur olths firrs tries, which 
are rolenp, and are therefoze chꝛice of a moze fixed and conſtant 
lite, lurniched again the iniuries ol times. Furthermoze, al 
Spice · trees, and al fragrant and odozifereus hearts are Soulphu- 
rug. And as there are ſundzy fetes of Crees of Chis kind e, ts 
are there an in@inite ſoꝛt ol Sulppurs, of the Which to entreate 
here is no place. . 

There are other Plants which Hew lozth. Halt: which is to 
pe found and kelt by their tale: as ( cladine, Nottell, Aron, o- 
therwile called Weake Robin, Rad{e, Muſſi ard. ſced, Perret, 03 
Teehes, Garlick, Ramſomi, Perfcaria, d Arfe/mars : which al- 
fo by the bertus and plenty ol their falt, doe Defend lhemlelues 
from the wrongs ol times. 

Res Solis (ls called) avoundeth with Mercurie among other 

Mercurial 
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Mercurial plants. Che which betzinning notwithHanving, fo; 
ſomuch as it is fying and ſpiritual, except it be reteined by ans · 
ther moze coꝛpozeat, that is to ſap, by a waterie 03 aier ie liquoz it 
vanicheth quite out of ſight. But being dilmembꝛed ¢ theougb- 
lp ſearched vy the Art of Chymiſtrie, in his intervie: Anatomy, 
with the feparation of the beginnings, it may alſo be made fub- 
iet to lenle. Foz Mercurp is extracted out of euerp thing, fire 
ol all in his vitlection 02 ſeparation, into a watery vapour: and 
Sulphur into an oyely : thirdlp,eut of the remaining feces, 
brought inte ates, a Salt is extracted, by dis proper water, 
which being molt white ¢ like te cry Mall, bath the taste el Harpe,. 
ſower & byting falt,o2 ſuch like relich in the mouth: wherby it is 
found te be true falte, which may be diſſolued in water, according 
to the maner of true ſalts:diſtering ſo much from the other alhe , 
as life from death: ſoʒ as much as the feces that remaine theree: 
ot, are called dead earth, whereas this is repleniched with vital 
actions. 

To tonclude, in euery kind of plant, a in all the partes (hercef, 
thꝛile three beginnings are inſet and cleauing, indued with ſun. 
bay properties and faculties, accozding to the varietie of Plants. 
Che which allo a {tilfall Phiũtian vleth diutr ii, that he may ft 
each one to other, accoꝛding to tqualitie ol matching, and atcoz· 
ding to his intended purpoſe. Bie 

Hereby it appeareth how neceMarie the knotwledae of the ine 
ternall duatomy of things which ſhew eafily by the impzefion ef 
things, their properties c vertues, which we map appꝛoue t cone 
firme by experience. Let vs take foz example, the syle oꝛ Sul. 
phur ol the Boxe tree, alwapes greene and vitriolated, by whole 
vnplealant odour, the Aupefaqiue Sulphur which is in it, repꝛe⸗ 
ſenteth it lelfe vnto vs. That ore, I lap, of the Wore, albeit i 
wil cafilp burne, pet is a great allwager and mittigatoz of ail 
paines, as comming nere to the nature and pꝛopertie of narcoti⸗ 
call 02 ſtupefactiue ſulphur vitriolated, being as auailable againg 
the falling ſicknelle as Uitriol. 

It we tonũder the properties of the beginnings ol Campbyre, 
it wil manike ſtiy appeare, (although it do burne in water) by his 
vnpleslaunt odour, that it bath a coating pꝛopertie in it, and: 

narca⸗ 
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i Narcocal oz Mupefactine : whole ople alſo, is a god mittigatoꝛ of 
paines and griefe: when as notwithſtanding it cheweth twzth 
contrary effects, as at the very firſt brunt, it ſanmeth to bane a 
certaine flerie qualitie. By realon of the prepertie which it hath. 
to all wage paines and aches, the Arabians iudged the lame to 
tolde in the third degree. The experience thereok is safilp to ber 
ſeene in the ache ofthe teeth. Foz il a hollow oz rotten tothe, bet 
but touched with the ople thereof, tt puttsth away the paine. 
The ſamo oyle is a moſt pꝛeſent remedie in paines and gricte 
of the reynes, cauſed by the fone, Foꝛ thereby the lone is dial 
Med and auopded, il it be miniſtted with competent liquoz. 
Other are the pꝛoperties of other Dpless Fos the oples oz 
Sulphars of Annis, and of Fennel, ave Kt to difpcarce and dzius 
abap windinelſe. 

The Oyles of Cloues, of RAukmegges, of Cinamon, and ol 
other ſpices and their Sulphurs, as alfo the Oples of Mynts, of 
. Ambrofia, of Sage, and Betony, and of ſuch like, are conuenient 

to coʒroberat, and to warme the bꝛaine and ſlomach. 

Do the ole of Pepper, doth attenuat, make ihinne, diffolue 
and tut tartarus matters in the bodp, and humours that are 
niter Sulphurus and Cholerick. And howſoener manp des 
beeme the fame to be hote, vet it is karre moze conuentent to be 
giuen in cholericke feuers, and to put awaꝝ other grieles as ter · 
fians, and ſuch like, than any other altering oꝛ cwling fitrupe. 

In like lazt hote and burning oples, may be extraded out the 
er des ol Poppep, Godes, Melons, Cucumbers, and ſuch like 
. Cold things, whole operations notwithſtanding doe not bzing 
heate, but rather reſt and comfoztable refrething. 

And the mercurial fpirits ol vegetables, are oftentimes corre 
ſopned with ſulphurus (pirits: fo that out of Terilinthine, which 

is almoſt wholp ſulphurus, as alſo gut of Pitch and Noſen a 
mercuriall ſpirit, oz ſharpe liquoꝛ, map be by arte extracted, 
hauing the force of Ginegar , being well diſtüled, and likes 

Wife power of diffolaing the moſt folio and hard bodies. 
Moꝛeouer, in pitch barrels, that mercuctal ſower liquoz is 
tobe found, being leperated from the Pitch, which hath we — 
cultis 
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kacultie ot dilloluing. Allo the lame ſower Mercurial liquoz by 
a gentle fier at the firff, may bee attracted out of the chauings 
oz chippes of the wd, and barke ol grerne treꝛs eſpeciallꝑ out of 
ſuch as are vitrislated, as is the Juniper, the Wore, the Dake, 
Guaiacan Tres, and fuch like: which liquoz is of fozce to dil⸗ 
ſolue Pesxtes. 

Dut ofthe which Mercural ſharpe liquors, may alfo be made 
{andy leueral remedies, apt both to ferment, digeſt, and attenu⸗ 
ate humours, and alfoto moue Iweate, and to proucke bꝛine, 

to bzealkẽ and dꝛiue fozth the tone, and very gad te cure other als 
feds, efyecially (uch as are Mercurial. 

How leaning to ſpeake of Mercuries and Sulphars, fome- 
what thal be ſapd of Salts ; It bath beene already declared, that 
generally they feruc loꝛ the general purgation and euacuałion of 
bodpes: Whether they manne ſegges, Uꝛines, oz pꝛouoke Homie 
o2{weates: 02 whether they doe clenle, cut, open, oz any other 
wap helpe obſtrudions. 

Pet notwithſtanding, as betwerne Sulphurs and Bulphurs, 
and betwerne Mercuries and Mercnries, there is great diffe⸗ 

rente: {ois there great varietie ef Salts, and much difference 
ol their vertues and operations, As lo example, the falt of the 
coddes of Beanes, amongſt others is exceeding cauflicke and 

burning: vet being ginen in dzie quantitie in bꝛoath, it is very 

diaphozelital, oꝛ dilloluing, in luth wile, that nothing tan wor 
moze effedual without hurt oꝛ offence of the bowels. 

The Salt ofthe Ach · tre, doth moſt mightily open obſtructi⸗ 
ons, moſt chiefely fitting the diſeaſes of the ſplerne. 

The Baltes of Artemiſa, (otherwils calied the mother of 
Hearbes, and Alugwoort) and ol Savin, ate moll fit to pꝛocure 

the menſtrues of women. 

The Halt ol Gammock, othertwile called Melt. harrow, petty 
whynne, oz ground Furze: the {alt ot Saxiface, Gromel, other. 
wile called Pearle plant, ol Raadiſo, are very pꝛoper remedies 
to beeake the lone, and to clenſe the kydneys and bladder, lrom 


land. 
Allo the Balls Donble leafe, otherwile called Goofencf, 2 
* tlot 


The practiſe of 
clot Burre, and of Cardus Benediclus, Which are diaphoꝛicall, oz 
diſloluing. g . 

The Salts of Pynt, and TMcme-wad, are gad fo purge 
the lappets and tunicles ol the ſtomach, and fo ſtrengthen and 
comloꝛt the lame. Do the Salt of Guatacine,io by a ſpeciall pꝛo⸗ 
pertte dolutiue: as the mercurte thereof by his tartneile doch ter 
{lifie: and the ople 02 Sulphur thereok bath a purging tote, 

Dut sfthe which thee beginnings, tf the fick {wo fpirituall 
and moꝛe ſimple, that is to fay Merturꝑ and Sulphur, be eptrac- 
ted and atcoꝛding to arts: and the fixed, bohich is lalt, be alſo cx 
tracted and leptrated, and be alter that bꝛonght into one bodie, 
(Which the Arabians call Elixir) it wil beiopatly together a me⸗ 
dicine pꝛouoking ſweate, altering concoding and purging. 
Which tryple mation and operation connneth from ene and the 
fame effence of thꝛeꝛ vnited in one, giuing moſt aſſured helpe, in 
ae of qaicke· luer. againſt the veneril ickneſle, oꝛ French diſ⸗ 
eaſe. a} 
The lalt of 7arrar, is of the ſame kinde that they be, which 
ſharply do bite the tongue, being aifo oily and ſulphurus: peay it 
is moze ſharpꝛ than any other: neuertheles il it be mingled with 
the ſpiritoʒ charpe oile of vitriole, it can ſo moderate and cogred 
his ſharpene ſie and byting ſpirit, that ol them both there max be 
made Jelly, and thereofa ſwerte æ moſt pleafing delicate ſirup, 
which auayleth much againſt the gnawing and heate ol the lo⸗ 

mach, and to eaſe al paines of the collicke: 

All ſuch Merturies, Qulphur, and Seltes of Alegetsbles, doe 
grow and ariſe froin the mercurial and ſulphurus ſpiriis ot the 
darth, and from metallick ſubſtantes but they are farre, better, 
werter, and or moze noble condition tgan their parents, from 
whence they take their oꝛiginal. 

Chere wil be no ende of wꝛiling, if particularly Mould bee 
pꝛolecuted, the diff rente of all beginnings, and their pioperties 
and fatulties, which the fea and the earth doth pꝛocreste. That 
which is already declared may ſuffice to ſtirre vp the moge noble 
wits to learch out the Mpſteries of nature, and to follow the ſlu⸗ 
dy ok fuch excellent Phuloſophp, 
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Qbus it is made imanikeſt that theſe lhꝛeꝛ beginning are in 
Weanen, in the Elements, as in Avze, later, and in Earth, and 
in bodies elementated, as wel of @Pinerals, ds of Uegetables. 
And nowit reſteth that it be ewes, hoo the late be in Ant- 
mals. 


HAP. XIIII. 


Wnerein is ſhewed, that thoſe three lirſt beginnings, 
are to be found in allliuing Creatuies. 


Itſt, we wil beginne with Fowles, tobofe 
fictt beginning is at the Egge. Iog in 
Egges there are moe plaine teſtimonies 
Jol the nature of Birdes, than in anp ether 
thing. The white declareth the cthcreal 
Mercurie, wherein is the feed and the ethe⸗ 
rial lpirit, the autho2 of gencration, hauing 
j — in the pꝛolikoing power, Whertol chic li the 
Wird is begotten. Foꝛ this caule it is marueilous, (hat ſo many 
and fo great dlſloluing and attenuating vertues and kaculties, 
doe Ive hid in the white ol an Egge, as in the ethereal Mercurie. 
Che peolke ofthe Egge, (the nouriſhment ol the Bird) is the 
true Hulphur. But the chinne lkinne and the Hell, dor not onelp 
conteyne a certaine postion of Halt, but allo their whole favs 
Garice is lalt: and the ſame the molt fixed and conſtant ok al o⸗ 
ther lalts ol nature, ſo as the fame being brought vnto blacknelle, 
and freed from his combustible ſulphur-but calcination, it will 
indure and abide all foꝛce ol per, Which is a pꝛopextie belon- 
ging to the meſt fired lalls, and a token or their allured and moſt 
conſtant Girton. This lalt daily prepared, is very fit lo diſtolue 
and bꝛeake the Stone, and to auopd it. 
As theſe thaee principles are in the Egge lo they palic info te 
bird. For Mercur p is in the bind and Meth: Sufphur in the fat 
nd lalt, is in the ligaments änewes bones moe in ſolid parks. 
And the lame beginnings, are moze ſabtil and aierie in birds, 
than in liches, and terrellriais. As fog example, the Dulphur 
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ojoily fabtancesf birds, is alwaxes of moze fhinue parts, chan 
that ol ches oꝛ ol bealles. 


The (ame may be ſapd of Fiſhes, which albert they be pres - 


created and nouriſhed in the cold water, vet doe they not want 
their hote and burning katneſle, apt to burne. And that they haue 
in them Mercury and Salt, no man well aduiſed, will denie. 

All terreſtriall lining creatures doe conſiſt in like fozt of theſe 
tho beginnings: but in a moe noble degrer of perfection, than 
in vegetable things, they doe appeare in them. Foz the vege⸗ 


table things which the beaſtes doe fede vpon being moze crude, 


are concocted in them and are turned into their lubſtance, tobers 
by they ate made moze perfect, and ol greater efficacies. 
In Uegetables, there were ortely thoſe Megetatiues: which in 


beaſtes beſide the vegetation which they retame, they become 


allo ſenſatiue: and therefoze of moze noble and belter nature. 


The Sulpur appeareth in them, by their greale, tallolv, ans 


by their vnckuous, oily, marrow, and katneſſe, apt to burne. 
Their Salts are reprefented by their bones and moze ſolid and 
hard patts: euen as their Merturies doe appeare in their blond, 
and in their other humoꝛs, and vapoꝛous ſubſtances. All which 
thole ſingular partes, are not therefoze called Merturie, Sul⸗ 


phurs, and Salts, becauſe (hep confit of animal Percurie, ol 


animal Sulphur, and of Animal Salt, without the contunction 
ol the beginnings. But in Percurals, Mercurie: in Suphu⸗ 


rus, Sulphur: in the Haltith falt soth rule and dominetre Dur 


of the which thꝛe beginnings ol bealls, oples, divers liqusurs, 


and ſalts, apt fog mans vſe, both to nouriſh. and allo to Beale ans 


cure, map by Chymicall at be extraded.

the Head, the ree, and the Welly beneath. The tobich lower 
belly compꝛehẽ delh thole parts which are appointed foz genera- 
tions and nouridhinent, which is cozrelpondent ko the lower e- 
lementarie wosld. The middle part, which is the boelk, tohere 
the heart is leated, the fountaineof all motions of lite, and of 
Heat refembleth that celeſtial middle woꝛld, Which is the begin-

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‘hath the pꝛeheminence, as the heart in the bꝛelt. But the higheſt 
and ſupꝛeme parte which is the bead, oz the bꝛaine, contsineth 
the oꝛiginal of vnderſtkanding ol knowledge, and is the feate of 
reafon jike bate the fapremantelicenal Wold which is the an. 
gelical woꝛld. Foꝛ by this part man is made partaker of the ce. 
leſtial nature ot vnderſtanding, of the fling and vegetating 
foule, and ofall the celeftiatfaneions, (ozmal and incoꝛruptible: 
When as otherwiſe his elementarp wozld, is altogether crolle, 
material, and terreſtrial. f 
And as man, as touching his ſubſtancial foꝛme, poſleſſeth all 
the kaculties of the ſonle, and their degrees, that is to lav, the na- 
tural which is vegelatiue: the animal, which is fenfatine and vi⸗ 
tal: and the Rattonal, which God inſpired tite man, when beer 
had made him: every of the which lhꝛer contained vnder them, 
ther other inferiours, whereol to ſpeake in this plate is needleſſe: 
la as concerning the material body of man, there are in him thꝛer 
radical and batſanick ellentes vut ol the Which, both the contat⸗ 
ning parts of the body, as the fleſhy and moze ſolid, and allo 
the contained parts that is to lay, the ſpiritual and ſiaible parts, 
are made, compacked, nouriſhed, and doe dꝛaw their life. 
Salt in them is the radical beginning of all the ſolpd parts :as 
being allo in che animal ſeede, it compacteth and congealeth the 
folid parts, lo as it is accsunted the loundation of the whole 
lrame. 
But the radical beginning of werte Sulphur in the animzal, 
Which is the naturab, moiſt, oziginal, oplelize, ſhebweth it ſelke, in 
the fal. greale, and mnarrolv and luch other paris, as wel hidden 
AS MALICE. . nne Galudsr Mie pili an enges od ot 
The radical Percurp, wholp ſpirittial and ethereal, which is 
that inlet and natural ſpirit ol cuerp part and member the next 
inktrument of the loule doth no leſte declare it ſelie in maiatap⸗ 
ning and concerning the am mal life as being the verylamo, 
Which krom the louie is the lie powꝛed into the body, which the 
Sulphurus part nouriſheth and luſtaineth. 1 
Sele thꝛee radical efienees (hut vp in the ſerd ol the animal, 
Which we haue let lozth in the framing ol man, boty accozding 
8 4 10 
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fo koʒme and matter, doe pꝛoereats in his members thie kindes 
of ſpiriks andfatuitics The firſt faculty is that which is calles 
natural oꝛ begetal, which beirig thielely ſeated in the liner taketh 
tonſeruation and nourichmenk rom Salt, that firs radical be- 
ginning and bale ol the others. Whe vital faculty feated in the 
heart is cheriſhed and ſuſtained eg a Sulphurus ques) the 
Which liquoz is theuatural mopſture and fountaine of heate and 
el like. The animal faculty, Wholpspcreatial ethereal ana. fire 
fual, and tke pzincipal inſtrument ol the kunctions of the ſoule, is 
placed in the bꝛaine: which is dekended and conſerued by Mer · 
curp the third radical emed 3 which! s wp thats ana 
ſpirituał d 

Hereby it is plaine, ‘that thete radical fpivits:, opfubtfanciat 
and fogmal beginnings of things; doe fo mutually embꝛate one 
the other, and which is moꝛe, the one wil beget the other. 

But the terreſtrial and ſolid Salt which is diſterned to be in 
the bones and in other hard parts, dath compact and knit toge 
ther with his gluing forces the moe lolt parts with the hard e 
uen as a windy ſpirit, oꝛ windy aper ſhut vp in enery body, both 
make a liuing body moze light and nimble, then a dead ioe gre 
The which qualities and kaculties are holy elementary 3 

soceting rather krom matter then forme, 

And thus bꝛielelp is ſhewed the three beginnings ol man and 
their kaculties and powers. 

The boop thus compacted and made of theſe thꝛer begin⸗ 
nings, bath nade ol his daily fade and nouriſhment, wbercby it 
map be pꝛeſerued. Thich nopriſhment cannot be ſuppipes 
from any other, then krom toe things, Which are al the laue 
nature, whereol it conſiſtetig. Foꝛ we are ncuriſhed! wich (hote 
things whercofit const. Meuerthelelle ti fo much as the bodi 
is weak a tender by his firth oꝛiginal, it is nat to be led wü the 
moze hard fod, but wich meat bohich toil ea y be concocted and 
lurne lo nourichment, contatrin 18 bjs bearings, 

Such milke which is gien to Inka nts i uck, without art oʒ 
abour, dot 9 Flainiv endugh Gc his thee beginnings. Foz the 
Lutter ſheweth p lulphurus lubſtäceß ? whar chewelh mercurial: 

and 
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and the chete his ſaltiſh beginning. This miſke being of one 

and the ſame efence,contayning thele the ſubſtances jis eafily 
concected in the ſtomack of the Inlant, and is firſt turned into a 
White iuice, and then into blood. The bohich blowd, pollelleth that 
which is moze ſoꝛmal and radical in theſe beginnings , ſepara⸗ 
king and abiecting the ref into feces and excrement. Allo the 
ſame blod being carried into the heart, by the vepne called Hews 
Cana, which is as it were the Pellican ot nature, oꝛ the vetlel 
circulafory, is vet moze ſubtillꝑ concocted, and obfaineth the loz⸗ 
ces as it were of quinteſſence, 02 of a Sulphurus burning Aqua⸗ 
vita, which is the oziginal, which is the oꝛiginal or natural ¢ tne 
natural heat. The ſame Aquauita being carried from hence by 
the arteries into the Balneum Alaris of the bʒaine, is there cral- 
ted againe, in a wonderlalmaner by circulations: and is there 
changed into a ſpirit trulp ethereal and heauenlp, from whence 
the animal ſpirit pꝛocedeth, the chiele inſkrument ol the foule, 


koꝛ that it cammeth moꝛt nere to that ſame ſpiritual nature, then 


dae the other two beginnings. Foꝛ as from line, thoſe thie be · 
ginnings are extraded by a ſkilful woꝛkeman (the which allo 
may be done out of milke, with lelle labour) ſo in blod( which 
we rightlip compare to wine) are thole thꝛee beginnings, which 
bp nature her lelle, executing the office of a true e ahymiſt hath 
pꝛudently and ſcuerally diſiributed and diſpearced into all the 
parts of the bodie, in (uch mealure as is fitting to euerꝝ mem· 
ber :giting to the bones, ſinewes and ligaments,moze plenty of 
the ſalt ſubſtance, then ol the others: tothe fat, greaſe, and mar. 
row , the lubſtance Sulphurus: and to the klech and humours 
which come out ol bind, and to the nouriching and natural ſpi- 
rits, Whether fixed, o wing, oꝛ wandꝛing, a greater plenty ef the 
Mercurial ſpixit. 
That firſt age ofinfancie ouerpaſſed, and greater ſkrength bes 
ing incre aled to concoct and digeſt meat, then the ſkomack offc- 
reth it ſelle to ꝛoze ſolyd and firme ſuſtkenance, as to bead, wine, 
and ſuch like, comming as wel out ofthe ſkeze of vegetables, as 
ef animals, fed and ſuſtained by the fame vegetables, which are 
paſſed into an animal nature, chat is to & lenlatiue, euen as a 
mineral 
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niittralfubfance is bꝛought into a vegetatiue. 

It is afore (hetwed, that the vegetables and animals appois- 
ted koz mans ſubſtance, doe change andcome into his ſubſtance 
and nature with their beginnings whereok they conſüſted: fo as 
they being deuonred and concocted, and turned into that while 
{uice called Chylus, and ſpꝛed and diſkributed into the liuer, hart, 
and bꝛaine, by diners degrees ol concocions ¢ circulations that 
at the length they are changed into ſpirits, natural, vitall, ani- 
mal, mercurial, ſulphureis, and faltith etgereal, and ſpirituous: by 
realon whereol man is pꝛeſerued, and continueth in his fate, 
vnto his pꝛedeſtinated time hereof allo may be gathered and vn⸗ 
derſtod the oꝛiginal and generation ol the thzer humours, Which 
come both fromthe mixture of theſe beginnings, and allo of the 
Elements. Mhich are no leſte different and varying one rom 
the other, whether it be in perfection, oꝛ in imperkedion, then are 
thole thee beginnings different in the degrees ok perlection. 
The fick of the profitable hamours, Whereol we are purpoſed to 
ſpeake, is that Chylus oꝛ white Juice, which is effected and per- 
fected in the ſtomack, and in the vaines next adioyning, elpecial- 
ly in the melaraic vaines by the frit toncodion: the fame Chy- 
lus conſiſting of thofe thece beginnings . but as vet very impure, 
whereok the firſt beginnings of nourichment are: and the ſame 
is the lirlt digeſtion and ſeperation ol the pure from the impure, 
of thoſe ther loꝛmal beginnings, and ok the the material ele · 
ments. 

The ſecond of the profitable humour s, is blood, arpfing cut af 
the Chylus, (which is a god iuice)being of the fir degrer of the 
concoding heat ofthe liuer, and of the baines:whereok commeth 
a lecond concoction, and leperation of the pure from the impure, 
notwithſtanding of tze loꝛmal and matertal eſlence, which is far 
moꝛze lubtil and noble then the fir contoction and leperati⸗ 


* Che third ok the humours, is that Which alter ſundꝛy retera⸗ 
tions of the circulations, made by the much vital heate of the 
heart, doth very larre exccede in perfection of concocion: the o⸗ 
ther two, which may be called the elimentarp oʒ nouriching 11 
ze mau 
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mour of life and radical Sulphurꝛthe which is diſpearted by the 
artertes (hacughout the whole body, and is turned into the 
whole body, and is turned into tbe whole lubſtance thereat, out 
ofthe moſt perfec concoction of all the other; which is the third, 
and is called the allinulation o2 relemblance, of the nouriſhment 
oꝛ nouriſhed. 

It is certaine that this humour, is motk eſpecially partaker of 
tiie puritie of the thꝛer boginnings, and doth refemble the recti- 
ficd animal Aquautta which is ſeperated from al paſſiue element 
ol the animal wine, that is to fap,oftheblas. Foz the blo, 
(which we haue already (aid to be the ſecond profitable humour, 
and by vs compared to pure and refined wine) is freed from the 
greater part of his terreſtrial tartar, whole thee beginnings alſo 
das exceed the Chylus in puritie Out of which ther beginnings 
by a third concoction and digeſlion, the Dulphurus animal A. 
quauita, the aterp and moſt (ubtil ſpirit, together with the Salt, 
depured and made thinne, with diuers circulations alſo, and nas 
tural concactions.are extracted. The tubich being lo extracted, 
that which reſteth in the bod (as alſo in wine) is water with 
out ſauour oꝛ taſt, and a Bulphurus tartarlike, and impure fe- 
ces, which proceed from out ol the material elements. In blod, 
ſuch are thefe; cold, moyſt, ¢ mercurial fleame:pealolo, hote, dp, 
and Sulphurus choller: ard melancholp oz black choler not cold, 
but hote, dꝛp and ſaltiſth which are the ecremental parts of thoſe 
noe pure ſubſtances . And pet the lame lpe not altogether vn 
profitable,to2 that thep retapning lomthing out of the actiue quas 
lities, both efthe thꝛer beginnings, and allo of the elements, dos 
ferue fo2 ſomewhat, ſo far forth as they are material. o choller 
in that it is introſulphurus, moſt hote and bitter, efpectallp that 
which is ofthe gaule ouerkloboing in the capacity oꝛ place of the 
bowels, pꝛouoketh the facultie erpulfiue to caſt out. But the 
lleame which is ſower E mercurial, is profitable to ſtirre vp fer⸗ 
mentation and appetite: UUhereunto alfo melancholp is not bus 
fit which is as it were the dꝛegges of the humour ol blood hauing 

à cerfaine analagie and ſianlilude with vineger made out of 
Wine. 
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wine. Noz it lerueth loz the fire concoction of meates, ſhꝛough 
the vertue ol a certaine internal and vitriolated fier lying hid 
in luch a charpe bumper, which being ſtirred vp and fet on edges 
with the heate ol the liomack, doth readily and quickly conled 
and deſtroy the meates, and doth with fo great force tonſume 
and deudur lometime, when it doth luperabound, that many 
times it bꝛingeth a doglike appetite. 

And thoſe excremenks which are altogether fuperflucus, and 
a burden to nature, will confürme the truth hereol: The Which 
ercrements are ſuch as are ſeperated, partip from th ofe tha be · 
ginnings, and partly from the elements, namely the mercurial 
vapours, the Bulphurus bꝛeathings, and the ſaltiſh erhalations, 
which patie ſyꝛough the lkinne by lweates, enen as Mercure 
and Sulphur doe vaniſh away by ant infenfible tranſpiration. 
Il ſuch (eperation of excrements be made by little and litle, with 
dut any violence, ther doe prolong a heppꝝ age euen to extreame 
decrepity·. But il on a ſodaine, and wilh a moꝛe violent fozce, ol 
ſome moze vehement motion, 02 ſickneſſe, as of inllamation 02 
ol a burning leauer, they be thꝛuſt out, then they ſhoꝛten age, 
and doe halten old age, oz vlle doe caſt headlong into vntimelr 
death by loundings and faintings Moꝛzeduer il ſuch kinde of 
excrements be retained in the body, and ate flayedby fometin- 
pediment trom their outgoing by realon ol ſome external cauſe, 
as the coldneſſe of the weather, which d oth harden and thicken 
the ſkinne, oꝛ by reaſon ol coling dpet, bringing obſtructions, 
oz other infirmities of the bod which are impediments, 
they become the lerdes and rotes o lundzy and infinite el⸗ 
lects. 

The ſame is to be ſaid of the moll vile and filthy crexements, 
and ok the grolle dꝛegs of the elementary matter, together on- 
pꝛofitable, tervefivial and filthy. 

Joꝛ ont of watery, crude, and thinne excrements out of excre⸗ 
ments atery , and Windy : finally gut ot the moze groſie and 
earthie oz moſt linking extrements, holo cozrupt ſocuer 55 
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be, vet there are bewꝛayed in either of them tertaine prints of 
their dekects, which the moꝛe pure lubſlance or the ther begin 
nings pꝛocreated, fromthe which the tmpyre at the length are 
ſeparated. 

It any man wil make trial ofthe due Anatomie oltheſe things 
as (amongſt others) of Bune, which in lickenclles is diligentlp 
bie wed and oblerued, he Mail linde therein a great quantitie of 
Herturial liquoz, ſharpe, ſubtil and pearcing, which wil diſſolue 
the moſt ſolid and hard bodies: as allo he thal finde great plenty 
ofa ſulphurus eſlence conceiuing flames:that J map lay nothing 
of the body ot Salt, which is euidently enough to be lerne in that 
great plentic of Salt, which is exlracted from the ſame. The 
which Salt hath lo great charpneſle, biting, and coꝛoding force 
and vehemencie, that it is moze forcible and Grong than all other 
ſalts of nature. 

Thele things are moſt true, and euident to be ſeene in the 
Miitings of Chryfophorus Pariſienſi, à moſt famous philotes 
pher, who bath taken great paines in letting fo2th the ſeuerall 
parts of Meines. 

They which hal ſe arch diligently in the building and frame ol 
mans cody, foꝛ another thing than the elements ¢ their qualities, 
that is to lap, hote and colde, mopſt, and dꝛie : namelp . loꝛ a mer- 
curial liquor Sulphur, and lalt, indued with al kinde ol vertures, 
faculties, and pꝛoperties, the three beginnings out ol the which, 
the colours, taſtes, and odours, and ſuch other things of infinite - 
varietie doe (pring, hal cafilp vnderſtand, that every one of the 
beginnings by bis temperature oz the excurreth out ok their 
conloꝛt, doe pꝛotreat ſickneſles ot diuers ſoꝛts in the bodie: as it 
ſulphur doe to much exceed, then it bꝛingeth on intlamations and 
feuers of diners forts, beide other ſtupelactiue and dꝛouſie afs 
fects, which the ſtupefactiue ſulphur ſtirreth vp out ol the ſtupe · 
factine and dꝛunken (pirits which it containeth within the ſame, 
and being exteſſiue, ſpꝛeadeth it ſelte thꝛoughout the whole body. 

The which is eaſiſꝑ to be ſeen in luch as dꝛinke to much wine 
and in eating ol bꝛead that bath much darnel in it:as allo in the 
taking 
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taking of Camphyre, the iuices of Poppey, of Henbane, and of 
ſuch like opiates, which bzing ſleepe, by their lopoziferus Sul- 
phurs, and not by their cold quality. Aſſo they (al finde by their 
ſower and ſharpe vapours ol Mercurx, that falling ſicknelles, 
Apoplexies, Palſi :s, v al kindes of Catarres come from thence, 
Ehe which effects, il they be accompanied with any poylon, 02 
maligne ¢ contagious ſpirits, they caunot but mult niedes bꝛing 
on, peſtilential, venemous, and contagious bifeates. 

It they lenke diltgently info Salts, they hat fad, that from 
them dos arilſe inward gnawings, Impoſtums, olcers, dilente⸗ 
rie Aures,the Pemoxoides, and ſuch like, fo often as they runne 
out ok their ſeates and ars ſeperated from the other beginnings, 
oz doe exceed the meaſure of nature, from whence alfo doe come 
great annopantes to the body, as by their reſolutid, the burnings 
of brine, ſtranguries, and uch like. Foꝛ accoꝛding ko the variety 
of Salts diners kindes of vlcers, impollumes, and other difea- 
ſes, as diuers kindes of Collickes, doe ariſe by their ſharpe and 
ſower ſpirit. 

Allo by the coagulation and congealing ol theſe Saits , are 
ingendered lwellings, ſtones, and knots of the ſinewes, and an 
infinit ſoꝛt ok abſtructions, wheresk many llcknelſes doe arile. 
The Which coagulated Salts oz tartar;fozfomuch as they neuer 
want their Mercury and Sulphur, rude indigeſted, and impure. 
it they be ont of meaſure, and doe reach to the vppermoll degred 
of their malignitie, they wil commire accoꝛding to their fund2p 
nateres and properties, divers effects, the which nottwithfan- 
ding wil eke to come to the full licknelle of the qualities and 
forces of euerp of the beginnings , which are allo wzapped and 
inkolded the one within the other. 

And herein wee depart not from the opinion of Hypocrates, 
which ho hath Mhetwed in his bake concerning the auncient me⸗ 
ditine. For he reiecting their opinion, which tye the beginnings 
‘and caules of fickneſtes to the elemenkarie qualities, lapeth other 
foundations namely, Sweet, Sower, Bitter and Salt, the which 
we teduce to thole thꝛee beginnings of all things, arrogating ta 
euerp of them their lingular faculties and pꝛoperties, Foz what

power o2 bertue ſoeuer is in the nature of Medieines and ol ſick⸗ 
neſles, and doth moue and put it felfe in action, the ſame i is ko bes 
reuoked to thoſe thc beginnings, 

Pet notwithſtanding 3 deny not, but that ſome Andes ol ſick⸗ 
nefies may ariſe from the elementarp qualitizs abounding in 
our body, which do rather come of the excrements and keculent 
humours, either retapned oꝛ luperabounding, and doe certainelp 
rather ariſe out of ſuch Elements, than out of the beginnings. 
Foz out of the abundance ok aperie and ſpirituous windes ſim⸗ 
pip, out of thinne waters, and terreſtrial feces 02 dꝛegges. we do 
{x diuers kindes of effects dayly to come: pet notwithſtanding 
ſuch ſicknelles haue no long continuance, being fuch as may be 
eafily cured even by Clementary remedies, being either hote 
oꝛ cold, mopſt oʒ dꝛie. As for example, aperie windes chut vp 
in the bowels, and binging forth the paines of the Collicke are 
with Ipfers dilperſed anddzinen awap. Surperfiusus humi⸗ 
dities and thinne water is conſumned with dꝛping medicines, 

Inklamations comming of a lerreſtrial and ümplp groſſe 
matter introſulphurus, are extinguiſhed by a ſimple cwling 
helpe. 

And to conclude, we wil fay with Ferneliut, that ſome ſick⸗ 
neſles are merelp ſecret and hidden, which the fame Fernelin 
las doth allo Paracelſas) affirme to he ſupernatural: Which ſick⸗ 
neſſe come from the influences of Stars; wherin allo is obſerned 
ſomewhat which is diuine, oz at leaſt moꝛe ſingular and peculiar, 
than in common ſicknelſes. Such are the aſtral and aierp el⸗ 
fects Which happen to feme men moꝛe then to other, by a certain 
ſingular influences of the Starres, oz conſtitution of the heauen, 
oꝛ by the concourlſe ofthe evil Planets: who are thereloꝛe di- 
nerſlp affected, by the {undp rotes, natures and properties of 
their e Aſcendentes, producing by their aſpects and radiations, 
conuenient fruites in fit times. 

Whe lecret and hidden caules of (hele kinde ol diſeaſes being 
ſuch as we cannot ealilp reach onto, like medicines ol the fame 
nature, which are induced with a hidden vertue, are to be vled. 
And as there be Celeltial, ſpiritual, and etherial effeas: fo i. 

ther

they require ſpirttual and etherial remedies: which may clfer 
where be taken then from thoſe thꝛer beginnings bꝛought into a 
ſpirituall nature. But wee haue flood tec long vpon this point. 


CHAP, XVI. 


Wherein is fhewed, that the whole force of purging in 
Medicines, in the «4ntimonial, Mercurial, 
and e- 4r/fenical Spirits, according 
to euery of their ſeuerall 
natures. 

Mong Minerals, thee kindes of ſpirtts dor 

offer themlelues to be biewed and confides 

eu dered trom their firſt oꝛig nal: namely, {pir 
N ae rits, Merturial, Arſenical, and Antimonial, 

re which by their swne nature are truely ſim⸗ 
2 „vie, formal, fierie, and of wonderfull quali⸗ 
tie and etficacie, and of ready working. 
Which are fo be diſkinguiched as differing among them, and ale 
fe as riſing from the thee beginnings different. Foz the Mercu⸗- 
rials as the molt ſubtil, vapozus, aierie, and waterie, take their 
bꝛiginal from Mercurie: the Arlenicals, as thole which are 
moze pꝛoſperous, oꝛ bꝛeathing, moze fierie, hote, and meaneip 
volatile, doe fake their oꝛiginal of ſulphur: the Antimonials, ot al 
others the moſt groſle coꝛpoꝛeat, and terreſtrial, doe take their 
oziginal from Salt. The Mercurials doe boꝛrow their Celeſtial 
loirits, from the Sunne, from the Mone, and from Mercurie, 
and are by them impꝛegnated a animated. The Arlenicals doe 
receiue the ſp rits of Mars Veuuutuen as the Antimonials do 
contapne the ſpiritual pꝛoperties & vertues of Jupiter and Sas 
surne, By the which vertues of the Celeſtial, euery of the begin⸗ 
uings being impꝛegnated bp the things moſt fitting foꝛ them aby 
thé increaſed, doe obtaine greater lozces in euerx of their kindes, 

and a more coꝛrected and temperate nature. 

Foz the Mercurials, as indued wilh moze gentle and 
Gholeſome (pirits, doe get a moze gentle nature, Nr 5 

and 
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and nouriching. The Antimonials, from (he intermedials, that 
is fo lap, from things partly god, and partly malignant, reteius 
a woꝛle nature, that is to fay an intermedial. But the Arlenicals, 
as ſtirred vp with the woꝛlt and moſt pernitions ſpirits, boing a 
moztall and deſtroping nature, which oftentimes bzingeth great 
vetriment. Thele laſt, being fo fperie, vehement, and violent, 
doe lerue to foꝛme and to bople metallick and hard ſubſtances, 
aud are as fyer to giue life vnto them being balfe dead, but are 
in no cafe fitting to the moze gentle and foft bodyes, ſuch as are 
vegetables and Animals. 


Allo the ſpirits themlelues, do put on bodies agreeing to their 


natures. Arlenicals, ¢Sulphurus, do put on the body of aurt- 
pigment, ¢ Arſenic: Antimonials, the body of Antimony and of 
Mag neſia, 02 Loade · ſtone: becauſe among other metallicks, 
theſe are moſt coꝛpulent and of groſſeſt ſubſtance, of the rote of 
Saturne and Uitriole, and Which foꝛ the lame cauſe are the bes 
ings and beginnings of other mettals. By the impediment of 
which bodies, the force and violent actiuitie ofthe fozelaid ſpirits, 
is checked and reſtrained. either doe they ſhewe luch violent 
-fircngth, when they are bꝛought to a ſimplicitie and ſpirituous 
thinnelle. But among coꝛpoꝛal ſpirites, the Mercurials doe ex · 
terde the Antimonials in bꝛnignüie and ſwertnelſe: and the artes 
nicals which are the laff, doe ouercome the other two in violence 
and malice. Foz theſe are wholp ſierie foꝛ the moſt part, as is 
already laid, and are therefoꝛe moſt pernicious. 
Wut the Mercurials, being of al other mod fimp'e and thinne, 
are therefore moze ready to wozke. Alſo Mercurie it ſelte 
conſiſteth wholelp of homogenial oꝛ kinbly partes, and the fame 
ſpiritual: and thereloꝛe it excædeth others in readineſſe ol woꝛ⸗ 
king. And hereupon it is made moꝛe Git than others, for an vni⸗ 
nerlall purger and clenſer, fo that out of bis whole fabfance 
without any ſeperation of the partes, excellent and the beſt pur- 
gations, of all ſoꝛtes, without any preparation at all, may bee ex⸗ 
tracted, 
Pꝛouided alwapes that vou cozredt s certaine hurtfull cruditie, 
which it hath in it, and that pou alap his to much celeritie and 
pꝛompnelle, 
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~promptneiie in working, This pou max doe his concoction and 


. fication. 


Allo the (pirits, which by a certaine meane are fixed and bola⸗ 
tile haue place, and doe ſhew forth themlelues in Auripigment, 
and in Arſenic: out ot Whsſe whole ſubſtance, without anp ex⸗ 
quiſite leperation. are extracted certaine ſolutiue ſpirits, ſo exceæ. 
ding ſulphurus, flerie, biolent, and deadly, that deſeruedly they 
are reckoned among the moſt moꝛtal poyſons: whole allalts and 
vilolence. the animal nature, as moꝛe delicate and weake, cane 
not indure, but that by and by it decapeth: whole vehementie, 
and ee qualitie, can by no art be coꝛrected oꝛ made fi foʒ 
” any v e. , 

Wut the Antimoniall ſpirites, as moze coꝛpulent, and groſſe 
than others, doe fire their leate in Antimonie, becanfe it is the 
rate and oꝛiginal ef all other mettals, which are mieze cozpu- 
lent than other things. 

Aud pet fez al that they doe net remaine alone, but that being 
allociated and linked to the companie ol others, as to the ſociclie 
ol ercurias, and Arſenicals of the ſeuen Mettals, the p bꝛing 
kozth out ol themlelues, thole ſeueral kinds. Namelꝑ, Lead, and 
Linne, when as the antimonial ſpirits doe exceed in vertue and 
plentis: Iro, and Copper, tober the arſenicals dor ſupcrabound 
and outreome : Gold, Silutr, and Percurie, when the Mercu⸗ 
rials haue the victozie ouer others: (he which Mercutials, ate 
moze ſpiritual and ſiaple than any others, and moſt elle n⸗ 
tial: the which being bꝛought to perfed concoction and flrxation, 
dos pꝛotreate Sliver and Golde, and doe make them pure 
and cleane from all antimontal and arſenical Dulphur. Foz 
Gold and ſiluer are nothing elle but fired Mercurie bꝛought to 
perkect concoction, And theſe Mettals of gold and ſiluer, when 
they are whole fired and co2po2cat, having put of that ſimphkci⸗ 
tie und thinnes of ſpirites are deditote or al power ok acting oꝛ 
working . neither tan they woꝛke and ptriozme any thing at ab, 
except they be bꝛought againe to their firs ſpirituali ie that is to 
lap, into their firſi matter. . 

As fog the other foure meltals they hauing as vet not attay- 
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ned that degret of perfection, that is to (ap, of puritie, vigettion, 
concoction, and fixation, albeit thep (ame to the (ent mos hard 
and (olid, yet haue they not gotten as pet perfec fixation, be- 
ing ful ol much impure Sulphur, and luch other like kinde or 
helerogenial and vnkindiy ſubſtances, that is to fay, of atſenitall 
and antimonials ſpirits : and doe poſſeſſe a very ſmal pogtion 
of the Mercurial ſpirits, and the fame as pet full of impuritie. 

Mhereby it commeth to pale, that fome of them cannot in⸗ 
dure the tryal ol fire, but by the loꝛte thereof doe turne to aſhes 
and glaſe, and can neuer moze be reduced by any Art into a mee 
tallicke nature: other ſome, as moze volatile and flying than a⸗ 
thers, do bait} away into fume oz fmoake. wit 

The which is wel knowne to al, not onelp Philoſophers, 
which haue (ene the nature of metfals in the ſearching out and 
exerciſe of thele woꝛkes, ut alfa to euery Goldſmith and Pynt· 
man, which know how to dilpearfe and ſend away ſuch mettals 
into lmoake, with their Capels: which Philolophers can bꝛing 
to palle by diuers other meanes and inſtruments. 120 

And out ol thefe kindes ol Metals, ſull ot flying ſpirites, are 
extracted purges of admirable operations: and the ſame accoꝛ 
ding to the nature or the ſpirits abounding oꝛ pꝛedominating in 
euer of them. Ol the flowers oz ſpirits ot Tinne, and Lead, 
extracted by ſublimation, are made purgations, which woꝛke 
wonderkulip by dei ions, by vomit, by lweates, and by G- 
rines: Which may be reckoned among the meane ſoꝛt, and ſuch 
as are leſſe hurtful, albeit they be deriued krom the metallicke 
nature. Out of Iron and bꝛaſſe, may be extracted Herp god 
purgatiue medicines, wel knotone to them of old time, 

Mow to paſle from metals to (ermt-mixerals and to metallick 
iuices,, infinite purgations allo ars extracted out of them, accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to the foꝛte oftheir ſpirits. As out of Mitriol, iter, Sal- 
gem, Dal Armoniat, gout of many other ſuch like things, may 
be extracted both meane and violent Solutiues. 

And to make it plaine, that al the power and effed of woz⸗ 
hing Which is in Perturie, Arfenic and Ankimonie, thsſe thre 
raetallice (pirits, gallo what vertue partly thele foure impetleet 
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metals, and al kindes of Salts; Juices; and metallicke ſabſtan⸗ 
ces haue, doc altogether come eſpecialiꝑ from thele kinde of {pie 
rits: it is hereby manileſt, that fixed Mercurie, which by no ma- 
ner ol meanes wil eue 02 five from our heart, and which is far 
ciable and commuiſſcable with our ſpirits, bath no foꝛce to purge 
either by deiegting thꝛough the belly, oz by pꝛouoking to vomit 
but is rathe ldi to pꝛocure ſweat and vꝛine. 

Wut when it (hal ber volatile and flying, by reaſon of his 
wonderful ſpiritualtie and ſubtiltie, it is made a great mundifl⸗ 
catiue of the bodie, pearcing into all the partes and members 
thereol. A trie 

On in like maner the alate ol Antimonie, in that it bath lu 
ming and fiping (pirites, not fired, which Doth both chelo forth 
themlelues at the time ol the ſuſion oꝛ melting, as alſo by a cers 
taine tubpte erhalation tbercof, when beeing moulten it is put 
7 the Marbie Stone, bath alſo a vehement loꝛce of woꝛ⸗ 

ng. i190 

Whole fusion oz melting, if it be ſo long and oftentimes 
relterated vntil no moze whiteneſle wil come from the ſame, 
then it is made vtterly voyd of al wozking lazce. 

It wil alfo tole all power of wozking 02 purging, if this 
glatie be made moſt thinne in Alcbol, and {et in the heate of the 
Dunne, by the heat whereof, the moze thinne ſpirits doe vaniſh 
away, and are conſumed. And ſo then in teed ol a loſing me- 
ditience, it is made a moſt excellent Anodine ozpzocurer of 
lleepe oꝛ reſt. 

Wherefore to che by inuincible Arguments, that al pur · 
ging katultie conũſteth in thale flying lpirits, and is Whole⸗ 
ly to bee attributed vnto them it is moſt certaine, that glalle may 
be made ol Antimonie and ot Leade, and other preparation, as 
well out of them, as dut ot metallick matters, whether ie ber 
by lunliming flowers out of them, oz whether it bee by 
extracting of @affron aut of them, by the meanes of calcina⸗ 
tion, the which being beaten into ine pouder, and in the quan⸗ 
titie of tenne oz twelue Graines inkuſed in water, oz in 
wine br the [pace ol certaine boures, and alter that the 
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water cality powꝛed frem the reſidente oz ponder which is 
in the bottome, and the lame liquez fo giuen, there wil lollem 
thereof a wonderkul purgation, albettnothing of the quantitie 
of the pauder ber in waight diminiched, becgple the fpirite one 
ip (wylch giue no waigtt to the body) are {eft to the intuſion, 
whereol commeth that great fozce of woꝛking. 

The which powder map often bee put into Hater oz wine 
to leaue thercin his purging ſtrength and {pirit sand it may ſo 
be done a hundꝛen times, vntil the ſpirues be cleane euacuated: 
and pet for all this, the powder being Doped, there nemap⸗ 
neth Mill the full waight without diminiſhing. But that pow⸗ 
der loſeth his force quite and cleane of wozking, ik the lpirits be 
Wholelp exhauſted. u peep dem past 

4 mp (elfe haue fenea Ning made of the glaſſe a Leave, 
which being inkuſed, was to lome a perpeluall folutine Medi- 
cine, ſs often as thep would purge the bodꝛ. 

o to others, the Re galus of Antimonie, made into a pili ol 
ihe oꝛdinarie and common bigneſſe, wallawed dolone into ihe 
ſlomach alterward palling though the belip bp liege, takt and 
being wached and wel cleanled, wallowen tito the ſtomach a⸗ 
gaine: and lo the lame walhed and (wallowed in like ſozt a 
hundꝛed times, ſo often as the body Hath nerde to be purged, il 
will perfozme she partes of a ſolatiue Medicine, and pet lule no- 
thing of his weight. 107 22 

Hereby it doth euidently eppeare, that the force of wozking 
Ipeth hidden in certaine ſpirits, which haue the fame pꝛopertie, 
euen as in other things there is a foꝛce and power ol allering 
oz ot nouriching, and of palung into our labſlaunce. Percot 
a moꝛe aſſured poate and trpal may be made, by the inpuſttie 
of a learned and {hilfall woꝛkeman, who quickly and in amo - 
ment can take away trom them alfozce of purging, by vſing a 
certaine fyer of nature, either tating away oz fring, the 
exceeding Carpe and penetrating ſpirits of Merturie and 
Antimonie, and to make remedies ot them, which can reſtoꝛe 
found and perfect health, by gentle and eaſie lweates, with in - 
lenſi ble tranſpix ation, to the cõſuming of the ſuperlluaus humoꝛs 
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g our bovie , as alla to the dlenſing a wap of all impuritics ra. 
ther then by ang violent and manikeſt euacuation, to the trou. 
bling or the bodg. N i 
And as the vegetatine being of a middle nature, between the 
aui mal and the mineral, by this nature ofpactaking with both, 
is turned into lenſitiue, (euen as we lex of bꝛead and Wine, bid 
to be made: of bid, ſperme 02 (cede, and of fad a mam to be 
bozne: lo ttze minerall (by that general conſent ob all things a⸗ 
mong themlelues) palleth iato vegetatine, the vegetables ſuc⸗ 
king vnto them by the rotes of the minerals, ellentiall and me- 
tallick ſpirits with the which the whole earth is filled, as is to be 
fome by ſo many vꝛon mines, and by ſuch pleney or undꝛy 
ſtones, with the which it aboundeth aud Which it bꝛingeth lozth, 
which are nothing elle vut ola me failick lubſtance. 
And albeit imple vegetants, with melallick ſubſtances, doe 
‘poate thoſe merturialls, antimonials, and arſenicals of a purging 
nature, (whereof they are called purging medicines, becaufe 
they abound with a certaine gauze bitternefle, by reaſon of 
the entering ol the ſpirits ol Calnier kerreſtrial and metallick by 
rotes into the anatonie of bogetables: ) pet are they not altoge 
ther (0 violent and ol fo dangerous a ſpirit: as they were in their 
lk mine s wiginal, as being then of nature toboly crude, And 
indigeſted. Fog they put ofthe poplon in the vegetable be their 
manifold concottion and digeſtion, and are made moꝛe pure, in 
fo much that they haue no other inconuenience in them, but (be 
fozce and effect of purging, except paraduenture, they be giuen 
out of mealure, t in a greater quantity chen is fitting. But ſome 
are moꝛe purgatine then others, namely thole in whom there is 
greater plenty of the Mercurial ſpirits, the which notwithſkan⸗ 
ding are nothing oltenüue ko dur nature. euerthele ſle ik ang 
vegetable haue in it an arlenicallſpirit, albeit not altogether ſo 
pernicious, as is that whichis in Arlenit it lelke , loꝛ that it is 
made moze gentle by concocion, vet it is not Without the vio⸗ 
sence and annopate ot the arlenical poyſon.ſuch are the hear vs, 
Bane wozt, Aconitum, and Enphozbium. 
Aanp vegetable bee enrued with an Antimontal ſpirit o:

And bercof it commeth that (ach Gmpics of bebementeaacus 
affon, doe moze abound in mountames im rackes, and in feny 
places, where the natiue ſeate of metallick ſpiritt is, then in the 

at and kertue ſople. Foz the coreqion whereof, and to make 
them moꝛe gentle, and to put eff that wits nature uf theirs, they 
are to be tranſplanted into home gardens. Fo; thereby thep boss 
tsiv another nature and moze gentle nouriſhment, with the 
tobieh cher are tempered, whereby thep ware (inate and ami. 
lar, W hertas othetwile in the mountaines , tbep are without, 
and deſtitute of that gentle nouriſyment, and lufficient heate of 
the Sunne, and of the temperature ofthe heauens to concod and 
to temper their crudities. Foz thole things wbich are aulere 
and wild, ere wont te be made gentle by digt ſtions and concoct, 
tions:and things venemous become Whole, lo that arte inita- 
ting nature, digeſting and conceding moſt excellent teme dies, 
ate made of deadly popfons and ãmples. But this cannot bee 
done without the knowledge of the internal anatomie ot things, 
and boithout the aſſured ſcience of their ins. f 


CHAP. X VII. 


Concerning potable gold. 


Did being prepared by the ſpirit of fhe Pdi⸗ 
lolopders lead, is eafilp diddlued inte lero, 
and deſerueth chen to ber called Poteble 
gold, this muſt nerdes be moꝛe connement 
fo2 medicine in the ſtomack ot man, then 
leafe gold. Foz how can leafe gold benefit 
2 de fonack, op in anp fort be pꝛofttable fr: 
de icke, wpen the lecret kernel’: fo falt incloſed in the ſhell 
Wpich 


Chymicall phyſicke. 
Which is fo indigeſtible, that it will not be diſſolued in the body 
ol the Ditrich. The body of any thing profiteth little oz nothing 
without the ſpirit. 

It cannot be denied, but that all actions come from the ſpirik, 
fora body deuoyd of ſpirits, is empfp, rotten, and dead. Zf the fpr- 
rife be they which are agents, the body is deſired in vaine. 

And contrariwiſe, when the body is an impedimenk to the 

ſpirit, that it cannot otter his loꝛce and ſtreugth (as eppeareth 

by the woꝛking of nature it ſelle, which without the deſtroping 

and obiecting of the body, cannot change the {pirit that is to fap, 

the nouriſhment of meate into kleſh) then of neceſſitie, the ſpirit 

mutt be deliuered from all his impedimenks, that it may chewe 
it (elfe poboerkull, and not bee hindered from bis wezking, 

This appeareth plaine by daily experience. Foz what gad 
both that thing in the body, whiches neither profitable loz the 
nouriſhment, noꝛ pet fo2 the health thereof? 1 

ap, what annopance doth it not being to our faculties, 
twhich lyeth in the Fomack vndigeſted, much better then wer 
(hall pꝛouide loꝛ our body, tf in time of ſickneſſe we take that to 
nourich and luſtaine vs, which is well concocted and digeſted by 
art, and purged from all grote ſuperſluitie. ſoꝛ ſo nature is ne 
maner of wap hindzed from diſtributing the fame to all the 
parts, neither hath it any burden in concocting the ſame, albeit as 
pet it is requifite foz nature to haue a moze lubtill woꝛke, that it 
map turne to the profit of the body. Foꝛ how much moe auaile- 
able to helpe the ſicke which are weake ol nature is the ſpiritu · 
ous ſubſtance of a medicine, if it be giuen, tryed and leperated 
from groſte impuritp, then to be adminiſtered with luch impuri⸗ 
tie, which oftentimes clopeth and ouerlapeth the Nrength of the 
body. He is moꝛe blinde then any meule which ſeeth not this. 
Foz the ſpirit whether it be ol meat oꝛ ol medicine, is giuen in 
ſuch mall quantitie, that it bzingeth no detriment, but ſperdy 
pꝛoit in a moment. d : 

But pet thele ſpirits tamnot be ginen, noꝛ pꝛepared without 
bodies, loz the which caule we pꝛelcribe bꝛoathes F Jellics, to be 
the chariots ol the ſpirites: and we clenſe the bodies, that ther 
being made pure, the ſpirit may moze firmelꝑ cleane outa Pas 
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And that they are nat difpopled of their fic natural humour, 
it hereby appeereth, becauſe that naturall humour is the body 
ot his (pirit, But when by our art, the lpirits are extracted, wer 
muſt haue diligent care, that none of ibe fixe alway into the aier 
and lo be loft. Foꝛ this caule we mutt lobe that our bellels be 
ſure, and nothing bꝛeske cut, by violence ol the fler: the which 
ſpirits, if we can retaine, much leg can their bodies elcape. 
Spirits then are in bodies, and bodies paſſe into ſpirits, in 


(uch wile that they are coꝛpoꝛeat ſpirits, and ſpiritual bodies, fo. 


às we can giue both body and ſpirit together. 

Furthermoꝛe, that the molt dy calpes, doe ſtill retaine their 
humour and mopſture in them, in lo much that they may be 
turned into liquoz,dailp experience ſheweth. Fo2 glaſſe bꝛought 
into aſhes, and gold bꝛought into a car, map be reſleꝛed to the 
formes of glaſſe and gold Maine thꝛaugh the foꝛce of fire. 

But here it map be oliccked (as it is by ſome) that gold hath 
no fozce in it to pꝛalong lite, oꝛ to coꝛroboʒale the ſame, becauſe 
it is prolonged by one x heate remaining in moyſture and is al⸗ 
fo conferved by the reparation ol natural moyſture But theſe 
kaculties oꝛ eſlences(ſay lome) are not in gold but rather in thofe 

_ things which have lined, as in plants and iuing things, from 
whom that force fo pꝛolong and pꝛeſerue life, is to be taken, ra- 
ther then lrom gold. And hereupon it is inkerred, that there is 
no lile in metalls and minerals, but that they are plainly dead. 

J pꝛeſume no man will de nis, that gold is the fruite of bis e 
lement,oꝛ ſome thing elementated : Ha thing elementated, then 
doth it conſiſt or elements: cherefoꝛe alſo of ſoꝛme. Fo tlemeats 
doe not want their beginnings, which are foꝛmall beginnings, 
gining being, ez that which tt is, to a thing. Foꝛ fo much as theres 
fore gold is a body t emĩ̃tated, i conſiſleiꝭ of matter and loꝛme. 
by the mir ure whereof there ariſtth a certaine temperature eꝝ 
ſome thing ol likeneſle, wWpich is the lile of things. Thereloze 
gold and other metals haue like. 

Furthermoze, whatſoeuer the eye can fee and behold, that 
Hath matter and Foꝛme. Jfo2 ſoʒme is the external, ariſing from 
toe internal, Which oftereth it lelle to the fence of the exe: il it 
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haue kaꝛme and matter, then bath it allo life. Death is laid to be 
the deſtruction ol things, which ſeemeth to bzing the futica lo 
nothing. But foz ſo much as metalls are the obieds of the fen- 
ces, it hal be thought amiſſe that they are bought to deſtructi⸗ 
on. They line therloꝛe becaule they ſubſill. And the things which 
ſubſiſt cannot be ſaid to be bꝛought to nothing. therfozenct dead. 
By theſe reaſons it doth plainly appeare, that there is lile in 
“Metall, becauſe they ſubſiſt, and betauſe they tonſiſt of Malter 
and Fozme, whole mixture and co iunction is nothing, but by 
the bond of a tertaine kind of life, which is dꝛawen from the ele · 
ments and beginnings, in the which conſiſteth the life of things. 
Furthermoze, that cannot be aid to be without lile, which is in. 
durd with power of acing. Foz actions (as Wwe haue ſaid) pʒo· 
cerde from ſpirits. In the ſpirits is like, oz elle they themſelues 
are lite. And wonderful actions doe pꝛoteed and come from gold, 
when it is ſpiritual and feperated from the waight of his body: 
finally who is he that dare denie life to be in meta is which are 
indued with lo many tafles, with fo many odours, with fo many 
colours, and with other vertues. Mherfoze gold is vitall. Foz ſo 
Marcilius Ficinas a moſt witty Phyloſopher, and a famous 
‘Poplitian, wꝛiteth of gold, lar ins: 160) 2 
„ Ulle knob that allliuing things, as well plants as animals, 
„ doe liue and are generated by a tertaine ſpirit like vnto this, 
, and is altwaies moued as if it were living and doth moſt {pas

„things dee generate and beget, why doe not ſtones and met.

There are ſundꝛp lors ol like: vea, things which haue neither 
motion noꝛ lenſe, haue life, Dur daily fade dolh teach vs this, 
lrom the dertue wherot, we dꝛawe ſuſtenance and pꝛeſerue life, 
aibeit the fleſh of beaſtes and fotvles whereot we fiede, be ſfirſt 
depziued of lite and motion. So that there is nothing vtterly de 
wold o lie (as we fait befoze) but that which is vtterlx bꝛoughe 
to nothing. Fa aut ot the very rottennelle ol wd twhich doth 
ſhewe and thꝛeaten the final deſtruction thereof, woꝛmes of Die 
uers ſozts, are bꝛed and ingendered. Mhat nerde manp warde, 
when as Phploſophy teacheth vs, that out or the coꝛruption ot 
one thing commeth the generation ot auather.

Wonderful ts the vertue of this medicine: fo2 herewith the 
body of man being lick, is reſtozed to health, imperfect metals 
are turned into gold oz ſiluer, and vegetables, albeit they are 
dy and withe red, being moyſtened with this liquoz doe Ware 
kreſt and græne againe. This Pedicine being aquintetienee is 
almoſt incoꝛruptible and immoꝛtal, temperate, purified by the 
elements tghemlelues, and ſeperated from the dzegs and groſſe

It is ont ot queſtion that ſickneſles 
doe avife from the dilagrement ok the beginnings: and lo olten 
as thoſe beginnings doe decline krom their temper, (which is 
then called a diſtemperature) and the one being leperated from 
the conſoꝛt of the other, taking vp his ſtanding by bimfelfe. pꝛo⸗ 
cureth ſickneſle. Foz ſohen it is not in mixture with the other, 
which being iopned together, de maintaine concozo) they then 
make warre pon the body, without any ſtoppe oz let. J ſpeake 
not here of ſimple and bare qualities, but ot the verp ellences 
wherein are thole powers and kaculties whereol Hypecrateß 
ſpeakelh, which pꝛelerue the health of their Zallam, oz to riſioꝛe 
it when it is loſt. 
Deing therefore the foes and properties both of health and 
ol ſickneſſes ye hid in the ellences, it followeth that they are to be 
cheriſhed Wellences, and not with qualities.

cauſes of fhe pellilence, and therefoze doe not rightip pꝛouide 
to pꝛeuent the lame. Foz lering they eppoſe againſt the pettis 
lence comming of the cozruption of the Aver, a medicine taken 
from earth, water oz aper, 02 from the earth hauing a twaterp 

- Original, what maruaple is it, if there follow no effect thereof, 
when as they doe not naive away thoſe things which are to ber 
mixed together, but thole things which doe eaſilp agrer and are 
gathered together. Foꝛ how can the heauen and the earth be 

mingled together, ko helpe the diſtemperature of fhe Heauen, 
betwerne the bohich there is fo great diſtance. as there is belwern 
diuilible and ind iuiſible, as Pute ſpake.

This flower is nothing elle but the ſpi⸗ 
rit of Halt · peter, wherein pe Mal le al ſoꝛts ol colours very lings 
ly expꝛeſted. 

That which rem aineth in the bottom of the Culcur bit, ſs white 
as ſnow, and wholp fixed, is a ſpecial remedie to extinguiſh al 
Feauers. It is giuen from halle a dꝛachme lo a dꝛachme, dil 
ſolued in ſome connenient liquoz. 

And to ſpeake in a wozd this remedy hath net bis like to cut, 
to clenſe, and to purge, and euacuate the coꝛrupiions of humeas, 
and to conſerue the body from al pollution of coꝛruption. Foz 
ſeing it is of the nature of Balſamic Salt, it mu neꝛdes be in- 
dued With luch vertues and pꝛoperties. And in very Dede fo 
beale plainly and truelp, A cannot if J would, lufficientliy extal 
with pꝛayles the true Salt peter, and Fable lalt ol the Phrlo⸗ 
ſophers. Chis Salt, Homer cals diuine. And Plato tyiteth, 
that this Salt, is a friend and familar to diuine things. And ma⸗ 
np Phploſophers haue laid, that it is the ſoule of the vniuerſal, 
the guickening ſpirit and that which generateth al things. 

It map peraduenture ferme that we haue bene tw tedious in 
the inquifition and ſpeculation, as wel ol the general, as of the 
narticular, concerning the nature of Salt: but it is lo profitable 
and neteſlarie, that it is the Baũis, and fowudation at al medici 
nable faculties (as moꝛe at large ſhalbe (heed. te his place tpat᷑ · 
Phylitians map haue wherewith tobuse themlelues, and to dn⸗ 
derſtand.

This onelp Ballam is the vniuerſal medicine, te dekend ans

continually ſerue foz newe diſſolutions. Foz very little is loſt 


Potable gold, in every villolution. And fo thou halt the true potable golde: 


the vninerlal Medicine, which neuer can bee valued beeing in · 
ellimable, noꝛ pet {officiently commended. 

Alter the fame manner thou (halt make the diffolutions of 
Pearles, and of pꝛetious tones, moſt general remedies, and de⸗ 
feruing to be placed among the chiele, il ther ber dilſolued after 
the oꝛder and manner atozeſaid, with a natural dillolning. Re · 
medies 3 (ap, which can much better confirme and strengthen 
our nature, than ik accoꝛding fo the common manner, they bes 
onely powdzed and ſearced, as is wont to bis done in thole our 
common preparations and coꝛdial powders.

Mut this is a vaine obic dion fo pꝛeuent fo2 ercuſe of their ig- 
nozance, the difficultie of theſe pꝛepurations, and the peotract ol 
time, when as the thing is neither difficile, noꝛ long, fo them 
which know how to take it in hand. hele things are not to bes 
eſtkemed oz labour is to ber fparcd, to attaine fo excellent ¢p2e- 
cious medicine, which in fo liltle e mal a doſe, as in the quantie 
tie ol one oꝛ two graines, can woꝛke fo great and wonderkul ef- 
fects: which bꝛingeth great tommendation and honour to the 
Phyſitian, and to the ſicke perfect health and vnſpeakable ſollace 
and iop. 

But to conclude, 3 wil lay with Cicero, in his Tuſculaus:

becauſe in puritie of his ſpiritual nature, hr Doth communicate 
With aur ſpirits. 

Furthermoze, let vs ſer hate much the fate Meditine perloz · 
meth in the dꝛiuing abap diſeaſes, and what infinite multitude 
ol remedies it hal h. And firſt, loꝛſomuch as it map be appiyed 
and fitted to al intentions requiſitie (as map be gathered by that 
which bath bene laid aloꝛe) and loꝛſomuch as it max ber giuen 
in ſa finall a doſe, which wil bꝛing no violent action, noꝛ loath⸗ 
ſomnelle to our body, noꝛ any kind of perturbation, and pet ne⸗ 
nertherleſle woꝛketh excerding wel, accoꝛding to the diſpoſition 
of dur nalure, J ſe no reaſon lohp this vninerſal and mof 
noble Medicine, chould not be preferred beloze thele rapſodies of 
Wedicines. 

Udo lo bieth rightly this Medicine, and in fit time, Hal 
be relreſhed and coꝛrobozate, and fo armed with drenath, 
that from. thenceloztz her (al moze eafilp and readilp tate 
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ok his ſicknelle: whereof nature otherwiſe being deſtitute, 
would eaſily be ouertome. Let vs vie a familiar example that 
thoſe things which we haue hitherto ſpoken, may moꝛe plainly 
appeare to all men. 

le lee in our clemental fire, that it thou caſt into the lame a- 
ny thing that wil eaſilp take flame, as ſtrawe, oꝛ any iuch thing 
which wil readiip burne and increaſe the fugce ol burning, which 
beloꝛe was almoſt ertingniſhed loꝛ berauſe it Was dellitute as it 
were of ndurichment, and wholp as it were ouertohelmed of al- 
ſhes: So allo our radicall Ballam the fire bꝛand, and burning 
lampe of the fire of our nature, wanting conuentent and proper 
nouriſyment whereby it faintcth,o2 el ſe ſo ouerwhelmed by the 
feces and alhes ol obſtructions that it is in danger ol ſufldtation 
and ſmothering, oꝛ elſe hindꝛed by ſome other cauſe, uhtre by it 
cannot exertile liluing flame loz the conſerua ion of our like:then 
inderd it ſtandeth in neꝛde of a calefactoz, and reſtoꝛer of heate, 
that in better maner and mere readily it may (Hew koch the pꝛo⸗ 


per qualities and furidions . The like reaſon and conſiderati⸗ 


on alſo is to be had concerning our natural Ballam, the which 
being diminiched, oz being hindzed oz hurt by any occurrent 
eutwardlip, being againe increaled by that Balſamick medicine, 
it arileth eft ſone, and moſt perfedlp perlozmeth bis Wanted 
functions, Foz ſceing that medicinall Ballam is ofa tertaine e- 
thereal nature oꝛ a heauenlꝑ fire, becauſe tf quickeneth and bur⸗ 
neth not, no2 conſumeth: therefore out ol hand, as ik it were a 
permanent and cerkaine ſpirituat water ol lile⸗ it dath tommn⸗ 
nicate, and is as it were vnited with our ſpirit, and Doth repaire 
and increaſe it, vy realon of the ũmpathy, and common likeneſſe 
therewith.

moe, when the lame Balſam of lite, being holpen with that 
Ballamick medicine, both moze boldly expulie the enemy: and 
that in a very ſhoꝛt time, J fap to the greater iop and comloꝛt ol 
the ſicke, then can the huge multitude of common potions, 


pobed into the loathing ol the patient, bꝛing to pale, and that 


Very hardly in a long time. 

And leak any man might thinke, that thele are our owne ine 
uentions, rachlp and inconſideratly bꝛoached by vs, let vs heare 
What Galen faith, The pꝛincipal intention ſaittꝭ beol the Ph yſti⸗ 
tion, ought to be to redute the ſicke to his natural e ſiate, and 
that negleding all other things, his onelp tare muſt be to con 
ſerue that, rom whence the faculty of acting cometh. And this 
conſiſteth in that natural heate, the which ſo long as it is ol 
loʒce and not hindꝛed, it pꝛelerueth the body in ſalety, in luch 
„ Wile, that whatſoeuer happeneth to the body vnnaturallp, and 
sult be taken awap, it is an vndoubted axiome, that it landet 
in neꝛde of a ſtrong natural heate. And albeit in external ſick⸗ 
elles, and in certaine others, it may ſeeme that nalural heate is 
little auaileable, as in the remouing of lleſh which groweth ten 
ranke in a wound oꝛ loꝛ the reuniting of the lipnes ora wound. 
9 Pet fo2 all that, the coniunction and generation of lleſh and the 
healing thereal, cannot he done without natural heate. This 
fozeſpegketh Gaver; and verp truly. Pea, all his followers wil 
willingle conkeſle, that it is onelp nature, and that quickeriing 
radical Balſam, which ſheweth ſozth all thole whollome luncti⸗ 


ons: the which nature both here and beloze by the authoꝛitie ot 


Galen e haue rightly called the true healer ol all ſickneſles: but 
lo farre fozth nature is delpen, llirred vp. and coꝛtobcꝛated bp all 
maner helpe and arte ol that Balſaaick medicine, that it can 
expel, ouertome, and caſt aut all whatſoeuer is grieunus oꝛ con- 
frarp vnto it. Thus farre forty thep and we agrer together. 
Meuertheleſſe, this aiſo is to be granted that the lame nature 
is the beginning, and as it were the fit mouing to all curing: 
becaule without the trength and vigoz of nature all medicine 
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is vnpꝛolitable and vaine. Foz nature is alwaies one and like ts 
ber (elle neither is (ye at any tinte idle in vs, but is perpetualſx 
occupied, alivay ſtirring mouing, and vegetating, vntill be too 
much let, che being hindzed, cher doe woꝛke moze Mowip and 
weakely. The which impediments and contraricties, che her 
elle of her obone accozde, and by her olone proper ſtrength go · 
eth abent to put away and oucrcome : But when (he bath ka 
doe with a moſt {trong enemie, oꝛ with many, ſhe ſoner and lar 
moꝛe ealilꝑ tan ouercome them, il che be ckrengthened with the 
helpes ol arte, and hauing convenient meanes, che ſhall wich 
greater ſtrength and ſecurity pꝛenaile. 
To bring which thing to pale, our Balſamick medicine by 
that erquifite pꝛeparation, hath gotten a moſt pure, quickening, 
Spiritual, ſtrengthening, and kindly nature, which without all 
exception, is farce moze conuenient and ettecaual, then other me- 
dicines of common PypGtians, prepared by no arte, by no in- 
duſtry oꝛ dexterity. N 
Tze which, forfomuch as they are pet crude, impure, and 
grolle, and are clogged with a terreſtrial lhickneſle, they doe ta. 
‘ther clop and oucrlay nature, befoze (he can exłraa their ma.

nefie and impurity: the which being her kalte and burden, 
chee fainteth beloze ſhee can receiue any helpe oz com- 
lot.

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Fos this caule thon maieſt extract gut or flowers, both Sut- 
phar o2 ople, and alfa Mercurie, kut Chat ople mee Dolati!: ard 
of Halt „ the teal quantity . But out of fesdes ts ertractcd 
much of the more fired Sulphur, but of ercurp end Balk 
almoté notzing. The cauſe is for that Sulphur bath gi⸗ Salphur ont 
uen beginning and the principal confiitation , (not that volar ‘of Seedes, 
til Mitrous and airey Sulphur, but that which is inderde ople- 
like and kat, ans which holdeth a meane betwerne fixed and 
lying: both which ie hid in ſeedes, eüen in thole (des which 
are in great Mercurial hearbes and lleſhlike fruites, as in Ap⸗ 
ples, Peares, Soꝛdes, and ſuch line. But Salt is in al thele, so cut ef 
as the motk fixed and netellarie beginning, loz the conſtilution „an 
and compacting ol all bodies. Wut this Salt both moſt chtelely -cores 
relide in the wood, and in the rote, not as in his center oꝛ proper . 
feate fred, (oz bis principal resting is in the earth) but becauſe 
it is firſt and moſt plentifully communicated fo the anand 
reste. From hence alterward much is deriued tothe bzanches 
and leades, and but little to the flowers and kruites. 
Upereupon ont of mang leaves a lutticient quantity of fate 
may be exlracted:but out of flowers and fecdes a verꝑ ſmal quan⸗ 
titie in regard of the others. 
Thus von ſie alter what maner thele tho beginnings doe 
oꝛder and determine all vegetables as bypoffatical beginnings, 
and doe bzing them forth, conſerue, make them fo ſpꝛout ans 
flozich, and doe giue Onto them diuers koꝛces and vertues.

The nature whereot wil enfogce vs to lilt vp 
our epes to heauen, fing that from thele imeriour and natural 
things, that atmirable and venerable Trinitio in I nitie, is ls 
clearly and euidentip to be feene. ~ 

And kazaſmuch as thele thre labſtanceſying beginnings 
are, and commonly be fonni in al the things ol nature wee null 
not thinke that tzey are lo in them, as without effect, oz vtterlp 
Spoiled ol al vertue: but wie muſt rather ber ſure of the con: 
trarie, namelp, that from theſe chielelp, al the qualities, pꝛoper⸗ 
lies, and verluals doe ſpꝛing. o whatſoeuer hath taſte, the 
ſame ik it bee bitter commeth trom Salt Gemme. And ſuch 
haue vertue to clenſe , to euacuate, 02 purge. Do others 

hich haue in them bitterneſſe, are lound to ber ſuch, as haue 
the fame from this kinde ol Salt, and by the benefit there. 
of, are reckoned among the number of clenfing and purging 
medicines. Duchare all bitter hearbes, and their Juices, In 
like maner all gaules. Foꝛ without thele thꝛe, ther can be no due 
excretion oꝛ leperating in bodies of ſuperſliutios and excrements. 
Foz nature by the conduit of her inſtrument, called Cyolido- 
con, caſting out into the bowels ſome quantitie of gaule,fir- 
reth vp the erpuifer, and pꝛouoketh it te ſende forth the ex⸗ 
crements, and alſo clenlety, purgeth, and emptieth it felfe; 
bp it felfe. The which being vndone, the Crpullerlpeth as it 
ere buried, and ouerwhelmed, neither is there anp geod from 
hence to be loked fo2. 

And that bitter Juices, (as alſo the very gaule it ſelte) are 
of the nature of Salt it map eaGlp bee gathered hereby, becauſe 
the quale is oltentimes congealed as a fixed Sait into tones, in 
his olune bladder. 

Alſo cut of bitter hearbes, as out of Moꝛme wd ont 
of the leffer Centaurie, (which lome call the gaule ef the 
earth much Salt is extracted, as theꝝ that be wozkemen know.

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Pazeouer dut ofthe gaules of lining creatures, fhereise 
Sat to bee extracted very bitter, which puracth Wonderfully. 
Ds alſo there is Dalt in bine, Which purgeth the blood by the 
vunes which ſend it into the reines, and from thente by the ore 
water pipes into the Bladder, aud ſo thꝛough the condut therelo Salk in vaste 
appouited. 
In bitter Opium, which all men atkirme to be fo notably 
dtuperlectius and cold, there is a bitter and Mitrous Salt, which 
it thou canſt ſeperate from his ſtinking Suipbur(by the meanes 
whercokit is ſo ſtuperſectiue) thom chalt make it a notable pur · 
ger. 
Do in like maner the killall know how fo exiract out of Certs 
taurp, Gentian, Rue, Fumitogy, and all fac like, very god P Ser. 
argers, 
‘ Salt which is allaminous, giueth a ſower taſte: Uitriol a tip 
tic oʒ a ſtringent taſte : Armoniac a ſharps taſte. And a diuers 
nuxture ot the lame Salts, pꝛocureth ſundzy taſtes and teliches: 
and that moll chiefely by the bencfit of the two volatile Salts, 
which of all other wil be belt mingled, by realon of their ſubtilty 
and (piritous ſubſtance.Armoniat. which ts Herp, is mozeplene 
tiful in vitriol and in things bitrislates , then in anp other Salt 
ſubſtance oʒ metallick. Foꝛ that ſharpe Salt, oz that charpene ſſe 
ol nature, is the fermentation thereot, and the tauſe of coagulati- 
ang, and st the diſtalutions of all things: as we haue already 
touched belaze, and will in another place moze maͤniteltly de⸗ 
clare. Thereloze it is certaine, that thole things which are ſtip · 
fick 02 Aopping, and haue outwardly a greene colour 03 vitriola⸗ 
ted with an inward ſharpneſſe and certaine rednes, (as is to bs 
ſeene in Pomegranati, Barberses, and Lewsons) it is ctrtaine that 
they haue it from bitriol, and frei the Harp Salt Armontac:foz 
the vitriol ol nature is outwardly greene, ans red within, il thou 
ſearch it by ſdillul Anatomie.

Whe lame Salt Armoniat of nature, is manifeſted vnto vs, 
by that extradion of (harpeoyle, which is dꝛawen ont ol Sal 
phur: whole nature is farce different from that of the fate Sul⸗ 
phar. Foz it is fo farre trom taking fleame, that contrariwwiſe, 
it is a hinderance to gun poulder, not ſuffering it to be infla- 
med with the touch ol re, as is ſaid already.

Such pearting 
kumes are to wel knowne, and felt of our eyes oftentimes, to 
which they bꝛing by their (harpenefie, reines, inflamations, ano 
flowing ol teares. Peercupor out of this diuerſitie of fs lmnes, 
there ariſe diuers pallions in continuante, in maladie and in bee 
mencie, moze 02 leſſe invading and troubling, atcozding to the 
nature, nuneral, and condition ofthe qualitie oꝛ quantitie of the 
erhalations, and of their lubſtances, which are lifted vp with 
khem, as it were ia a tertaine chariot. 

Mozeduer, we (e in the bowels ol the earth of the little wozld, 
man, ns leſle then in the great wozlds belly: in the bellies J lap 
of both, almoſt the fame effects are to bes (ene ol Meteozs, as 
wel waterie as flerie. Foz txample, the Tympanie the fivelling 
ot the Coddes, windineſſe of the domach, and bellie: al which 
bos repꝛeſent the Windes, rapnes, and Earth. quakes of the 

earth: and the waters within the body, and betwernt the lain 
and the flech, doe tepꝛeſent the Sea, the Riucrs and ‘fopringe — 
the earth. 

Alſo there are in man diners ficrie Meteoꝛs ; by realon of 
the exhalations, of the Miterous and Sulphurus ſpirits, which 
being fet on fire; irre bp fash 3 of Keane and infias 
mations. 

here are bed alfo in man, Diners metallic fubitances, ag 
landes, ans Mores’; which art tommonle ingendered in diners 
parts of his benie,asin bis bowels, omach, gaule, pine ly

There are allo pʒotreated in mans bodid, certainetoncreate 8 
congealed Juices: as many kindes of Sulphurs, bet of Baltes 
moe Differences, vitriolated, alluminqus, niterous, and Gem. 
mens, Salt - gemme, oz common lalt, is plentiſull in Salt pond 
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foiwer Salt-Armoniac, in lolver flegme oꝛ ſpittle and allo in a 

certaine kinde ol lower melancholy; {alt vitriolated and of the 
colour of ruſtie metal, in choller that is orthe lame complexion:

But which is 
moꝛe to be maxuailed at and oblerued, when the fame ſpirit of 
wine, both pafle through the Colunrina (as thep terme it) 
namelp sp verp long cunduites and pipes of bꝛaſte retozted, fit 
lo this didillation, it doth ſo heal them, as allo a whole 


pipe full 
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pipetul of cold walker pelide, and larre enongh from fire, (inthe 
which the laide pipes are moyſtened) that a man mar ſcarce 
handle them. The which is to bee attributed te the great 
heate which the ſpirit of wine giueth to the colde walker paf- 
ling thꝛongh the koꝛelside pipes. Foz when all the ſpirit ol 
wine is diſtuled forth, although thou put under the leide vel⸗ 
(sla much moze vehement fire, yet thon thait feele the beate 
of that water in the vellel contained, (o bee extinguiched and 
co'ed. The which ſhould pur vs in minde what is the nert 
caule and oꝛiginal of natural oꝛ connatural heate in vs: fo2 this 
heate is ſtirred vp in vs by the continual circulation of the quic- 
tzening ſpirit ol our bid. 

Ihen all this water of life is at lat diſtilled forth by a ter ⸗ 
taine internal, external, and violent heate, oz elle viterlp 
waſted by pꝛogreſſe of time, then dolh appeare the ertinction of 
that quickening heate, and cold death infucth, But to returne fo 
the matter. 5 ; 

Alter the extraction of the true Agua-Vite , 02 ſpirit of wine, 
(which is the whers purity of thafe ther ſubſtantial beginnings) 
{whole Uquoz repzeſenteth Percurp, whole flame, which it 
readilp conceineth, cheweth the Sulphurus nature, and the 
exccding ſrong taſte, declareth the ſpirit of Salt Armoniac) 
there remaineth great plenty ol fleame, 02 ol Mercurial wa· 
ter, which as vet containeth fome quantity of {pirit of wine. 

Mut the laſt remainder is no better then vnpꝛofitable water. 
which lone cozrupteth in like manner alter the extraction of the - 
water of life, (which is truly ſpiritual,) from out of eur 
blood, there remaineth in dur body, that mop and moy- 
ftening liquoz, which is partly nouriſtzing, and partly excre⸗ 
mentall, as is faide afoge’. Wäſtly, there remaine auer 
and aboue tbe lozmer, the Feces Tarkarous reſiden· 
tes, and Piterus Sulphurus matter , which containe 
many Ginking Impurities 5 a allo greate plentis of 


Pat. 
Theimpurities , doe (uffisiently Geto the impurities in 
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the eyes, and filthy ſtinkes out of the noſthꝛrils, where as diners 
oples are diſtilled out ot the ſaid feces by vehement fire. And gut 
ol the bery feces there is extraued Salt, it they be calcined, and 
the lame is allo fixed with his pꝛeper ſleame, as we haue chewed 
afoze in the wozking of the lame vegetable. This Salt is made 
Aolatil, with Salt Armoniat, flying contained in bis olon ſpirit, 
62 Water ef lile, pꝛecteding as we haue already ſhewed. 

In like ſoꝛt in blood, beſide that ſpirit of life and Mercurial li- 
quoꝛ, (which two may in very dade be leperated rom blond it 
ſelle, and ſhewed to the eye, alter tonuenient digeſtions, in the 
beate of Balne A ar), which reſembieth the heate ol nature, that 
it map the better and moze cally appeare, hob the fame beate, 
and the lame nature in vs, maketh the lame leperations ans o⸗ 
perations) ſav, bede thole two, a tertaine folt confittence like 
liquoʒ, wil reſide in the bottome, wherein thon thalt finds many 
impurities, to be ſeene and ſmelt, it the fame matter bs dꝛyed bp. 
on a fire of aſhes, pꝛopoꝛtionable to the heate of a ſeauer, and no 
greater. 

This iter ⸗Sulphurus ſtinke is that, weich manile lll caus 
leth in vs ficry meteozs, as wel in the vpper, as in the inlet iour 
part ol the body, and which bꝛingelh fost iunumerable pallions 
and paines beſide as is already ſhewed afoze, 

Do aiſo by the loꝛce of the fire, Sulphurs and oyles thick and 
aluing like pitch, map be feperated out af the ſeces and tartar of 
blond, no lee then out ol wine, ſo offenſtue with ſtinke, as ſheu 
art not able to abide the odour thereof: whereol, how man dil · 
eaſes map ariſe in dur bodies, enery man may eaſilꝑ coniectare. 

This done, there wil remaine alhes, out ol which a alt is 
extracted, the which (by the vertue of the Salt Armoniat ol na · 
ture) may be made Uolatil, andthe verꝑ lame which Lallie cal. 
leth the greater Lenarie, loꝛ the imitation of ihe vegetable wozk. 
This wozke is bery admirable, by which the true Aumie, the 
vniuerſal Medicine, and the true Ballam conſeruing and refto- 
ring nature is made. And this is the true and vital anatomie of 
blond, which by maniteſt demonſtration we haue ſhewed, that 
it halh a great analogie, pꝛopoꝛtion and reſemblance with wine: 

when 
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when as a true Phploſopher, as wel ont of the one as out cf the 
other (ſauing that the owe requireth greater attifice) knowetg 
ho te ſeperate waters of lite merely ſpirituall, which are laide 
to be verp leztible and ſkroug: and beide thele, Mercurial li- 
quozs, Which are as wel profitable as hurtful, Which are Alls 
mopſtening: aud linallp, which knoweth hol fo cxtrad vaposs, 
and erbalations fuming, which are called gut. flowings. 

Nod therefore, il fo be in wine, which we eallp bſe to nouriſh 
sur bodies, and the ſame pure and cleare after the ſeperation of 
the ſpirit thereof,twe fee and bebols fo many vnkindlx things, and 
ſo impure; how many moꝛs groſſe impurities J pray pou Hall 
We finds in the Lees of wines cleaning to the caſkes, and in the 
gromerefzence of thelame? 

They which knowe and onderlland that great and ercée- 
ding blackneffe ol wine lers ( which is manifettly to be ſeene in 
the caltination thereof) and the fepreation of his ſpirit, and ol his 
pyle, red, blacke and Uinking, which is doue by dellillation, 
they (J fap) can gine cleare teftimony and credibly infozme, 
what ea great finke there is in the Sulphur there ol: and how 
great the acrimonp and byting harpnelle is in the lame tar 
tar a les, by reafon of the Salt which is extracted out of 
the fame, and the ople which is made by the refolution ol tbe 
fame Salt ef tartar. And trust mer, in the feces of the lame 
wine, there are found, belive the things already ſpoken, 
thofe matters Which are moze groſſe, impure and inking, 
as they wel knowe, who to catcine them info athes (which they 
tall clanelated) are compelled to goe out of the Cities into the 
fleldes and places further off by reafon of their excerding inlecti⸗ 
on and dinke , with the Whieh they are wont to infect the places 
nere adiopuing. 

Mhat maruaile is it then, as is ſhewed afore, il in our blod, 
after the leperatien of the true ſpirit, there are fonnd lo mas 
ny vnkindip, factarous , Minking and Sulpjurus inzpuri⸗ 
fics 2 Wut what maruaile J lap, ik moze aud greater impu⸗ 
rikies and ſtinkes, are fo bee lound in diuers of the Wete- 
rogenea! parts of the Chylus oz belt matter digeſted in the 

2 Aomach 
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Homach loꝛnouriſhment rom whence blood dꝛatwelh his firlt be⸗ 
ginning of his compofition? That tartar oꝛ les, is ofthe bios 
whlch cleaueth to the vellels of the bowels. Mow the leces of 
the Chylus are nothing elle, but that huge heape of excrements 
of diuers forts, Which are in that nourichment exiſt ing in diners 
parts ol the bedy. And when thole PNiker · Sulphurus and tar · 
tarous impuritics, cannot by nature ue digeſted, ouerctome and 
txpelled, they ſtutle the bowels, they are made the ſeminarie and 
ſfoꝛe · houle of moſt grieudus ſicknelſes: fo that it we will con 
elle p truth, we mutt ol neceffity fap with great ipocrates, that 
ficknetles haus both their leedes, and allo their rotes in dur bo- 
dies:the which moſt euidently appearet by the fozelaide com. 
pariſon of wine and bled, The Which Mandety vpon apparant 
and lenſible foundations, and not vpon deubtlull faments and 
Imaginations. 

And as we ein the {pring times, When nature putteth forth 
her flowers , that the las of wine, are mixed with the wine it 
{clfe, and doe trouble it, and oltentimes coꝛrupt it: and that - 
as in the exceꝛding heate of the Sommer Sunne, the moze hote 
Dulphurus part of the ſame wine, that is, the ſpirit, may and 
es wont to vapour alway, thereof ſolloweth the cozruption 
ol the fame wine: euen fo allo, about the lame feafons and times, 
the feces , and tartarous heape mixed with our biod, doth at 
the laf peruert, and coꝛrupt it: hereol commeth the occaſton 
and multiplication of ſicknelles. Foz the ſpirit of bimd being 
Difprearced and ſeperated, both by external and all by inters 
nal heate, it muſt needes ber coprupted, ta the which coꝛrup⸗ 
tion, arifing of the laid caules, the cauſe ol many ſicknelles is 
rather to be referred, then to thofe bare ſimple qualities, of hote 
and cold, dꝛy and mopfl. 

As lhereloꝛe we haue taught in the leperation of the trae ſpi⸗ 
rit of wine (which reſembleth the celeſtiall and ſpiritual Medar 
of our like man im purities thereof doe mantfefilp appeare:euen 
ſo and after the very lame ſoꝛt it lareth wich wheate With kruits, 
and with meates and dzinkes pꝛepared of them, and generallx 
With all other vegetable things, pꝛocerding alter the lame maner 
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as We haue laid, concerning wine Foꝛ they haue no light propor 
tion with dur blwd, accoꝛding to this ſaying: Me are nouriſhed 
with hole things whereol we confi = which thou maieſt aptly 
turne and lay; we conſiſt of thole things, Where with we are none 
riched. But the one partaketh ol the other, oꝛ of this o2 of that 
moze then of the other: as fo epample ol the ſpirit, of the Mer- 
curial liqnoz,of Ball, of the feces, ¢ ofthe finking € Unpꝛofttabla 
ercremtts:whieh is the realon that aut of this 02 that moꝛe com- 
mendable kinde ol meate, the moꝛe wozlhe and commendable 
bled is generated. 

Thereloze ts adde one cxampie moꝛe in ſteꝛd of a ſurplullage 
of walght, let it not be koꝛgotten, that out ol Byozomel, Cider, 
Ale, oꝛ lach like kind of dzinkes, d out oftheir fcecs, the lame pꝛe· 


parations and feperations, as wel or acommendable liquo:, as 


of feces, may bs made alter the fame maner, as we haue beloꝛe 
ſhewed to be done concerning wine: and that the veginnings 
and heterogeneall and vnnaturall parts, map in the fame ſoꝛt be 
extract ed out of thele, as out of that other. 

To conclude, thou maieſt with better ſucceſle learne the be- 
ginnings ol ſickneſles, vy making a tomparilen betwene the 
preparation and (operation of thofe things which gine nouriſh · 
ment vnto man, and dur plcod, then ik accoꝛding fo the cõmon 
maner thou haue recourſe to the humours, ¢ bare qualilies, and 
fo fo (ake out and dilcerne the tauſes 4 originals of lickneſles, 
by a certaine wüty contemplation, rather then by that which is 
moꝛe true and inkallible. 

Thus we haue thought gad ko ſet down thele things by way 
of anticipation, concerning the cxact and internal anatomy ot hu⸗ 
mours, concerning allo the artificial examining ot them: boch 
that thereby it might appeare from Whente the natural impꝛel⸗ 
lions ok things, x the infailibic caules of diſeaſes are ta be ſought, 
as allo that the true Philoſophers & Wbyplitians may Inder ſtand 
thereby the Way to chpsund.prepate, and administer artifictallp 
medicines and remedies, Which now we intend fo chew euen 
accoꝛding to the oꝛder and method of the Dogmatickes. Do as 
wee thinke it not god, btterlp to reiect theolbe, noz Whale 


on 
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on of Medicines intreaſed and amended with many of eur in⸗ 
nentions, experiments, and compoſttions fo2 the publique god, 
and foꝛ the health of the ſicke, as allo fo2 the inſtructton of lome 
ignozant hrſttians.

rics & Juniper, of the ſedes Peonp, ol Seſeli, oz Comin, o Anis, 
of Mugwoꝛt, ok Cardus-Benedickus, ofeach two ounces: the 
barke of Citrine, ot Miſſelofthe oake, and ol all the Pirabolans, 
ot each one Dance, Cloues, Cinamum, ace, Ginger, Cube bs, 
Cardamonp, Pepper, long and round, Spikenard, of each one 
ounce and a halle. Aloes Hepat, Myarhe, Olebanum Maltit ol 
each fire Dꝛachmes. The flowers ol Roſemarp, of Hage, of 
Stechades, of Marp·golds of Saint /oons wont, of centaury the 
leſſer, of Betonie, of the Linden tree, ol each lo manꝑ as ve can 
gripe with two fingers and the thumbe at twiſe: of the flowers 
of Chicoꝛp, commonlp called Suckarp of red Roles, and ol Wu⸗ 
glolle of each one gripe in lite ſoꝛt onelp, ol gruat honp, and ol 
white Suger, ol each one pound.
